^J^HE  EivEVENTH  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
^■f  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  convened  in  Division  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  Thursday  morning,  October  27th,  1892,  at  ten  o'clock. 

Entering  the  beaiitiful  church,  one  woitld  have  been  pardoned  for  im- 
agining herself  in  the  Sunny  South  as  the  luxuriant  and  graceful  decora- 
tions of  palms,  Spanish  moss,  and  a  branch  from  an  orange  tree  ladened 
with  the  fruit  greeted  the  ej^e.  The  latter  was  the  gift  of  a  colored  dele- 
gate, Mrs.  Alice  Robinson  of  New  Orleans,  La.  Over-arching  all,  was  the 
inspiring  and  appropriate  motto  in  spotless  white,  "  All  for  Christ  " — "  In 
His  Name." 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  John  Davis, 
who  announced  the  hymn,  "  Come,  thou  Fount  of  ever  blessing,"  and  read 
appropriate  selections  from  the  sixteenth  chapter  of  Romans,  fifteenth 
of  St.  John,  and  the  twentieth  Psalm.  Earnest  petitions  for  divine  guid- 
ance were  offered  by  Mrs.  M.  R.  Crawford  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  and  Mrs. 
Clara  L.  Roach  of  Washington,  D.  C.  The  hymn,  "  More  love  to  thee,  O 
Christ,"  was  sung  in  closing  the  impressive  devotional  exercises. 

Mrs.  Davis,  after  inviting  the  General  Officers  of  the  Society  to  the 
platform,  said  :  It  seems  that  a  formal  address  is  unnecessary.  We  have 
met  so  often,  so  many  of  us,  and  in  such  hearty  sympathy,  and  so  fully 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  work,  it  goes  without  saying  that  we  are 
glad  to  see  each  other.  I  never  so  coveted  the  gift  of  the  silver-tongued 
orator  as  now,  standing  before  this  annual  gathering ; — but  all  can  be 
trusted  in  the  hand  of  him  who  in  a  special  sense  came  to  heal  our  griefs 
and  give  strength  for  the  work  committed  to  us. 

The  Recording  Secretary,.  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  called  the  roll  of  the 
Conferences  and  the  delegates  took  the  seats  assigned  them.    Mrs.  Aiken 
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nominated  the  following  ladies  as  assistant  secretaries  during  the  conven- 
tion and  on  motion  they  were  elected  :  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter  of  Bloomington, 
111.,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Herron  of  Cincinnati,  O.,  Mrs.  H.  D.  Ferguson  of  Utica, 
N.  Y.,  and  Mrs.  A.  E.  Dwight  of  Melrose,  Mass. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Aldrich  introduced  to  the  President  in  turn  the  friends 
who  were  to  speak  words  of  greeting,  and  Mrs.  Davis  presented  each  to 
the  colivention.  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould,  Pastor  of  the  Division  Street  Church, 
said  that  the  temple  at  Ephesus  was  supported  by  120  pillars,  each  given 
by  a  king.  That  this  organization  was  made  up  of  more  than  120  queens, 
each  giyen  to  the  world  by  The  King.  Years  ago  women  spoke  through 
their  husbands  only,  but  now  they  are  speaking  loudly  and  distinctly  for 
themselves,  and  will  be  heard  more  clearly  than  ever  man  has  been  heard. 
They  have  long  been  speaking  to  the  Lord  and  he  has  heard  them,  and 
now  they  are  speaking  to  the  lawmakers  and  the  leaders  of  earth.  The 
destiny  of  the  nation  is  in  the  hands  of  women  in  the  school-room  and  at 
the  fireside.  Woman's  love  is  as  broad  as  the  world,  and  she  is  sending  the 
gospel  to  the  dark  places  in  America  and  in  foreign  lands.  He  was  glad 
to  welcome  the  representatives  of  woman's  missionary  work  to  his  church. 

Rev.  Wm.  Denman,  Pastor  of  East  Street  Church,  and  Rev.  W.  A. 
Frye  of  Plainfield  Avenue  Church,  gave  cordial  greeting,  while  Rev.  S.  L. 
Hamilton  of  Ames  Church  gave  brotherly  welcome,  feeling  sure  that  his 
name  would  win  his  way  in  an  audience  of  Methodist  worhen.  Rev.  A.  A. 
Knappen  of  Albion,  Mich.,  closed  the  greetings  from  the  ministerial 
brethren  with  a  few  well-chosen  words. 

Mrs.  N.  W.  Northrop,  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  the  Conference,  gave 
such  cheering  words  as  showed  that  the  Society  was  as  thoroughly  desired 
as  it  was  gracefully  welcomed.  She  made  beautiful  reference  to  Mrs. 
Aldrich,  and  the  proposed  Deaconess  Home  in  this  Conference  and  its 
beneficent  mission. 

Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  was  then  introduced,  and  responded  on  behalf  of 
the  convention  to  all  the  kindly  words  spoken.  Touching  reference  was 
made  to  her  home  in  former  years  in  this  State  where  she  learned  her  first 
Home  Missionary  lesson,  and  where  so  many  of  her  loved  ones  have  found 
a  resting  place.  Her  words  were  soul -felt  and  found  an  echo  in  the  heart 
of  every  member  of  the  convention. 

The  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  announced  the  list  of  Standing 
Committees  to  be  appointed  as  follows  :  Resolutions,  By-Laws,  Nomina- 
tions, Finance  and  Mission  Fields,  Place  of  Meeting,  and  Enrollment. 
The  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  and  By-Laws  was 
postponed  until  the  afternoon  session. 

The  following  constituted  the  Committee  on  Nominations  as  provided 
by  By-law  3,  Sec.  i,  page  190,  Tenth  Annual  Report:

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields,  in  accordance  with 
By-law  No.  4,  Sec.  i,  was  constituted  as  follows:  The  President,  the 
Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  the  Corresponding  and  Re- 
cording Secretaries,  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  the  Confer- 
ence Secretaries,  and  Mesdames  J.  S.  Vernor,  Diathea  Cook,  A.  E.  Dwight, 

E.  Robins  and  A.  A.  Knappen. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Fisk,  Mrs.  Anna  Kent  was  elected  to  represent  the 
New  Jersey  Conference  on  this  Committee  in  the  absence  of  its  Secretary. 

The  following  ladies  were  also  duly  elected  to  represent  their  respect- 
ive Conferences  in  the  absence  of  the  Corresponding  Secretaries :  Phila- 
delphia, Mrs.  Thos.  May  Pierce  ;  Maine,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Allen  ;  Louisiana,  Mrs. 
Alice  Robinson. 

The  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  was  constituted  as  follows  :    Mrs. 

F.  A.  Hall,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Fisk,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach  and  Mrs. 
J.  I.  Boswell. 

The  Corresponding  Secretar}',  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  was  called  and  warmly 
greeted,  the  convention  rising  as  she  took  her  place  on  the  platform.  Her 
report  was  an  able  presentation  of  the  condition  of  the  organization  and 
its  varied  interests.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Potter,  this  report  was  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Fisk  that  the  President  of  the  Society  be  in- 
structed to  convey  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  sympathj'  of 
this  Society  in  his  affliction.  The  President  asked  that  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Fisk  be  added  to  her  own  in  carrying  out  the  instruction  given.  This 
was  granted. 

The  appointment  of  the  Enrollment  Committee  followed,  consisting  of 
ladies  E.  G.  Studley,  M.  R.  Bissell,  H.  M.  Joy,  A.  M.  Gould,  W.  M.  Ampt 
and  W.  J.  Aldrich. 

After  a  statement  made  by  Mrs.  Ampt  regarding  favors  from  the  rail- 
road, Mrs.  Griffith  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  railroad  officials  who  had 
so  kindly  assisted  our  Railroad  Secretary,  and  to  the  Presbyterian  brother 
who  offered  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  agent  at  the  convention.     Carried. 

On  motion,  the  program  of  exercises  and  order  of  business  was 
adopted  as  printed  and  submitted  to  the  convention. 

On  motion,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  have  in  charge  re- 
ports of  the  convention  to  our  Church  and  secular  papers :  Mrs.  H.  C. 
McCabe,  Chairman  ;  Mrs.  L.  H.  Bunyan,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman.  On  motion, 
the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  were  added  to  this  Com- 
mittee. 

After  some  instructions  by  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould  as  to  subscriptions  for 
daily  papers,  the  doxology  was  sung  and  Rev.  A.  A.  Knappen  pronounced 
the  benediction. 
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ZTbursba^  afternoon. 

The  afternoon  session  convened  at  2  o'clock  with  Mrs.  Davis  in  the 
chair.  The  hymn,  "  Children  of  the  heavenly  King,"  was  sung.  Mrs.  J. 
E.  Gilbert  read  .selections  from  the  Scriptures,  and  jDrayer  was  offered  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Smith  of  the  Deaconess  Home,  Buffalo,  followed  with 
prayer  by  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff  of  Philadelphia.  After  which  the  hymn, 
"Forever  here  my  rest  shall  be,"  was  sung. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  were  cor- 
rected and  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  constituted  as  follows: 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Fisk,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Prentiss,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hyde,  Mrs.  M.  N.  Van 
BenSchoten,  Mrs.  T.  L.  Tomkinsou,  Mrs.  I.  D.  Wiltrout. 

The  convention  was  favored  with  a  beautiful  solo  sung  by  Mrs.  Shedd 
of  Grand  Rapids. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  was  called  for.  Before 
the  report  was  presented,  Mrs.  Davis  spoke  in  a  verj'  appreciative  way  of 
the  arduous  duties  of  the  Treasurer,  and  of  the  time  necessarily  given  to 
this  work  at  the  expense  of  social  and  home  duties  and  often  at  the  risk 
of  health.  She  wished  her  remarks  to  apply  also  to  our  indefatigable 
Secretaries,  Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs.  Aiken.  Mrs.  Fisk  moved  that  the  conven- 
tion show  its  appreciation  of  their  services  by  a  rising  vote.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

Mrs.  Clark  then  read  her  report,  which  exhibited  in  a  full  and  clear 
manner  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society.  On  motion,  the  report  was 
adopted  with  thanksgiving. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  the  Treasurer  was  granted  permission  to 
incorporate  in  her  report  before  publication,  anj'  receipts  legitimately  be- 
longing to  the  year. 

Mrs.  Roach  stated  that  the  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  had  been  listened  to  with  great  interest,  and  she  moved  that 
the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a  summary  report  of  the 
Treasurer  be  published  in  pamphlet  form  for  the  use  of  auxiliaries,  since 
it  is  so  late  in  the  year  before  the  Annual  Report  is  published.  The  mo- 
tion was  carried. 

Rev.  W.  I.  Cogshall,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Grand  Rapids  District,  was 
introduced  and  expressed  his  pleasure  at  meeting  the  ladies  and  his  re- 
grets at  not  being  present  at  the  morning  session. 

Mrs.  I.  D.  Jones  urged  that  more  importance  be  attached  to  Thank- 
offering  day,  and  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  the  General  Fund  that  the 
treasury  may  be  equal  to  the  demands  made  upon  it.  She  submitted  the 
following  resolutions  which,  on  motion,  were  considered  by  items: 

Resolved,  i.  That  the  last  Friday  in  April  be  the  da}-^  to  report  the 
Thank-offering  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionar}'  Society. 

2.  That  all  auxiliaries,  circles  and  bands  be  requested  to  hold  their  in- 
dividual Thank-offering  day  some  time  previous,  in  order  to  report  to  the 
General  Treasurer  before  the  last  Friday  in  April. 
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3.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  programs,  envelopes, 
etc.,  to  be  used  in  the  auxiliary  meeting,  and  also  to  devise  methods  to 
create  general  enthusiasm  for  this  day. 

4.  That  the  proceeds  shall  be  given  to  the  General  Fund  in  so  far  as 
practicable. 

The  first  item  brought  out  a  spirited  discussion.  Many  ladies  thought 
that  the  day  recommended  did  not  indicate  the  fixed  time  for  making  the 
Thank-offering,  but  only  the  day  for  reporting  the  offering.  It  was  quite 
apparent  from  the  discussion  that  some  of  the  ladies  preferred  to  have 
this  day  observed  in  the  Fall.  Many  good  reasons  for  this  as  well  as  ob- 
jections Avere  given.  It  seemed  to  be  the  general  feeling  that  no  special 
day  could  be  determined  upon  which  could  be  uniformly  observed  by  all 
auxiliaries. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed  from  different  parts  of  the 
countr}'  to  take  this  matter  into  consideration,  consisting  of  ladies  M.  C. 
Hickman,  J.  I.  Boswell,  T.  J.  Everett,  I.  Spurlock,  J.  P.Negus,  M.  N.  Van 
BenSchoten,  J.  A.  Richardson,  E.  E.  Buvinger.  Mrs.  I.  D.  Jones,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mrs.  Clark,  was  added  to  this  Committee. 

The  remaining  items  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Hickman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Committee  be  requested  to  recommend  a  par- 
ticular day  to  be  observed  by  all  our  societies  as  Thank-offering  day. 

Mrs.  Ampt  made  a  special  request  that  all  railroad  certificates  be 
handed  in  by  9  o'clock  Friday  morning,  as  the  agent  could  not  be  at 
the  church  after  that  time. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Aldrich  made  some  announcements,  and  read  the  names  of 
the  delegates  so  far  as  obtained. 

Mrs.  Davis  called  special  attention  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  to  be  held  in  the  evening,  to  which  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries, delegates  and  visitors  were  invited. 

"When  I  survey  the  wondrous  cross"  was  sung,  Mrs.  Davis  offered 
a  brief  pra3'er,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 


The  session  was  opened  with  devotional  exercises  conducted  by  Mrs. 
T.  L,.  Tomkinson,  who  read  the  Scripture  lesson,  after  which  prayer  was 
offered  by  Mrs.  H.  D.  Ferguson. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Herron,  were  cor- 
rected and  adopted. 

The  Editor,  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  submitted  the  report  on  Woman's 
Home  Missiofis.  She  said,  two  facts  are  pressed  upon  our  thoughtful  at- 
tention. One  is  that  it  is  a  reading  age,  another  that  this  is  pre-eminently 
a  missionary  age.  To  be  a  reader  of  missionary  literature  at  this  time  is 
to  know  the  character  and  condition  of  the  whole  world.  Our  paper  is  a 
part  of  this  wealth  of  knowledge  and  inspiration.     She  urged  that  Con- 
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ference  Secretaries  do  their  utmost  to  promote  its  interests.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Supplies  was  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  as 
Mrs.  May  Leonard  Wells,  the  Secretary,  had  been  compelled  to  withdraw 
from  active  association  with  the  Bureau,  and  was  detained  at  home  by  the 
serious  illness  of  her  mother.  The  report  recommended  that  supplies  be 
sent  only  to  duly  accredited  parties  and  through  the  recognized  channels, 
and  that  a  Secretar}'  of  Supplies  be  appointed  in  each  Conference  organi- 
zation.    On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  a  committee  consisting  of  Conference  Corre- 
sponding Secretaries  and  Conference  Secretaries  of  Supplies  be  appointed, 
that  resolutions  may  be  formulated  for  the  control  of  the  supplies  work 
and  presented  for  the  adoption  of  this  body.     Carried. 

This  Committee  was  constituted  as  follows  :  Mrs.  L.  E.  Prentiss,  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Griffith  and  Miss  A.  Cummings. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Boswell,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mrs.  Wells, 
the  retiring  Secretarj'  of  Supplies,  for  her  very  efficient  services,  and  the 
sympath)'  of  the  body  was  extended  to  her  in  her  affliction. 

A  verse  of  "  Rock  of  Ages  "  was  sung,  followed  by  the  report  of  the 
Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian),  read  by  Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson. 
The  work  is  divided  between  the  Apaches  and  Navajoes,  and  is  in  a  most 
prosperous  condition.     On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

It  was  further  stated  by  Mrs.  Simpson  that  the  Navajoe  Evangel,  a 
paper  published  in  the  interest  of  the  work,  may  be  obtained  from  Rev. 
H.  R.  Antes,  Florence,  Colo. 

Mrs.  Anna  Kent  presented  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona  (Spanish).  This  report  represented  foreign  work  on  Ameri- 
can soil,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  school  at  Albuquerque  will  be 
established  by  next  year. 

Mrs.  Annie  Norton,  niissionar}-  at  Albuquerque,  was  introduced  and 
spoke  of  the  progress  of  the  work  in  New  Mexico.  She  had  been  at 
Albuquerque  for  five  years,  and  regretted  that  lack  of  funds  has  delayed 
the  building  of  the  Home. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Mormons,  full  of  inspiration  and  en- 
couragement, was  presented  by  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Gofif,  Secretar}-.  No  new 
work  had  been  undertaken  in  Utah  during  the  year,  though  there  was 
never  a  time  when  greater  opportunities  were  presented.  The  demand  is 
for  more  direct  missionary  work  and  to  this  end  greater  appropriations 
are  needed.     On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  moved  that  a  committee  of  five,  of  which  Mrs.  Goff 
shall  be  Chairman,  be  appointed  for  the  revision  of  the  work  in  Utah,  and 
its  adaptation  to  meet  the  changed  conditions  of  this  mission  field.  Mrs. 
Gofif,  Mrs.  Hickman,  Mrs.  Negus,  Mrs.  Van  Anda  and  Mrs.  Arter  were  con- 
stituted such  a  Committee. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians,  in  presenting 
her  report,  said  that  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  last  year. 
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no  new  work  has  been  uiidertakeu,  but  the  work  already  established  has 
been  strengthened.     On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  a  moment  was  given  to  silent  prayer, 
after  which  a  verse  of  "  Sweet  hour  of  prayer  "  was  sung. 

Rev.  Dr.  Green,  Pastor  of  Second  St.  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
was  introduced,  and  expressed  the  belief  that  the  Society  is  working  in 
harmony  with  divine  instruction,  "  beginning  at  Jerusalem,"  for  Avhoso- 
ever  begins  in  America  holds  the  key  of  the  world,  and  whosoever  will 
strengthen  the  lines  at  home  will  reach  the  more  remote  points. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Hollister,  it  was  directed  that  a  telegram  convey- 
ing greetings  to  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  now  in  session 
in  Denver,  be  forwarded  by  Mrs.  Fisk;  also  that  Mrs.  W.  F.  McDowell  of 
Denver  be  made  fraternal  delegate  from  the  Society. 

Mrs.  Hickman  moved  that  a  delegate  be  appointed  to  the  Non-parti- 
san Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  soon  to  be  convened  in  Cleve- 
land, O.     The  motion  prevailed  and  Mrs.  Hickman  was  elected  delegate. 

Mrs,  Roach  moved  that  greetings  be  sent  to  our  elder  sister,  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  now  in  session  at  Springfield, 
Mass.  Carried.  Mrs.  Davis  and  Mrs.  Fisk  were  appointed  to  convey 
such   greetings. 

Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  made  the  following  report  concerning  action 
by  the   General  Conference  : 

"  On  the  loth  of  May,  at  Omaha,  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Conference,  Dr.  J.  M.  King  presented  certain  resolutions  in  regard  to  the 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  which  had  been  introduced  into  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  National  Government  and  in  both 
Houses  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee.  The  Amendment  is  as  follows  : 

"  That  no  State  shall  pass  any  law  respecting  the  establishment  of 
religion  or  prohibit  the  free  exercise,  or  use  its  propert}-  or  credit,  or  an}- 
money  raised  by  taxation  or  authorized  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  or  aiding  by  appropriation,  payment  for  services,  expenses, 
or  otherwise,  any  church,  religious  denomination,  or  religious  society,  or 
any  institution,  society,  or  undertaking,  which  is  wholly  or  in  part  under 
sectarian  or  ecclesiastical  control. 

"  It  was  stated  that  twentj'-one  States  alreadj-  contained  pro\-isious 
similar  to  the  above.  To  make  this  national,  to  set  the  question  at  rest, 
the  object  of  the  action  asked  is  in  the  interest  of  the  common  schools 
of  our  cpuntry  and  the  separation  of  Church  and  State.  The  General 
Conference  was  asked  to  pass  the  following  : 

"  Resolved,  That  this  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  appeal  to  the  Fift^'-secoud  Congress  to  pass  and  submit  to  the 
.several  States  for  their  action  the  proposed  form  of  the  i6th  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the   United  States  as  a  peaceful  measure  of  safety. 

"  The  motion  was  carried  unanimously.  %vith  the  suggestion  that  the 
delegates  use  all  their  influence  in  their  respective  States  to  secure  its 
approval.  In  the  discussion  it  was  said  that  the  action  proposed  "is  far 
reaching  and  important  beyond  anything  that  would  be  done  by  General 
Conference  that  does  not  directly  and  sensibly  relate  to  the  Church  to 
which  we  belong. 
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"  Supplementary  to  this,  the  following  was  unanimously  passed : 

"Whereas,  The  appropriation  of  public  funds  for  sectarian  purposes 
by  the  National  Government  is  not  only  wrong  in  principle,  but  a  viola- 
tion of  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  this  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  requests  the  Missionar\-  Societies  working  under  its  sanction  or 
control  to  decline  to  either  make  application  to  or  receive  from  the  Na- 
tional  Government  any  money  for  educational  work  among  the  Indians. 

"  In  the  discussion  of  this  resolution,  the  fact  was  brought  out  that  the 
only  moneys  appropriated  by  the  National  Government  to  our  Church 
have  been  received  by  the  Womaa's  Home  Missionary  Society  for  contract 
schools  among  the  Indians.  The  fact  was  emphasized  that  this  money 
had  been  received  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Church,  that  it  was  the 
act  of  a  subordinate  body  without  consultation  with  the  Church  officially." 

Mrs.  Fisk  then  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted 
b}^  a  rising  vote : 

Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ}' of  the  Method-  . 
ist   Episcopal    Church  cordially  approve  of  this  action,  not  only  because 
of  its  loyalt}-  to  the  highest  legislative  and  judicial  bodv  of  the  Church, 
but  because  of  its  belief  in  the  American  principle  of  the  absolute  sepa- 
ration of  Church  and  State. 

Greetings  w'ere  received  from  the  Springfield  District  Association  of 
the  Cincinnati  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  now  in 
session  at  New  Carli.sle,  O.  Mrs.  Aiken  and  Mrs.  Griffith  were  appointed 
to  respond  to  these  greetings. 

Mrs.  Aldrich  moved  a  suspension  of  the  regular  order  of  business 
for  the  reception  of  fraternal  delegates  to-morrow  morning  at  ten  o'clock. 
Carried. 

Announcements  were  made,  the  hymn,  "How  sweet  the  name  of 
Jesus  sounds,"  was  sung,  after  which  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Knappen,  and  the  session  adjourned. 


Ifriba^  afternoon. 

Friday  afternoon  session  convened  with  Mrs.  Davis  in  the  chair.  The 
hymn,  "Jesus,  the  very  thought  of  thee,"  was  sung.  Mrs.  Hazlett  read 
the  Scripture  lesson  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Van  Vradenburg,  after 
w^hich  two  verses  of  "  More  love  to  thee.  Oh  Christ,"  were  sung. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Ferguson,  were 
corrected  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Springer  requested  the  convention  to  interpret  number  8  of  By- 
laws for  Conference  Societies.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  a  Committee 
of  five  was  appointed  on  By-laws,  viz. :  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Potter,  Mrs. 
Aiken,  Mrs.  Williams  and  Mrs.  Hollister. 

Dr.  J.  I.  Buell,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Ionia  District,   was  then   intro- 
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duced  and  gave  cordial  greetings  to  the  Society  and  wished  it  God-speed 
iu  its  work. 

Reports  from  Conferences  were  read  as  follows  :  W^-oniing,  by  Mrs. 
S.  O.  Robins ;  Wilmington,  by  Mrs.  M.  H.  Jones ;  West  Wisconsin,  b)- 
Mrs.  M.  Benson  ;  Upper  Iowa,  by  Mrs.  M.  Alspaiigh ;  Troy,  by  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Simpson,  and  South-east  Indiana,  by  Mrs.  C.  S.  Chafee.  These  reports, 
full  of  interest,  were  adopted. 

Two  stanzas  of  the  hymn,  "  Work  for  the  night  is  coming,"  were  sung. 
On  motion,  the  time  was  extended  and  Mrs.  Springer  was  requested  to 
present  the  report  of  the  Little  Rock  Conference,  which  showed  that  new 
auxiliaries  have  been  organized  and  new  members  added  to  the  Society. 
One  verse  of  "  Crown  him  Lord  of  all  "  was  svmg  and  the  report  of  the 
Bureau  for  the  West  Southern  States  was  presented  by  Mrs.  M.  B.  Hagans, 
Secretary.  This  report  reviewed  the  work  of  the  Homes  and  Mission  at 
New  Orleans,  Holly  Springs  and  Little  Rock,  and  showed  them  to  be  in  a 
most  hopeful  condition.  The  time  was  extended  iu  order  to  hear  the 
whole  of  this  able  report,  after  which  one  verse  of  "  One  more  day's  work 
for  Jesus"  was  siiug. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  the  colored  delegates  from  the  South  were 
invited  to  sing  at  the  evening  service. 

Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ritter  Industrial 
Home  and  School  for  white  girls  at  Athens,  Tenn.,  submitted  a  report 
which  set  forth  the  work  of  this  Home.  Mrs.  Chapman,  Superintendent  of 
the  Home,  was  introduced,  and  said  she  could  talk  all  day  and  night  and 
the  next  day  and  not  begin  to  tell  the  needs  of  this  Home. 

The  report  of  the  Industrial  Home  at  Morristown,  Tenn.,  was  given 
by  Mrs.  Anna  Keut,  Chairman.  After  patient  waiting  and  earnest  work 
by  the  friends  of  this  enterprise,  the  Home  is  now  ready  for  those  who 
have  been  desiring  its  opportunities.  At  Mrs.  Kent's  request,  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Fisk  spoke  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  Miss  Snider,  the  missionary, 
and  gave  an  account  of  the  recent  dedicatory  exercises,  participated  in 
by  Bishop  C.  D.  Foss  and  the  preachers  of  the  East  Tennessee,  and  the 
Holston  Conferences.  On  motion,  these  reports  from  Bureaus  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Mrs.  Cora  Provine,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  a  colored  delegate,  then  read 
an  interesting  paper  on  "  Our  peculiar  advantages."  She  said  a  large 
majority  of  the  colored  people  have  made  rapid  progress  in  literary  cul- 
tiire,  biit  a  great  number  are  still  slaves  to  ignorance  and  superstition. 

A  telegram  bearing  Christian  greetings  was  received  from  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  session  at 
Springfield,  Mass. 

Aunoiincements  for  the  evening  session  were  made,  and  it  was  voted 
to  adjourn.  "  Rescue  the  perishing"  was  sung,  and  the  benediction  was 
pronounced  by  Rev.  Mr.  Knappen. 


2o  woman's  home  missionary  society. 
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The  session  opened  with  devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Will- 
iams, who  read  the  Scripture  lesson.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Collins 
of  Nebraska.     The  hymn,  "  Oh,  it  is  hard,  etc.,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams  presided  and  stated  that  this  meeting  was  called 
for  the  discussion  of  special  features  of  the  work.  She  invited  Mrs.  Rust 
to  submit  some  questions  which  had  been  received  from  the  Conference 
Secretaries  for  consideration. 

The  first  question  was,  "  how  shall  we  support  the  Training  School  at 
Washington  ?  "  After  some  discussion,  three  plans  were  suggested  :  First, 
that  the  young  people  should  organize  into  circles  and  bands  to  raise  a 
special  fund  for  this  purpose;  second,  that  auxiliaries  should  make  ap- 
propriations for  its  support ;  third,  that  the  funds  from  mite  boxes  should 
be  appropriated  to  this  object. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  matter,  con- 
sisting of  Mrs.  Gammon,  Mrs.  Roach,  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Crawford,  Mrs. 
Negus,  Mrs.  Pierce,  Miss  Cook,  Mrs.  Maynard,  Miss  Dill  and  Mrs.  Toni- 
kinson.     This  Committee  was  instructed  to  report  on  next  Tuesday. 

In  response  to  a  question,  Mrs.  Rust  stated  that  the  sum  of  f  loo 
would  support  a  student  in  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Home  for  one  year. 

Professor  James  Padden  favored  the  audience  with  a  violin  solo,  and 
Mrs.  Bryant  sving  a  solo,  "  Oh  rest  in  the  Lord,"  both  of  which  were 
highh^  appreciated. 

The  second  question,  "  is  it  desirable  to  make  the  salaries  of  mission- 
aries the  object  of  a  special  fund  ?  "  was  discussed  most  iinanimously  in 
the  affirmative,  Jirst,  because  it  would  greatly  relieve  the  general  treas- 
ury, and  secondly,  it  would  create  great  interest  in  auxiliaries  to  have 
some  special  object  for  which  to  work. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  encourage  auxiliaries  to  stipport  missionaries  a? 
special  work. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  formulate  resolutions  for  the  control 
of  supplies  was  read  by  Mrs.  Griffith,  Chairman.  After  a  spirited  discus- 
sion as  to  whether  auxiliaries  should  communicate  with  the  Conference 
Secretaries  of  Supplies  or  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  the  report 
was,  on  motion,  re-committed. 

The  delegates  from  the  South  then  sung  "  If  ever  I  get  in  the  Heaven's 
door,"  and  Mrs.  Provine  sung  two  solos,  "  Steal  away  home  to  Jesus,"  and 
"Swing  low,  sweet  chariot."  The  audience  joined  in  the  chorus  of  the 
latter. 

After  the  benediction  by  Dr.  Buell,  the  session  adjourned. 
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Saturba^  (TDorning, 

Saturday  morning  the  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  E. 
Ocumpaugh.  At  9:30,  Mrs.  Davis,  the  President,  called  the  business  ses- 
sion to  order  after  offering  an  earnest  petition  to  the  throne  of  grace. 
The  minutes  of  Fridaj'  afternoon  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Dwight,  were  cor- 
rected and  adopted.  The  minutes  of  Friday  evening,  presented  by  Mrs. 
Herron,  were  corrected  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Springer  offered  the  following  resolution  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote  : 

Resolved,  That  we  can  but  mourn  our  heavy  bereavement  in  the  death 
of  that  beautiful  woman,  our  faithful  co-laborer  for  so  many  years,  Mrs. 
Mary  B.  Spencer ;  and  while  we  tender  our  profound  sympathy  to  the 
kindred  so  deeply  bereft,  we  must  ever  rejoice  in  the  spotless  life;  and 
cherished  memories  of  this  sister  beloved  must  abide  with  us  who  knew 
lier  so  well  and  loved  her  so  fondly  for  her  very  work's  sake. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams,  it  was  resolved  that  the  names  of 
the  regularly  and  constantly  employed  city  missionaries  be  published  in 
our  Annual  Report. 

Reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  then  called 
for.  Mrs.  Aiken  read  the  report  from  the  Southern  California  Conference, 
-which  exhibited  so  decided  an  advance  in  missionary  work  as  to  call  forth 
formal  action  instructing  the  Recording  Secretary  to  send  congratulations 
and  greetings  from  the  convention. 

Mrs.  Goff  spoke  in  glowing  terms  of  the  grand  work  accomplished 
"by  the  ladies  of  Southern  California,  which  she  considered  a  foreign  mis- 
sion field  within  our  own  land. 

Mrs.  Marcy,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  reported  for  the  Rock  River 
Conference,  and  Mrs.  Thomas  May  Pierce,  delegate,  for  Philadelphia 
Conference.  The  absent  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Bickley,  sent  a 
letter  of  greeting  from  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ}'  of  the 
Philadelphia  Conference  in  session,  requesting  that  a  copy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  convention  be  sent  to  the  Public  Ledger  of  Phila- 
delphia for  publication.  On  motion,  this  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Press. 

Mrs.  Prentiss,  Corresponding  Secretary,  reported  for  Holston  Confer- 
ence, after  which  Mrs.  Fisk  bore  testimony  to  the  energetic  prosecution 
of  the  work  on  the  part  of  Mrs  Prentiss,  which  had  won  for  her  the  com- 
mendation that  she  is  a  whole  missionary  societ}-  in  herself. 

Mrs.  Springer  paid  a  deser\-ed  tribute  to  Mrs.  Chapman,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Ritter  Home,  located  within  the  boundaries  of  Holston  Con- 
ference. 

Mrs.  Richardson  led  in  singing  "  In  some  way  or  other  the  Lord  will 
provide." 

Mrs.  Schoyer  presented  the  report  for  Pittsburg  Conference,  and  Mrs. 
Sutherland  for  North-west  Kansas. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  receiving  fraternal  delegates,  Mrs.  R.  S. 
Goodman   representing  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  introduced.      She 
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spoke  of  the  work  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  North  are  doing 
among  the  IntHans,  Alaskans,  Mormons,  New  Mexicans,  the  people  of 
Arizona  and  of  other  south-western  sections.  She  rejoiced  in  what  is 
being  done  in  the  needy  portions  of  our  land  by  the  sister  Churches  and 
urged  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  to  renewed  effort.  She 
told  the  story  of  one  who  weirt  up  into  the  tow-er  of  St.  Nicholas  Church 
in  old  Amsterdam  to  watch  the  playing  of  the  marvelous  chimes,  but  was 
prevented  from  hearing  the  music  by  the  nearness  of  the  bells,  the  noise 
of  the  keys  when  struck  by  the  wooden  gloves  of  the  player,  and  the 
clatter  of  the  wires,  thoitgh  the  sweet  sounds  floated  throughout  the 
city  and  away  over  the  sea,  and  many  rejoiced  at  the  exquisite  tones. 
Mrs.  Goodman  wondered  if  it  were  not  so  with  the  burdened  sisters  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  who  sit  among  the  complicated  machinery 
and  watch  its  workings  with  anxious  hearts.  The  very  nearness  of  the 
work  makes  them  fail  to  realize  the  melody  of  the  sw-eet  chords  which  are 
floating  far  over  the  land  and  reaching  dull  ears  and  sad  hearts,  and  waking 
happy  thoughts  of  life  and  of  heaven  to  come.  In  closing,  she  extended 
to  the  convention  Lord  Tennyson's  welcome  to  Alexandria,  the  beautiful 
Danish  Princess,  with  the  assurance  that  the  name  of  "  Christian  "  will 
unite  all  denominations  to-day  as  they  hope  to  be  united  in  heaven. 

Mrs.  Judge  Whitney  of  the  Congregationalist  Church,  and  Mrs.  Ren- 
wick  of  the  Baptist  Church,  were  presented  to  the  convention  and  in 
fitting  words  gave  greetings  from  these  sister  denominations. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Davis,  stated  that  she  was  born  a  Presbyterian, 
and  at  the  early  age  of  fourteen  became  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
in  whose  fellowship  she  remained  until  her  marriage,  when  she  joined 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  She  exulted  in  the  thought  that  there 
was  never  less  of  sect  distinction  than  at  this  time,  and  that  hands  and 
hearts  are  more  closely  linked  in  work  and  fellowship  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright  in  responding  to  these  fraternal  greetings  referred 
to  the  bond  of  love  which  unites  Christian  hearts  and  directed  thought 
to  him  who  has  formed  this  bond  of  union,  quoting  the  divine  words,  "  I 
am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches,"  etc.  She  spoke  of  God's  purposes  in 
exalting  women,  and  assured  the  sisters  of  prayerful  remembrance, 
reminding  them  that  the  distance  which  separates  Christian  workers  is 
short  when  the  road  runs  past  the  mercy  seat. 

The  convention  then  joined  in  singing,  "  There  is  a  place  where 
spirits  blend." 

A  vocal  duet,  "  A  song  to  our  country,"  by  Miss  Carrie  Gould  and  her 
father,  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould,  was  given  with  fine  effect,  and  elicited  the  hearty 
applause  of  the  convention.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  they  were  invited 
to  repeat  this  duet  on  Sunday  evening  at  the  anniversary  of  the   Society. 

Mrs.  Jones,  CorrespondingSecretary,  pre.sented  the  report  of  Cincin- 
nati Conference,  showing  an  increase  of  receipts  in  the  treasury  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.    On  motion,  all  of  these  reports  of  Conferences  were  adopted. 

The  President  introduced  the  Rev.  I.  N.  Dalby,  Superintendent  of  the 
Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Ho.me,  who  expressed  himself  as  being  glad 
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to  hear  the  reports  just  presented,  glad  to  see  the  women  engaged  iu  the 
onward  movemenfof  our  Church,  and  glad  to  know  that  they  are  reaching 
out  a  helping  hand  to  uplift  the  masses. 

Mrs.  Davis  presented  Mrs.  Dalby,  the  efficient  associate  worker  in  the 
Memorial  Home,  who  in  a  few  well  chosen  v/ords  indicated  her  enjoy- 
ment of  .this  special  work  iii  Washington. 

The  report  of  the  Publisher  of  Woman's  Home  Missions,  in  the 
absence  of  Miss  Evans,  was  read  by  Mrs.  McCabe,  and  presented  the  grat- 
ifying fact  that  the  circulation  amounted  to  15,530  and  that  all  bills  had 
been  met,  leaving  a  cash  balance  of  $264.75.  The  report  recommended  the 
formation  of  some  plan  for  systematic  canvassing  whereby  the  subscrip- 
tions would  be  increased  to  20,000. 

Mrs.  Griffith's  suggestion  that  pledges  be  made  for  W^oiiian's  Hoine 
Missions  was  adopted  with  enthusiasm  in  action,  as  the  following

Nebraska,  20  by  Mrs.  Collins  ;  West  Nebraska,  30  by  Mrs.  Collins  ;  Erie, 
50  by  Miss  Ctimmings.     Total  number  pledged,  3,243. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Southern  States  was  read  by  the 
Recording  Secretar}',  iu  the  absence  of  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Bureau,  who  sent  greetings,  with  the  assurance  that  although 
unable  to  be  present,  she  w^as  with  the  ladies  in  love  and  faithful  work  for 
the  Society.  The  report  showed  that  success  had  marked  the  progress  of 
the  work  in  this  Bureau.     On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Texas  was  verbally  presented  by  its  Sec- 
retary, Mrs.  Albright,  showing  satisfactory  progress  made  in  all  depart- 
ments of  study  in  King  Industrial  Home,  and  that  every  girl  within  the 
Home  had  become  a  professing  Christian.     This  report  was  adopted. 

The  noon  tide  of  prayer  was  observed  as  heads  bowed  in  silent  peti- 
tion to  the  throne  of  grace,  and  terminated  with  the  blending  of  voices 
in  the  melody  of  that  ever  precious  song,  "  I  need  thee  every  hour." 
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Miscellaneous  business  being  called  for,  Mrs.  Hickman,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Thank-offering  Day,  submitted  a  'report,  which,  on 
motion,  was  considered  item  bj-  item.  The  first  resolution  was  adopted 
as  follows  : 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  recommend  so  far  as  possible  that  the  Thurs- 
day before  Thanksgiving  be  observed  as  Thank-offering  da}-  by.  all  our 
Societies. 

The  second  resolution,  that  we  request  the  General  Executive  Board 
to  make  an}'  arrangements  they  may  think  best  for  the  proper  observance 
of  the  day,  was  amended  as  follows  : 

2.  That  we  request  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  three  to 
make  any  arrangements  that  they  may  think  best  for  the  proper  observ- 
ance of  the  day. 

Mesdames  Albright,  McCabe  and  Williams,  of  Delaware,  O.,  were  ap- 
pointed said  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  the  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  was 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  Mrs.  Springer  and  Mrs.  Roberts,  representing 
the  northwestern  and  western  sections  of  the  country. 

Mrs.  Herron  stated  that  she  was  obliged  to  return  to  her  home  on 
Monday  and  tendered  her  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  resignation  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion,  Mrs. 
Williams  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mrs.  Jones  also  resigned  for  the 
same  purpose,  and,  on  motion,  Mrs.  Goff  was  elected  in  her  place. 

The  President  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Dr.  Carey  and 
Mrs.  James  Dale,  of  Cincinnati,  would  receive  subscriptions  to  Wonian''s 
Home  Missions,  and  offer  for  sale  copies  of  the  second  edition  of  '"  The 
Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memoir." 

Mrs.  Aldrich  read  the  appointments  for  Sunday  services,  and  the 
meeting  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  at  9  o'clock. 


.The  anniversary  of  the  Society  was  held  in  Division  Street  Church, 
Mrs.  McCabe  presiding.  The  hymn,  "  My  country  'tis  of  thee,"  was  sung 
and  prayer  was  offered  by  the  pastor.  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould.  The  anthem, 
"Nearer  my  God  to  thee,"  was  finely  rendered  by  the  quartette  choir. 
The  Pastor  read  a  Scripture  lesson,  and  the  hymn,  "Just  as  lam"  was 
sung  by  the  choir  and  large  audience  assembled. 

Mrs.  Davis,  the  President  of  the  Society,  presented  a  resume  of  the 
work  of  the  Society  in  its  varied  departments  during  the  twelve  years  of 
its  existence.  Continuing,  she  said :  Ours  is  a  grateful  and  congenial 
work — the  making  of  the  home,  that  nursery  of  patriotism,  that  sweetest 
spot  that  if  broken  into  fragments  leaves  all  else  in  desolation.  We  exult 
in  the  thought  that  God  in  his  pity  and  love  created  this  land  that  it  might 
be  a  haven  for  the  homeless  ones  throughout  the  earth.     Hut  if  we  would 
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perpetuate  the  designs  of  the  Creator  we  must  guard  the  hearth-stone. 
We  must  have  God-fearing  fathers,  and  saintly  mothers,  and  obedient 
children.     Our  Society  is  trying  to  do  its  share  in  this  direction. 

She  spoke  of  the  widening  future  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  ultimate 
of  all  missionary  effort— that  new  human  it}-  when  the  words  of  our  Lord 
that  "  ye  are  all  brethren"  shall  be  a  living  fact.  She  referred  to  the 
great  forces  of  society,  commercial,  humanitarian,  philanthropic,  that 
are  being  used  by  providence  to  uplift  and  benefit  humanity,  and  said,  if 
in  the  fullness  of  time  this  vast  host  of  disciplined  forces  should  be 
united  under  one  common  head  and  be  massed  upon  the  citadels  of  un- 
belief and  sin,  how  soon  would  those  strongholds  be  captured  and  de- 
stroyed. In  closing,  she  amplified  the  thought  that  the  magnificent  privi- 
lege of  life  is  to  take  hold  upon  God's  plan  for  the  benefit  of  the  world 
and  help  to  work  it  out. 

The  quartette  effectively  sung  "  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord." 

Mrs.  Jane  Bancroft  Robinson  made  an  eloquent  address.  She  said 
she  was  glad  that  this  anniversary  comes  at  the  time  of  the  anniversary  of 
our  countr3\  After  four  hundred  years  of  existence  we  find  ourselves  one 
of  the  most  prosperous  and  advanced  nations  on  the  globe.  How  do  we 
connect  the  affairs  of  the  nation  with  the  affairs  of  this  Society  ?  This 
Society  represents  the  American  Christian  women,  and  none  can  be  more 
interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation  than  the  wives  and  daughters. 

Our  land  is  beset  by  dangers  that  no  other  land  ever  had  to  contend 
with.  There  is  the  South  with  its  7,500,000  colored  persons  to  be  chris- 
tianized. There  is  the  West  with  250,000  Indians,  who  will  soon  be  given 
the  power  to  vote.  Then  there  are  New  Mexico  and  Utah,  where  the  reign 
of  superstition  is  not  ended. 

In  San  Francisco  I  have  heard  Chinese  and  Japanese  girls  tell  the 
dreadful  stories  of  their  degradation.  In  the  eastern  seaport  towns  we 
can  hear  the  advancing  tread  of  a  great  invasion  that  is  bringing  foreign 
ideas  and  principles.  We  must  make  the  immigrants  good  Americans, 
and  the  best  way  to  do  it  is  by  giving  them  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Those 
of  us  who  have  crossed  the  water  have  been  touched  by  the  pathetic  faces 
of  girls  on  board  the  incoming  ships.  Think  of  them  drifting  out  on  the 
streets,  lost  to  honor  and  purit)-,  having  fallen  into  the  clutches  of  im- 
moral men  and  women.  Surely  it  is  woman's  work  to  meet  them  kindlj^ 
and  if  necessary  to  offer  them  the  shelter  of  homes. 

It  is  the  spirit  we  have  in  us  that  makes  us  valuable  in  this  work. 
What  we  want  more  of  is  love  for  God,  and  through  him  love  for  his 
children.  The  time  is  coming  when  man  will  be  to  man  even  as  Christ 
was — brother  to  brother. 

Mrs.  McCabe  in  a  few  well  chosen  words  commended  the  l{^oma>/'s 
Home  Missions,  and  the  exercises  were  concluded  with  a  vocal  duet,  "  A 
song  to  our  country,  the  pride  of  the  world,"  by  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould  and 
Miss  Carrie  Gould,  and  the  benediction  pronounced  by  the  Pastor. 
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Monday  morning  a  delightful  devotional  service  was  conducted  by 
Mrs.  Van  BenSclioten.     Mrs.  Davis  occupied  the  chair. 

The  minutes,  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  were  corrected  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Ampt,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mite  Boxes,  said  she  was 
happy  to  report  that  the  mite  box  had  grown  in  favor.  Conferences  have 
learned  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  gather  funds  for  Christian  work. 

By  request  of  Mrs.  Ampt,  Mrs.  Dwight,  whom  she  called  the  mother 
of  mite  boxes,  was  invited  to  give  an  account  of  her  success  in  this  work. 
Mrs.  Dwight  said,  we  came  to  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year  with  a  debt 
of  |8,ooo  on  our  Immigrants'  Home.  We  asked  the  General  Board  of 
Managers  to  give  us  $2,000,  provided  we  would  raise  |6,ooo  this  year.  We 
went  home  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  raise  this  money.  INIrs.  Rust 
visited  our  Conference  in  the  Summer  and  suggested  the  bee-hive  mite 
box.  This  was  adopted  and  1,060  were  distributed  among  our  auxiliaries 
with  the  understanding  that  ekch  lad)'  must  have  one  dollar  in  her  hive 
or  she  would  be  called  a  drone.  Our  ladies  went  to  work  with  a  will. 
Sonie  w'orked  button  holes,  washed  table  linen  from  socials,  made  candy, 
and  solicited  from  friends.  Swarmings  were  held  and  collections  taken. 
The  hives  alone  brought  $2,184.87.  Without  the  interest  created  by 
them,  we  all  agree  that  we  could  never  have  raised  our  $6,000. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  Ampt's  report  was  adopted  and  she  was  permitted 
to  make  any  additions  to  her  report  handed  in  b}'  the  Conference  Sec- 
retaries. 

Reports  were  heard  from  the  following  Conferences,  read  by  their 
Corresponding  Secretaries:  North  Ohio,  by  Mrs.  N.  S.Albright;  New 
Hampshire,  by  Mrs.  J.  T.  Pike,  in  the  absence  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary ;  North  Indiana,  bj'  Miss  Mary  L.  Stabler ;  New  York  East,  by  Mrs. 
J.  Q.  Maynard;  New  England  Soiithern,  by  Mrs.  Brown,  showing  an  in- 
crease of  interest  in  all  departments  of  work.  These  reports  were 
adopted,  and  "  I  love  to  tell  the  story  "  was  sung. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Gilbert,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  the  East  Central  States, 
made  a  detailed  report  showing  the  Bureau  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 
On  niotion,  the  report  was'adopted. 

The  regular  order  was  suspended  for  the  introduction  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Kane  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  said  he  had  no 
words  adequate  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  work  and  influence  of 
this  Societ3^  He  had  always  held  it  in  high  esteem  and  more  than  ever 
since  the  visit  of  Mrs.  Hagans  and  other  ladies  to  his  church  yesterday, 
and  would  have  an  auxiliary  now  in  his  church. 

Mrs.  Van  Ness  of  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference,  by  invitation  delighted 
the  convention  by  singing  a  beautiful  solo,  "The  Children's  Home,"  a 
fitting  introduction  to  the  report  of  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  given  by 
Mrs.  Spurlock,  the  efficient  Assistant  Superintendent,  whose  heart  is  full 
of  love  for  those  under  her  care.  To  this  report  further  time  was  cheer- 
fulh'  granted.     At  its  close,  questions  were  asked  and  answered. 
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Mrs.  Warner,  of  York,  Neb.,  was  introduced  and  spoke  earnest  words 
for  this  Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  Spurlock's  report  was  adopted.  A  verse  of  "  Sweet 
hour  of  prayer  "  was  sung. 

Reports  of  the  general  organizers  were  called  for.  Mrs.  M.  E. 
Griffith  and  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter  both  gave  records  of  work  accomplished 
which  were  very  gratifying.     "  One  more  day's  work  for  Jesus  "  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Aldrich  presented  the  report  on  Enrollment,  which  was  accepted, 
as  follows  : 

The  enrollment  at  this  Anmial  ^Meeting  exhibits  the  gratifying  fact 
that  delegations  are  in  attendance  from  twenty-three  States,  representing 
forty-nine  Conferences;  the  representative  membership,  comprising 
General  Officers,  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  Corresponding  Secretaries,  and 
Delegates,  numbers  ninety-four.

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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  Mrs.  James 
Mather,  Chairman,  was  read  by  Mrs.  McCabe.  The  report  laid  great  em- 
phasis upon  the  duty  of  giving  the  tenth  to  the  Lord,  and  also  of  free- 
will offerings,  quoting  manj'  Scripture  texts  to  show  that  it  was  the  Bible 
wa}-. 

Mrs.  McCabe  for  Mrs.  Mather  submitted  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  : 

"  Resolved,  That  every  auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  , 
Society  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  a  director  who  shall  have  charge  of 
the  matter  of  awakening  an  interest  in  the  cause  of  Systematic  Benefi- 
cence. The  Director  may  secure  the  reading  of  an  original  or  selected 
article  or  portion  of  Scripture  on  the  subject,  or  the  offering  of  a  prayer 
for  the  success  of  the  cause  at  each  meeting.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of  the 
names  of  those  who  do  or  will  lay  aside  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  their 
income  for  sacred  purposes.  The  number  shall  be  reported  quarterly  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  auxiliary,  who  shall  report  the  same 
to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  latter  shall  report  to 
the  General  Corresponding  Secretar}-." 

Mrs.  McCabe  asked  the  audience  how  many  gave  one-tenth,  and  forty- 
six  responded.  Mrs.  Griffith  wished  that  we  might  not  say  "give  one- 
tenth,"  but  pay  one-tenth. 

Mrs.  Marcy  spoke  of  Thank-offering  day  held  in  Evanston  and  gave 
interesting  incidents  concerning  it. 

A  beautiful  solo,  "  Home,  sweet  home,"  given  on  the  harp,  b}'  Miss 
Hughes,  was  received  with  enthusiasm,  and  "  Annie  Laurie  "  was  given  as 
an  cJicore. 

Mrs.  Williams,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Local  Work,  in  giving  her  re- 
port stated  that  the  organized  city  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  is  largel}'  done  under  the  supervision  of  other  Bureaus,  and  is 
therefore  reported  to  this  Board  by  the  Secretaries  of  these  Bureaus.  The 
work  of  the  visiting  deaconesses,  the  Italian,  the  Bohemian,  and  the 
French  Missions,  and  the  Immigrant  Work  are  all  city  work,  and  ^most  of 
it  is  supported  under  the  direction  of  local  committees,  as  is  the  work  re- 
ported by  this  Bureau.  The  Secretary  made  this  explanation  lest  some- 
one not  acquainted  with  our  missions  should  suppose  that  this  report 
covers  the  entire  field  of  effort  in  our  cities.  She  stated  also  that  a  very 
large  percentage  of  city  work  is  not  so  thoroughly  organized  and  sys- 
tematically carried  on  as  to  be  formally  reported  to  this  Board,  and  yet  it 
is  both  useful  and  profitable. 

Mrs.  Williams  stated  that  there  had  been  some  criticism  on  the 
blanks  for  Local  Work.  She  explained  that  these  were  intended  to  serve- 
as  a  guide.  In  answer  to  questions,  Mrs.  Williams  stated  that  only  regu- 
larl}-  authorized  and  organized  mission  work,  whether  in  cities,  towns,  or 
villages,  could  be  recognized.     The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Griffith  moved  that  a  summary  of  this  report  be  added  to  the 
pamphlet  in  which  the  Corresponding  Secretary's  report  and  summarj-  of 
Treasurer's  report  are  to  be  printed.  An  amendment  was  moved  and  car- 
ried that  a  few  lines  be  added  containing  leading  facts  and  a  short  finan- 
cial report  of  Local  Work. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Candidates,  read  by  Mrs. 
Herrou,  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  asked  that  any  who  had  changes  to  suggest  in  by-laws  be 
requested  to  hand  them  to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws. 

After  singing  and  the  benediction,  the  business  session  closed,  and 
was  followed  bv  a  spiritual  experience  meeting  conducted  by  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Roach. 


nDon^a^  lEvening. 


A  mass  meeting  was  held  at  the  Division  Street  Church,  at  which  Mrs. 
C.  B.  Fisk  presided.  After  some  plantation  melodies  by  the  southern 
delegates,  Mrs.  Annie  Norton,  missionary  from  New  Mexico,  gave  some  in- 
teresting facts  concerning  her  work,  and  Rev.  I.  N.  Dalb}-  spoke  earnestly 
of  the  needs  of  the  Training  School.  The  delegates  then  repaired  to  the 
residetjce  of  Mrs.  A.  M.  Bissell,  who  tendered  a  brilliant  reception  to  the 
delegates  and  friends  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  which 
notwithstanding  the  inclement  weather  was  fully  attended. 


After  devotional  exercises,  Mrs.  Davis  resumed  the  chair. 

The  minutes  read  by  Mrs.  Herron  were  corrected  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Hickman  presented  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  be  requested  to  con- 
sider the  propriet}-  of  reducing  the  size  and  expense  of  our  Annual  Re- 
port and  to  devise  some  way  by  which  its  early  publication  may  be  se- 
cured." 

Mrs.  Davis  spoke  of  the  importance  of  our  Deaconess  Work,  and  in 
complimentary  terms  introduced  Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson,  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau. 

Mrs.  Robinson  called  for  representatives  of  the  various  Deaconess 
Homes,  Boards  of  direction  and  Conference  Boards  of  Nine. 

The  following  persons  responded  :  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach,  Washington, 
member  of  Board  of  Control  of  Lucy  Webb  Haj'es  Home ;  Mr.  Geo.  O. 
Robinson,  Mrs.  L.  Hollister  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Vernor,  members  of  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Detroit  Home ;  Mrs.  A.  A.  Knappen,  representative  of 
Aldrich  Memorial  Home  ;  Miss  Susie  Sewall,  Board  of  Directors  of  Dea- 
coness Home,  Minneapolis;  Mrs.  W.  L.  Holmes,  Board  of  Managers,  De- 
troit Home  ;  Mrs.  F.  Van  Vradenburg,  Pittsburg  Deaconess  Home ;  Mrs. 
J.  Q.  Maynard,    Board  of  Directors  of  Deaconess  Home,  New   York  East 
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Conference  ;  Mrs.  D.  A.  Minard,  Board  of  Trustees,  Buffalo  Home ;  Mrs. 
W.  E.  Sherwood,  Buffalo  Home.  Conference  Boards  of  Nine  :  Dr.  Master 
of  Michigan,  Mr.  Geo.  O.  Robinson,  Mrs.  Jennie  SteinhoflF  and  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Vernor  of  Detroit,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Arter  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman  of  East  Ohio, 
Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter  of  Illinois,  Mrs.  S.  Hazlett  of  Pittsburg,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P. 
GofiF  of  Philadelphia,  Mrs.  J.  I.  .Boswell  of  Newark;  Mrs.  Davis,  Mrs. 
Rust  and  Mrs.  Robinson,  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ol 
Washington  Home. 

Mrs.  Robinson,  Secretary  of  the  Bureaii  of  Deaconess  Work,  present- 
ed a  most  encouraging  report,  setting  forth  the  work  accomplished  in  the 
past  three  years.  We  now  have  ten  Homes  while  the  work  is  opening  up 
in  other  cities.  In  San  Francisco  a  hospital  is  projected  in  connection 
with  the  Deaconess  W^ork.  The  action  of  the  General  Conference  en- 
dorsing and  commending  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  was  most  highh'  appreciated,  being  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
the  success  of  our  Deaconess  Work. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Griffith,  the  report  was  unanimously  a'dopted,  and 
the  doxolog}-  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Rust  said  that  requests  for  aid  in  opening  up  Deaconess  Work 
had  come  to  her  from  several  cities. 

Dr.  Daltiy,  Superintendent  of  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Deaconess  Home, 
said  that  all  professions  and  occupations  demand  a  certain  preparation. 
If  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  would  succeed,  its  workers 
must  be  prepared.  This  is  not  wasted  time ;  better  one  well  equipped 
worker  than  a  dozen  undisciplined  ones.  The  Church  at  large  is  recog- 
nizing the  need  of  trained  workers.  Without  any  desire  to  antagonize 
other  similar  institutions,  it  was  deemed  expedient  by  this  Societj'  to  lo- 
cate the  one  training  sch^jS^.at  the  national  capital.  Besides  the  regular 
corps  of  seven  teachers,  cletgymen  of  various  denominations  residing  in 
the  city  lend  their  aid  as  lecturers.  About  thirty  non-resident  clergymen 
and  professors  are  engaged  to  give  lectures  during  the  coming  winter. 
Instruction  is  also  given  in  cooking  and  other  industrial  arts.  Thus  Ave 
are  combining  theory  and  practice,  and  above  all  seeking  for  spiritual 
power.  Our  greatest  need  is  the  concentration,  sj^mpathy,  and  prayers  of 
this  Society. 

Mrs.  Robinson  stated  that  the  four  members  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  united  in  the  belief  that  Washington  was  the  place  for  opening 
tip  such  a  Training  School  as  has  been  established  there  ;  that  one  teacher 
is  giving  her  time  and  labor  without  remuneration,  paying  her  entire  ex- 
penses. Mrs.  Robinson  also  said  that  the  pioneers  of  a  work  are  often 
forgotten  in  its  success,  and  referred  to  Mrs.  Marcy  as  one  of  the  prime 
movers  in  the  work  of  the  Chicago  Training  School. 

Mrs.  Marcy  said  that  the  Chicago  Training  School  originated  in  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ}'.  Provision  was  made  at  one  of  the 
earliest  Annual  Meetings  at  Cincinnati,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  se- 
lect a  site  in  Chicago,  and  an  appropriation  of  $i,ooo  was  made  by  that 
Meeting  before  the  proposition  was  brought  out  by  anyone  else,  either  in 
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the  papers  or  in  the  preachers'  meeting  in  Chicago,  and  $200  were  raised 
by  Evanston  before  any  money  was  raised  anywhere  else. 

Mrs.  Davis  announced  that  the  special  features  of  the  w-ork  would  be 
presented  by  Mr.  G.  O.  Robinson,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  GofF,  and  others  who 
would  discuss  the  methods  of  organizing  and  incorporating  Deaconess 
Homes. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  Mrs.  D.  A.  Minard  was  adopted  : 

"  Whereas,  The  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Bible  School  and  Deaconess 
Home,  under  the  wise  and  careful  management  of  the  President,  Dr.  I.  N. 
Dalbv,  meets  a  long-felt  want  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 
therefore 

"■Resolved,  That  we  give  our  hearty  co-operation  and  concentrated 
efforts  to  its  support." 

Mr.  G.  O.  Robinson  was  introduced  and.spoke  concerning  the  Detroit 
Home.  As  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Deaconess  Home  in 
Detroit,  he  had  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  work 
and  the  need  of  definitely  arranged  action.  A  difficulty  arose.  L,aw  310 
of  the  Session  Law^s  of  1887  was  jiist  the  law  under  which  the  Detroit 
Home  could  be  organized.  Articles  of  Incorporation  provide  for  a  body 
of  eighteen  Trustees,  consisting  of  clergymen  and  ladies.  Under  this 
law  the  Trustees  had  to  be  elected  by  an  outside  body.  The  corporation 
can  hold  real  estate  to  the  amount  of  $500,000,  and  a  like  amount  of  per- 
sonal property.  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  Board 
of  Nine  are  to  elect  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  addition  an  advisory 
boai'd  was  elected.  Also  every  auxiliary  was  requested  to  send  a  repre- 
sentative who  should  be  a  duly  accredited  member.  Later  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  give  them  the  right  to  vote  on  all  things  relating  to  directing 
the  workers.  Superintendent,  etc.,  thus  making  in  all  about  forty  active 
workers  in  the  matter  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Detroit  Home. 

Mrs.  GofF  stated  the  manner  in  which  the  Conference  Board  of  Nine 
and  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  carried  on  the  work  in  Phila- 
delphia. Philadelphia  had  a  thoroughly  equipped  department  of  Local 
Work  and  out  of  this  grew  the  Deaconess  Work  in  that  city.  The  Ad- 
visory Board  consists  of  a  representative  for  every  ten  members  in  each 
auxiliary.  The  act  of  incorporation '-includes  the  right  \o  establish  and 
care  for  any  number  of  Deaconess  Homes  within  the  bounds  of  Phila- 
delphia Conference,  acting  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Discipline.  The 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  owns  and  has  entire  control  of  the 
Home,  the  Board  of  Nine  examining  candidates  and  receiving  a  report 
from  the  Society  each  month.     Discussion  followed. 

The  noon  hour  of  prayer  having  arrived.  Dr.  Dalby  led  in  a  brief 
prayer. 

On  request  of  Mrs.  Aldrich,  Mr.  Swarlhout  spoke  concerning  the  in- 
corporation of  the  projected  Home  in  Grand  Rapids,  and  the  discussion 
was  continued. 

Mrs.  Robinson  called  attention  to  two  points,  viz.  :  The  Philadelphia 
ladies  have  full  control  of  the  work,  the  property  being  deeded  directly 
to  them  by  a  generous  donor  ;  but  in  a  majority  of  cases,  the  representa- 
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lives  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  Board  of  Nine  have 
not  the  full  control  of  the  Deaconess  Work,  the  property  being  held  by 
Trustees. 

Mrs.  Minard  stated  that  the  Board  of  the  Buffalo  Home  included  a 
representative  from  each  church  in  the  city,  but  that  it  was  under  the 
patronage  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  help  being  received 
from  various  organizations  of  the  Church. 

Miss  Gaddis  presented  the  report  concerning  Deaconess  garb.  Al- 
though at  first  opposed  to  it,  the  deaconesses  have  found  it  very  desirable, 
first,  as  a  protection  ;  second,  as  an  introduction ;  third,  for  the  sake  of 
economy ;  fourth,  because  it  promotes  a  feeling  of  unit}-  among  the 
workers. 

Mrs.  C.  B.  Fisk  said  that  she  came  to  the  platform  unwillingly,  but 
had  been  repaid  and  inspired  by  the  earnestness  apparent  upon  the  faces 
before  her.  She  gratefully  appreciated  the  encouraging  words  which  the 
gentlemen  had  spoken  con"ceruing  the  Deaconess  Work. 

Miss  Susie  Sewall  of  Minneapolis  was  appointed  on  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions,  in  place  of  I\Irs.  Van  BenSchoten,  who  had  left  the  con- 
vention. 

Meetings  of  committees  were  then  called  and  announcements  made. 

Dr.  Master,  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Aldrich  Memorial  Dea- 
coness Home,  to  be  located  in  Grand  Rapids,  was  introduced,  and  after 
the  singing  of  the  doxology,  pronounced  the  benediction,  and  the  session 
adjourned. 


^ue9^a\>  Bfternoon. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Davis,  who  was  in  attendance  upon  a  called 
meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Fisk  took  the  chair 
and  led  the  devotional  exercises.  "  Come,  Holy  Spirit,  heavenly  Dove," 
was  sung  and  all  joined  in  repeating  the  Lord's  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  read  by  Mrs.  H.  D.  Fei-guson 
were  corrected  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Fisk  requested  Mrs.  J.  B.  Robinson  to  take  charge  of  the  ex- 
ercises of  the  afternoon.  Mrs.  Robinson  called  for  the  report  of  the  Bal- 
timore Deaconess  Home,*  which  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  A.  Richardson 
The  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Brooklyn  Home®  was  presented  by  Mrs.  J.  O. 
Maynard.     Report  adopted. 

The  Buffalo  Home*  was  reported  by  Mrs.  A.  C.  Minard.  Miss  Smith, 
Superintendent  of  the  Home,  said -the  workers  have  so  much  of  true 
Christian  joy  that  all  idea  of  sacrifice  is  banished  amid  the  satisfaction 
'and  delight  of  trying  to  have  God's  will  done,  as  it  is  done  in  heaven. 
Report  adopted. 
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Mrs.  Shedd  then  favored  the  convention  with  a  solo,  "  Arise,  he  call- 
eth  for  thee." 

Dr.  Dalby  reported  for  Des  Moines,  la.'  Mrs.  Griffith  commended 
the  work  of  Miss  Howard,  the  deaconess,  who  had  been  sent  to  that  city. 
Report  adopted. 

Miss  L.  A.  Gaddis  reported  for  the  Detroit  Home.*  Mr.  G.  O.  Robin- 
sou  was  called  for  and  said  no  branch  of  Home  Missionary  work  brings 
greater  results.  The  deaconesses  make  great  sacrifice  and  are  grand 
workers.     Report  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Rapids  Home-'  was  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  J. 
Aldrich.  She  said  she  hoped  one  year  ago  when  she  invited  the  conven- 
tion here  to  be  able  to  entertain  some  of  the  delegates  in  the  Home,  but 
had  been  obliged  to  make  haste  slowly.  She  expressed  the  hope  that 
some  of  the  Conferences  would  name  rooms  in  the  projected  Home. 
Mr.  E.  Swarthout,  Secretary  of  the  Association,  spoke  of  the  proposed 
Home,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  $8,000,  and  said  the  building  will 
doubtless  be  under  way  in  the  early  spring  of  1893.     Report  adopted. 

Mrs.  Griffith  oiFered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  consideration  of  the  very  great  spiritual  and  social 
blessings  which  we  have  enjo^^ed  in  this  convention  in  Grand  Rapids,  we, 
as  officers  and  delegates,  by  our  own  personal  gifts,  will  raise  fioo  during 
the  year  and  name  a  room  in  the  Aldrich  Memorial  Deaconess  Home  of 
this  city. 

The  report  of  the  Philadelphia  Home  ■■  was  called  and  given  by  Mrs.  R. 
W.  P.  Goff.    Report  adopted. 

Mrs.  Schoyer  gave  a  verbal  report  of  the  Pittsburg  Home.®  She  was 
followed  by  Mrs.  Van  Vradenburg,  Superintendent,  who  gave  a  detailed  re- 
port of  the  work  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Hazlett  supplemented  the  report 
with  encouraging  w'ords.     The  reports  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Potter  stated  that  a  resolution  was  passed  at  the  session  of  the 
Illinois  Conference  inviting  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  to 
establish  a  Home  as  soon  as  practicable  within  its  bounds,  and  a  Board  of 
Nine  was  appointed  to  further  the  interests  of  the  work. 

The  Superintendent's  report  of  the  Syracuse  Home*  was  read  b^"-  Mrs. 
Brownell.  and  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Roach  gave  a  verbal  report  of  the  Home  at  Washington.*  Re- 
port adopted. 

Mrs.  Potter  moved  that  the  room  selected  in  the  Aldrich  Memorial 
Home  by  this  convention  bear  the  name  of  Clinton  B.  Fisk.  Carried. 
Mrs.  Fisk  feelingly  responded  and  said  that  among  Gen.  Fisk's  last  words 
were  these  :     "  For  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain." 

One  verse  of  "  My  country,  'tis  of  thee,"  was  sung,  after  which  Mrs. 
IMarcy  told  of  the  Congress  of  Missionary  Workers  which  is  to  be  held  in 
Chicago  during  the  World's  Fair.  All  Missionary  Societies  throughout 
the  world  are  expected  to  be  represented.  A  local  committee  of  twenty- 
five  from  the  different  denominations  have  the  matter  in   charge.     Mrs. 
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Marcy  desired  that  a  small  committee  with  discretionary  power  be  ap- 
pointed by  this  body,  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

Mrs.  Potter  moved  that  Mrs.  Marcy  be  allowed  to  name  the  Com- 
mittee.    Carried. 

Mrs.  Fisk  then  read  a  circular  letter  which  described  the  object  and 
aims  of  the  proposed  Missionary  Congress. 

Mrs.  Marcy  said  she  had  proposed  to  the  committee  that  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Robinson  give  an  address  on  Deaconess  Work,  during  the  Congress. 

Announcements  were  made,  the  doxology  was  sung,  and  the  bene- 
diction was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Master. 


ZTuegba^  lEvening. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  Davis.  Mrs.  Minard  read 
the  Scripture  lesson  and  led  in  an  earnest  prayer,  after  which  the  audi- 
ence joined  in  singing  "  One  more  day's  work  for  Jesus." 

Rev.  Dr.  Potts,  Editor  of  the  Michigan  Christian  Advocate,  was  in- 
troduced. He  thought  if  it  is  important  to  save  heathen  abroad  it  is 
equally  important  to  save  heathen  at  home.  Among  the  best  agencies  for 
carrying  the  gospel  to  the  masses  are  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciet}-  and  the  Deaconess  movement.  At  the  last  General  Conference,  an 
effort  was  made  to  separate  the  Deaconess  work  from  this  Society,  but  it 
cannot  well  be  separated.  These  two  get  on  so  well  together,  why  not 
let  them  be  united. 

The  resolution  providing  for  their  separation  appeared  at  General 
Conference.  Some  one  moved  to  table  it,  and  on  to  the  table  it  went.  He 
hoped  it  will  stay  there  a  thovisand  years.  He  read  the  object  of  the  So- 
ciety from  the  Constitution,  and  the  duty  of  Deaconesses  from  the  Disci- 
pline, and  said  he  thotight  the  purposes  of  the  two  were  sufficiently  simi- 
lar to  justify  their  union. 

Mrs.  Fife  favored  the  audience  with  a  beautiful  solo,  "  The  Better 
Land." 

Mrs.  Davis  introdiiced  Mrs.  I.  N.  Dalby,  who  has  charge  of  the  do- 
mestic part  of  the  Memorial  Home  at  Washington.  Mrs.  Dalby  spoke  of 
God's  hand  in  leading  her  in  this  special  work,  and  of  her  efforts  to  make 
a  happy  home  for  the  students  and  deaconesses,  keeping  but  one  servant 
and  receiving  willing  co-operation  from  the  members  of  the  Home. 

Mrs.  Robinson  commended  Mrs.  Dalby's  excellent  management  of 
the  Home,  and  cited  an  instance  where  the  pleasure  and  gratification  of 
some  guests  whom  she  entertained  last  winter  found  expression  in  a 
pledge  of  $500  to  aid  the  work. 

Rev.  Dr.  Master,  of  Kalamazoo,  spoke  earnestly  of  the  rewards  and 
punishments  as  referred  to  in  St.  Matthew,  25th  chapter,  conditioned 
upon  feeding  the  hungry'  and  clothing  the  naked. 
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Mr.  G.  O.  Robinson  gave  words  of  cheer  and  encouragement. 

Dr.  Dalby  presented  the  claim  of  the  paper  "  The  Deaconess  at  Work," 
in  a  very  enthusiastic  way,  and  explained  his  plan  for  forming  a  stock 
compan}'  to  publish  the  paper.  Mrs.  Potter  made  a  few  stirring  remarks 
in  support  of  his  plan. 

After  singing,  the  meeting  was  dismissed  with  the  benediction.

The  hymn,  "  How  sweet  the  name  of  Jesus  sounds,"  was  sung  and 
prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Marcy.  Mrs.  Davis  occupied  the  chair.  Before 
entering  upon  the  regular  order  of  exercises,  Mrs.  Springer  submitted 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote  : 

Resolved,  i.  That  Miss  Cummings,  of  Erie  Conference,  bear  our  lov- 
ing greetings  and  deepest  sympathy'  to  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  in  her  sore  be- 
reavement in  the  absence  from  her  home  of  her  beloved  mother. 

2.  That  we  mourn  the  departure  of  dear  Sister  E.  E.  Royer  to  her 
heavenly  home,  feeling  our  loss  to  be  irreparable,  as  her  useful  life  is  be- 
yond compare  to  us  ;  yet  while  we  weep  we  tender  our  profound  sympathy 
to  the  kindred  and  friends,  till  we  all  are  at  home  with  our  Lord. 

3.  That  we  request  Mrs.  Roberts,  of  Nebraska,  to  carry  our  love  and 
sympathy  to  our  heroic  and  successful  co-laborer,  Mrs.  Angle  F.  Newman, 
as  she  is  patiently  suffering  God's  will,  in  her  conflict  between  life  and 
death. 

4.  That  we  give  the  tenderest  sympathy  to  dear  Sister  J.  I.  Boswell, 
•who  has  watched  her  father's  flight  to  the  eternal  city  since  we  last  met 
in  Annual  Meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  read  by  Mrs.  Dwight  were  cor- 
rected and  adopted.  Mrs.  Griffith  read  the  minutes  of  the  evening  ses- 
sion, which  were  adopted. 

Reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  presented  by 
Mrs.  Roberts  for  North  Nebraska,  by  Mrs.  Fisk  for  New  Jersey,  by  Mrs. 
Clougli  for  Colorado,  by  Mrs.  Johnson  for  Louisiana,  by  Mrs.  McBride  for 
Kansas,  by  Mrs.  Provine  for  East  Tennessee,  by  Mrs.  Squire  for  Central 
Ohio,  b}'  Mrs.  Benham  for  Genesee,  by  Miss  Cummings  for  Erie,  by  Mrs. 
Tomkiuson  for  Central  Pennsylvania,  by  Mrs.  Hollister  for  Detroit,  and 
by  Mrs.  Springer  for  Little  Rock.  These  reports  indicated  gratifying 
progress  made  during  the  year  as  the  result  of  earnest,  faithful  work  on 
the  part  of  the  Conferences  represented,  and  were  adopted. 

The  hymn  "  How  tedious  and  tasteless  the  hours"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Albright  offered  the  following,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Conference  Secretary  pledge  herself  to  secure 
within  the  bounds  of  her  Conference  $100,  or  more,  as  a  Special  Fund  to 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  missionary's  salar}-. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  Mrs.  Norton,  of  Albuquerque,  should 
present  the  report  of  the  Conference  Society  of  New  Mexico  the  first 
thing  in  the  afternoon. 
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Mrs.  Tomkinson  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  all  leaflets  containing  statistics  or  statements  of  facts 
relating  to  the  present  condition  of  any  field  of  work  be  dated. 

Mrs.  Clark  moved  that  the  regular  order  be  suspended  to  hear  the  re- 
port of  the  Bureau  for  Alaska.  This  motion  prevailed,  and  as  Mrs.  Dag- 
gett, the  Secretary,  who  had  recently  returned  from  Alaska,  was  suffering 
from  cold,  she  requested  the  Recording  Secretary  to  read  her  report, 
which  proved  to  be  of  nuich  interest,  and  strong  in  its  plea  for  work 
among  the  neglected  people  of  the  Aleutian  Islands. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  the  report  was  laid  on  the  table  pending 
the  reading  of  the  report  of  General  Conference  embodying  certain  reso- 
lutions in  regard  to  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitution.  Mrs.  Fisk  asked 
if  the  subject  matter  was  not  embodied  in  the  resolution  adopted  unani- 
mously at  a  previous  session  of  this  convention.  Mrs.  Potter,  Secretary, 
read  the  resokition,  which  had  been  adopted.* 

In  answer  to  a  question,  Mrs.  Daggett  stated  that  she  had  not  made 
application  to  the  Government  since  the  late  General  Conference  for 
nione}'  to  sustain  schools.  She  had  previousls'  received  the  promise  of 
the  sum  of  $2,000  to  pay  the  salaries  of  missionaries. 

Mrs.  McCabe  then  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  : 

Whereas,  The  late  General  Conference  by  its  action  endorsed  the 
XVI  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  requested 
the  missionary  societies  working  under  its  sanction  or  control  to  decline 
to  receive  from  the  National  Government  any  money  for  educational  work 
among  the  Indians,  therefore. 

Resolved,  i.  That  we,  as  Methodist  women,  loyal  to  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  can  do  no  other  than  discontinue  to  receive  all  aid 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  for  religious  and  educational  work. 

2.  That  while  we  endorse  the  wisdom  of  the  action  of  the  General 
Conference,  it  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  we  renounce  the  long  cher- 
ished purpose  of  erecting  the  Jesse  Lee  Memorial  Home  in  Unalaska. 

Pending  their  consideration,  the  noon-tide  of  prayer  was  observed, 
Mrs.  Gofif  voicing  the  petition  of  the  meeting  to  the  throne  of  grace. 
"  Come,  thou  Fount  of  every  blessing  "  was  sung. 

The  first  resolution  was  then  discussed  by  Mesdames  GofF,  Albright, 
Allen,  Potter,  Fisk,.  Clark,  Daggett,  Everett,  Marcy  and  others. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  convention,  Mrs.  Robinson,  who  was  about  to 
leave  for  her  home,  was  granted  permission  to  present  the  following, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  On  page  39  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionar}'  Society,  there  are  found  six  recommendations  respect- 
ing certain  changes  in  the  Constitution,  which  were  constitutionally  pro- 
posed and  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Conference  of  1892,  and 

Whereas,  Through  a  misapprehension  of  dvities  on  the  part  of  dif- 
ferent officers  of  the  Society  to  whom  these  recommendations  were  com- 
mitted, they  were  not  presented,  and 
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Whereas,  Our  legal  adviser  has  stated  that  the  Society  is  able  to 
introduce  changes  that  will  accomplish  in  part  the  result  sought  for  and 
to  present  these  for  ratification  to  the  next  General  Conference,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  these  recommendations  be  so  made  effective  by  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  it  be  made  the  business  of  the 
General  Executive  Board  to  earn*-  out  these  changes  and  present  them  for 
ratification  to  the  General  Conference  of  1S96. 

The  discussion  on  the  first  resolution  submitted  by  Mrs.  McCabe  was 
continued  until  Mrs.  Hollister  moved  the  previous  question,  which  mo- 
tion was  carried,  and  the  vote  was  made  in  the  affirmative  on  the  first 
resolution. 

The  second  resolution  was  discussed  and  the  following  substitute 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Executive  Board  be  instructed  to  de%-ise 
some  way,  if  practicable,  by  which  the  work  in  Unalaska  shall  be  con- 
tinued. 

"  How  sweet  the  name  of  Jesus  sounds  "  was  sung,  Mrs.  Roach  and 
Mrs.  Richardson  kindly  continuing  to  lead  the  singing.  Adjournment 
was  then  taken  for  luncheon.    . 


lKIle^nc5^a^  Hfternoon. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  Davis.  Singing  by  the  Fisk 
Jubilee  Singers  was  followed  by  prayer  offered  by  Mrs.  M.  E.  Roberts. 

Mrs.  Williams  stated  that  this  morning  her  hostess  and  her  sisters 
placed  in  her  hand  $20,  and  she  moved  that  Mrs.  Gould,  wife  of  the  pastor 
of  this  church,  be  made  a  life  member  of  the  Society.     Carried. 

It  was  stated  by  Mrs.  Hickman  that  Mrs.  F.  A.  Arter  has  given  to  the 
Societ}-  J350  at  one  time,  and  she  moved  that  Mrs.  Arter  be  made  Hon- 
orary Patron  of  the  Society.  Mrs.  Arter  said  that  this  was  a  great  sur- 
prise to  her.  Mrs.  Fisk  requested  that  Mrs.  Arter  have  her  maiden  name, 
Eliza  Kingsley  Arter,  entered  upon  our  list,  that  the  name  of  our  beloved 
Bishop  Kingsley  may  be  remembered.  Mrs.  Arter  had  also  given  at  an- 
other time  Sioo,  and,  on  motion,  Mrs.  Hickman  was  made  Honoran.- 
Manager,  and  from  the  same  gifts,  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould  and  his  daughter, 
Miss  Carrie  Gould,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Springer,  were  made  life  members 
of  the  Society.  B\-  the  gift  of  $400  by  the  Michigan  Conference,  on  mo- 
tion, Mrs.  Knappen  was  made  Honorary  Patron  and  Mrs.  Masters  Hon- 
orary Manager  of  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Mansfield,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chas.  Woodbury  were 
made  Honorar}-  Patrons,  the  requisite  amount  ha^■ing  been  paid  by  a 
friend. 

Mrs.  Rust  called  attention  to  the  Quadrennial  Report,  stating  that 
Conference  Secretaries  were  welcome  to  take  as  many  as  thej-  could  sell 
for  five  cents  each. 
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Mrs.  Norton  presented  the  report  of  the  New  Mexico  Conference, 
where  we  have  two  important  missions.     Adopted. 

Mrs.  Daggett  presented  the  following  telegram  : 

Washington,  D.  C,  Nov.  i,  1892. 

Commissioner  of  Education  never  directly  or  indirectly  promised  you 
or  your  Board  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  a  year. 

[Signed]  J.  W.  Holcomb,  Chief  Clerk. 

Mrs.  Minard  read  a  letter  from  the  Baltimore  Deaconess  Home,  and 
offered  the  following  resolution  from  the  "  Deaconess  Bureau  "  which  was 
adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  found  that  its 
Deaconess  Homes,  with  the  exception  of  one,  have  obtained  sufficient 
support  through  the  use  of  its  auxiliaries  for  collecting  funds,  and  the 
gifts  of  its  friends  ;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  near  future  a  more  immediate  connection  is  con- 
templated by  which  the  Homes  shall  be  connected  with  the  general 
treasur}' ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  should  any  Homes  connected  with  tis  meet  with  any 
special  exigency,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  would  at  once  be 
in  sympathy  with  such  a  Home  and  on  application  to  the  Executive  Board 
measures  will  be  taken  to  effectively  give  relief. 

Mrs.  Minard  also  read  a  letter  from  the  Cleveland  Deaconess  Home 
presenting  the  institution  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 
which  was  cheerfully  welcomed  into  our  Society. 

Mrs.  Boswell  suggested  that  the  utmost  care  and  economy  be  used  in 
the  management  of  our  Deaconess  Homes. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  was  made  by  Mrs.  Goflf, 
and  the  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
for  the  nominees.  The  Chautauqua  sakite  was  given  with  enthusiasm 
and  hearty  good  will  to  Mrs.  John  Davis  on  her  re-election  to  the  Presi- 
dency. In  accepting  the  responsibilities  of  the  office  re-committed  to  her 
hands,  Mrs.  Davis  assured  the  ladies  in  a  few  tender  words  that  she  would 
carry  to  her  lonely  home  the  remembrance  of  this  proof  of  their  esteem 
and  confidence.  The  Recording  Secretary  then  cast  the  ballot  for  the 
Vice-presidents,  Honorary  Vice-presidents,  Treasurer,  Corresponding 
Secretary  and  Managers.  Mrs.  Ferguson,  as  instructed,  cast  the  ballot  for 
the  Recording  Secretar3\ 

On  motion,  the  repott  was  adopted.  [The  names  of  the  officers  elect- 
ed are  found  on  page  2  of  this  Report.] 

Mrs.  Aiken  submitted  for  Mrs.  Robinson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
to  report  the  status  of  Honorary  Vice-presidents  as  per  resolution  of  the 
last  Antiual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  found  on  page  36  of  the 
Tenth  Annual  Report,  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  That  the  term  of  office  be  for  ten  years  from  time  of  election. 

2.  That  Honorary  Vice-presidents  be  entitled  to  a  seat  on  the  floor, 
a  voice  in  discussion  1:)ut  not  a  vote  as  to  results. 

3.  That  the  names  of  Honorary  Vice-presidents  be  proposed  at 
meetings  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers,  and  elected  by  the  same. 

4.  That  these  qualifications  be  embodied  in  a  by-law  and  so  be  pre- 
served. 
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These  recoiiimeiidations  were  considered  item  by  item  and  adopted  as 
submitted  mth  the  exception  of  the  third  one,  which  was  amended  and 
adopted  as   follows : 

That  the  names  of  Honorary  Vice-presidents  be  proposed  at  meet- 
higs  of  the  General  Board  of  ^Managers  through  the  Committee  on  Nom- 
ination, and  be  elected  by  that  body. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  the  relation  of  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  was 
changed  from  Honorary  Vice-president  to  that  of  provisional  manager 
of  the  Board. 

Mrs.  Fisk  moved  that  the  name  of  Mrs.  Bishop  Hurst  be  substituted 
for  her  own  in  the  list  of  Honorary  Vice-presidents,  and  the  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

In  harmony  with  By-law  23  for  Bureaus,  Mrs.  Aiken  presented  the 
names  of  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  and  they  were  confirmed. 

A  duet,  "Home  at  Last,"  was  sung  b}-  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould  and  Miss 
Carrie  Gould. 

Mrs.  Potttr  offered  the  follo^\'ing  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote  : 

Resolved^  That  this  convention  expresses  sincere  sympathy  with  the 
familv  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Capps  of  Jacksonville,  111.,  which  since  our  last 
meeting  has  been  bereft  of  her  saintly  presence,  and  trusts  that  her  mantle 
of  love  for  our  work  may  fall  upon  the  beloved  daughters  she  has  left 
that  they  may  carry  on  the  work  she  so  greatly  loved. 

On  motion,  it  was  directed  that  a  resolution  of  thanks  be  conveyed  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  in  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  souvenirs,  "Views  of 
Grand  Rapids,"  received  by  the  delegates  and  visitors. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Williams  that  Mrs.  Davis,  Mrs.  Rust,  and  IMrs. 
Fisk  be  charged  \\-ith  the  duty  of  transmitting  the  list  of  our  appropria- 
tions to  the  Missionary,-  Committee  soon  to  meet  in  Baltimore.     Carried. 

It  was  moved  \>y  Mrs.  Rust  that  the  same  Committee  communicate 
^^■ith  the  Missionary  Committee  in  regard  to  future  work  in  Alaska.  Car- 
ried. 

Mrs.  Aiken  stated  that  no  report  had  yet  been  received  from  Mrs.  Mc- 
Dowell, Secretarj-  of  the  Bureau  for  Home  Missionary-  Lectures  and  Read- 
ing Circle,  and  that  she  had  resigned  her  office  because  of  the  pressure  of 
work  as  Corresponding  Secretary  for  Colorado  Conference.  This  decision 
was  received  with  regret.  She  farther  stated  that  leaflets  had  been  re- 
ceived from  Mrs.  McDowell  and  could  be  had  by  all  who  desired  them. 

The  banner  was  awarded  to  Northern  New  York  Conference  for  hav- 
ing the  largest  number  of  readers — 83. 

The  report  of  the  Coi-imittee  on  Place  of  Meeting  presented  invita- 
tions from  Chattanooga,  Tenn. ;  Toledo,  O. ;  Des  Moines  and  Anamosa,  la. 
The  majority-  vote  favored  Chattanooga,  but  upon  receipt  of  information 
from  the  legal  adviser  of.  the  Society,  that  in  view  of  possible  proposed 
changes  in  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the  Society,  the  next  conven- 
tion should  be  held  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  it  was  decided  to  reconsider 
this  action  and,  on  motion,  the  invitation  from  Toledo  was  accepted. 

The   General   Executive   Board,   through   its   Special   Committee  on 
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"  Division  of  the  Work  "  (consisting  of  Mesdames  Davis,  Clark,  Rust, 
Aiken,  and  the  following  ladies  representing  the  General  Conference 
Districts  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  :  Mesdames  D.  L.  Brown, 
E.  W.  Simpson,  W.  H.  Pierce,  F.  A.  Arter,  L.  E.  Prentiss,  Lillian  Hollister, 
R.  B.  Van  Ness,  I.  D.  Wiltrout,  S.  E.  Miller,  B.  S.  Potter,  S.  Johnson,  R.  W. 
P.  Goff,  J.  A.  Clougli,  also  Mesdames  Albright,  Williams,  Roach,  McCabe, 
Ocumpaugh  and  Kent,  as  representatives-at-large),  siibmitted  recommen- 
dations-^ through  the  Secretar)-  of  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Brown,  which, 
on  motion  of  Mrs.  McBride,  were  considered  item  by  item. 

Discussion  confirmed  the  belief  that  this  additional  agency  proposed 
for  securing  organization  and  gathering  funAs  will  bring  into  active  co- 
operation a  large  number  of  women  in  different  sections  of  the  countrj-, 
and  make  centers  of  influence  and  resjjonsibility,  and  thereby  increase 
the  efficiency  and  power  for  good  of  the  Society.  The  first  recommenda- 
tion was  adopted. 

In  discussion  on  the  second  recommendation,  some  of  the  ladies  de- 
sired that  "  Bureau  of  Conferences,"  others  that  "  Union  of  f^onferences," 
be  substittited  for  Conference  Union  as  recommended,  but  the  majority 
vote  favored  the  adoption  of  the  item  as  presented. 

The  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  recommendations  were  adopted, 
and,  on  motion,  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Marc}'  moved  that  all  matters  of  vital  importance  involving  any 
change  in  the  Society  shall  be  published  in  the  Woinan's  Hone  Missions 
three  months  before  action  shall  be  taken.  This  raised  some  spirited  dis- 
cussion and  was  carried  by  a  small  majority,  whereupon  Mrs.  Ocumpaugh 
immediatel)^  moved  a  reconsideration  dviring  the  evening  session,  and  the 
motion  prevailed. 

"Mrs.  Fisk  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions, 
which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Griffith,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Simpson  who  had  composed  a  lovely  song,  and  had  it  set  to  music  and 
published,  at  her  own  expense,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  also  unanimously  given  Mrs.  Drake  of  New  Jersey  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  concert  exercise  she  had  prepared  for  publication  in 
JVonnifi's  Home  Missiotis. 

Mrs.  Hollister  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  action  of  the  General  Conference  ( the 
highest  legislative  body  of  our  Church)  on  the  temperance  question,  Ave, 
the  members  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  representing  one 
of  the  agencies  of  the  Church,  do  most  heartily  endorse  the  World's  Pe- 
tition which  asks  that  the  Governments  will  prohibit  the  manufactiire  ai;d 
sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  opium. 

Mrs.  Griffith  announced  that  not  all  of  the  fund  for  the  room  in  the 
Aldrich  Memorial  Home  had  been  received,  and  that  all  not  paid  before 
the  close  of  the  meeting  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Laura  Aldrich,  Muskegon, 
Mich.

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Mrs.  Potter  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adojited  : 
Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  plan    of  the  management  of 

"  Deaconess  at  Work  "  in  forming  a  "  stock  company  "  for  its  publication, 

and  that  we  will  as  workers  secure  as  much  stock  as   possible  when  the 

necessary  papers  are  furnished  vis.

adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould.

The  closing  session  opened  with  the  President,  Mrs.  Davis,  in  the 
chair.  "  One  more  day's  work  for  Jesus "  was  sung,  and  pra3-er  was 
offered  by  Mrs.  Richardson. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  were  cor- 
rected and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Springer  presented  the  following  resolution  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  : 

Whereas,  Mrs.  L.  R.  Thayer,  for  seven  years  the  faithful  Treasurer 
of  the  New  England  Conference  Society,  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Roberts,  man}- 
vears  the  self-denying  Treasurer  of  the  Nebraska  Conference,  have  been 
called  "  to  join  the  invisible  choir,"  in  the  land  of  eternal  delight ;  there- 
fore.

Mrs.  Springer  read  a  report  of  work  accomplished  during  the  year  in 
organizing  which,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Goff,  was  adopted  with  thanks. 

Mrs.  Fisk  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Gould  is  a  life  member 
of  the  Society  and  moved  that  the  action  constituting  her  a  life  member 
be  reconsidered  in  favor  of  making  Mrs.  E.  G.  Studley  a  life  member. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  GofF  submitted  the  following  additional  nominations  on  behalf 
of  the  Committee  on  Nominations :  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  Auditor  ;  Mrs.  H. 
C.  McCabe,  Editor  of  Woman's  Home  Missions,  and  Miss  Mary  Belle 
Evans,  Publisher.  These  ladies  were  duly  elected,  the  convention  in- 
structing the  Recording  Secretary  to  cast  the  ballot  for  each  one. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Immigrants,  in  the  absence  of  its  Sec- 
retary, !\Irs.  J.  F.  Willing,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and  listened  to  with 
marked  attention,  as  the  record  of  each  Home  showed  the  prosperity 
which  had  blessed  the  work  of  this  Bureau.  On  motion,  the  report  was 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Mansfield  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  ladies  connected  with  the 
East  Boston  Home  for  the  sympathy  and  financial  aid  given  by  them,  and 
urged  that  the  same  aid  might  be  given  the  New  York  Home. 

Mrs.  Albright  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  "  Division  of  the  Work  "  and  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  after  discussion  was  adopted  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  plan  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Division  for 
the  re-adjustment  of  our  work  be  printed  in  circular  form,  and  that  copies 
be  sent  by  the  General  Secretary  to  the  Conference  Secretaries  for  con- 
sideration, and  that  final  action  be  deferred  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

The  resolution  offered  by  Mrs.  Marcy  the  previous  session,  concern- 
ing the  publication  of  matters  of  vital  importance  in  Woman's  Home 
Missions  three  months  in  advance  of  presentation  at  Annual  Meeting, 
was  discussed,  and  by  vote  laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
Hollister  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Everett  called  for  an  interpretation  of  the  by-law  concerning 
representatives  on  the  Conference  Board,  according  to  the  number  of 
members  in  any  given  auxiliary.  Explanation  was  given  by  Mrs.  Rust 
which  was  accepted  as  the  decision  of  the  convention  that  by-law  8 
of  Conference  Societies  cannot  be  so  amended  as  to  admit  of  more  than 
one  delegate  from  each  auxiliary,  the  basis  of  representation  being  abso- 
lutely fixed  by  the  Constitution. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Potter,  Mrs.  I,.  H.  Daggett  was  elected  Honorary 
Vice-president  in  consideration  of  her  important  services  given  the  Societj'. 

Mrs.  Collins  of  North-west  Nebraska  spoke  feeliuglj'  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  in  aiding  the  preachers  of  the  Nebraska  Conferences  and 
asked  that  this  help  be  continiied.  Mrs.  Collins  had  effected  25  new  or- 
ganizations during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Griffith  announced  that  the  sum  of  $106  had  been  contributed  to 
name  a  room  in  memory  of  Clinton  B.  Fisk  in  the  Aldrich  Memorial 
Deaconess  Home. 

Mrs.  Marcy  named  the  following  ladies  as  Committee  for  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Congress  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  :  Local — Mrs.  Henry 
Wade  Rogers,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Gammon.  At  large— Mrs.  C.  B.  Fisk,  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Robinson  and  Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe. 

Mrs.  Gilbert,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission 
Fields,  presented  the  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bureau  of  Siipplies  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Griffith  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Tomkinson  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Lucy 
Webb  Hayes  Bible  School  and  Deaconess  Home,  which  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  T.  J.  Everett  oflFered  the  following,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adapted  : 

Whereas,  A  large  proportion  of  our  members  are  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  and  are  members  of  those  societies,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  be  instructed  to  confer  with  the  proper  officers  of  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  with  a  view  to  so  fixing  the  dates  of  their  respective 
annual  meetings  that  tliej'  shall  not  conflict. 

Mrs.  Aiken  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted,  with  the 
amendment  that  Mrs.  Aiken  be  included  : 

Resolved,  That  the  convention  join  in  returning  a  vote   of  thanks  to 
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Mrs.  Aiken,  the  Recordinj^  Secretary,  and  to  the  assistant  secretaries  for 
their  etTicient  co-operation  in  recordinj^  the  proceeding's  of  the  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Press,  read  by  Mrs.  McCabe,  was 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Davis,  the  President,  then  spoke  a  few  closing  words  in  which 
she  said  no  convention  in  America  or  the  whole  world  conld  be  more 
faithful  than  this,  for  it  has  been  in  session  nearly  every  hour  for  a  week. 
We  have  been  blest.  We  may  never  meet  again  here,  but  we  say  good-bj'e 
as  Christians,  we  shall  meet  in  Christ's  kingdom. 

The  minutes  of  the  evening  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Ferguson,  were 
corrected  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Ocumpaugh  took  charge  of  the  final  devotional  services  and  in 
earnest  words  said,  We  asked  for  God's  guidance  when  we  came  together 
and  now  that  the  work  of  this  convention  is  over,  we  bring  ourselves  and 
all  our  plans  and  beseech  his  guidance  for  another  year. 

The  hymn,  "  He  leadeth  me,"  was  sung,  and  Mrs.  Arter  offered  a 
fervent  prayer. 

Mrs.  Kent  spoke  of  the  first  Annual  Meeting  she  had  attended  in 
Cleveland,  and  of  her  enjo3'ment  in  the  interchange  of  thoughts,  hopes, 
and  desires  for  the  advancement  of  the  Master's  work.  She  missed  many 
who  have  since  gone  "beyond  the  river  at  the  call  of  the  Master."  Since 
Christ  "  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto  but  to  minister,"  she  empha- 
sized the  need  for  strength  and  a  better  preparation  for  this  willing  serv- 
ice in  his  name,  and  urged  all  to  join  hands  in  work  and  go  forward  in 
faith,  closing  with  "  Behold  thy  handmaid,  Lord. 

Two  stanzas  of  "  Come  let  us  use  the  grace  divine  "  were  sung,  and 
Mrs.  Ocumpaugh  offered  a  most  impressive  prayer.  "  Shall  we  gather  at 
the  river"  was  sweetly  sung,  and  the  Eleventh  Annual  Meeting  ad- 
journed.    The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  I.  N.  Dalby.

Mrs.  a.  E.  Dwight, 
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Time,  in  its  rapid  flight,  has  brought  us  to  the  close  of  another  year, 
the  twelfth  in  the  history  of  our  Society.  These  annual  gatherings  come 
so  quickh',  that  we  can  scarcely  close  up  the  duties  of  one  year,  before  we 
become  deeply  involved  in  the  demands  of  another.  But  while  the  years 
roll  on,  and  so  many  of  our  associates  pass  home  to  their  rest,  our  sorrow 
is  alleviated,  and  our  faith  sustained  in  the  ultimate  triumphs  of  the  Cross, 
and  in  the  coming  of  others  to  fill  the  stricken  ranks.  We  rejoice  in  the 
achievements  of  the  past  and  the  outlook  'of  the  present ;  that  the  feet  of 
the  reapers  press  closely  upon  the  heels  of  the  sowers;  that  Christian  in- 
telligence is  spreading,  and  that  the  gospel  of  Christ  is  chasing  awa}-  the 
darkness  of  heathenism,  and  filling  the  world  with  light  and  love. 

Though  death  has  not,  during  the  year,  entered  the  homes  of  any  of 
our  general  officers,  yet  we  miss  from  the  meeting  to-da)-  one  of  our 
managers,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Gosling,  whose  husband,  in  early  summer,  went 
home  to  heaven.  In  the  Conference  Societies  four  of  the  officers  have 
laid  aside  their  earthy  armor,  and  have  joined  the  conquering  hosts 
above :  Mrs.  Thayer,  of  New  England,  distinguished  for  the  devotion  to 
this  cause ;  Mrs.  Royer,  of  Detroit,  for  her  wise  and  generous  co-operation  ; 
Mrs.  Downs,  of  New  Jersey,  and  Mrs.  Roberts,  of  Nebraska,  for  their  abil- 
ity and  efficienc)^  Seven  in  the  Conference  and  district  organizations 
have  been  afflicted  by  severe  illness  duritig  the  year.  When  we  remem- 
ber that  in  our  seventy-four  Conference  Societies  there  are  not  less  than 
1,500  official  members,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  have  passed  the  prime 
of  life,  it  is  a  subject  for  rejoicing  that  so  man}'  have  been  spared  so  long 
for  the  Master's  service. 

The  Corresponding  Secretarj',  in  this  report,  will  call  attention  to 
the  new  missions  established,  indicate  opportunities  for  usefulness,  and 
make  such  recommendations  as  have  seemed  essential  in  a  general  survey 
of  the  field.  The  sixteen  Bureau  Secretaries  will,  in  their  reports,  furnish 
details  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  several  missions — our  entire  Home 
Missionary  field  being  included  in  these  Bureaus. 

In  response  to  urgent  appeals  for  help  in  various  sections  of  our 
countr}',  we  have  inaugurated  all  the  enterprises  that  our  collections  and 
donations  would  allow.  Our  ability  to  help  must  be  limited  bj-  the  gifts 
of  our  friends.  We  must  not,  under  any  circumstances,  allow  our  Society 
to  be  involved  in  debt,  and  become  crippled  in  its  influence  and  usefulness. 
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We  must  adhere  more  closely  than  ever  to  our  avowed  purpose  of  de- 
veloping and  strengthening  the  work  already  undertaken,  rather  than 
that  of  the  establishment  of  new  enterprises,  however  great  their  urgency 
or  importance. 

Exception  must  of  necessity  be  made  in  the  erection  of  buildings  for 
mission  purposes,  for  which  special  funds  have  been  contributed,  and  in 
behalf  of  the  establishment  of  Deaconess  Homes,  which  may  be  offered 
us  by  the  Local  Boards,  and  which  are  essential  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
enterprise  in  cities. 

At  Rlorristown,  Tenn.,  industrial  work  has  been  carried  on  by  our 
teachers  in  the  college  buildings  for  several  years.  The  founding  of  an 
Industrial  Home  here  has  been  the  special  work  of  the  New  Jersey  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  Last  fall,  the  money  for  this 
object  having  been  secured,  |4,ooo  was  appropriated  for  the  enterprise. 
Mrs.  James  Kent  made  the  contracts  and  superintended  the  erection  of  the 
building.  The  work  is  associated  with  the  Morristown  Seminary,  and  the 
Freedmeu's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Society  gave  us  a  fine  site  for 
the  Home  on  the  adjoining  campus.  The  building  is  well  adapted  to  the 
work,  accommodates  a  family  of  twenty,  and  presents  a  graceful  architect- 
ural appearance.  It  was  dedicated  on  the  6th  of  October  with  appropriate 
services,  and  opens  with  a  large  number  of  promising  girls. 

Morristown  has  two  thousand  inhabitants.  This  section  is  mountain- 
ous, with  only  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people  dwelling  within 
a  radius  of  fifty  miles.  Three-fifths  of  the  population  of  school  age  (from 
six  to  twenty-one)  in  the  State  are  enrolled  in  schools.  These  are  poor, 
and  the  attendance  irregular. 

At  Ocala,  Fla.,  mission-work  was  opened  last  year  in  a  rented  build- 
ing. An  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  a  Home  and  furnishing  was  made  by 
the  General  Board  of  Managers,  on  condition  that  the  money  be  raised 
for  this  object.  The  Home  is  a  plain  building,  and  will  accommodate 
twenty  girls. 

Ocala  has  a  population  of  2,904,  is  seventy  miles  south  of  Jacksonville, 
where  are  located  Boylan  Home  and  Cookman  College.  Florida  is  sparsely 
settled,  having  a  population  of  only  39i,422,less  than  either  of  several  of  our 
cities,  and  less  than  seven  to  the  square  mile.  In  the  section  of  the  State 
from  fifty  miles  north  of  Ocala,  extending  south  three  hundred  and  fifty 
miles,  there  are  140,000  people. 

Florida  has  S6,ooo  pupils,  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  whole  population 
of  the  State  enrolled  in  schools,  32,593  being  colored,  and  53,417  white. 
The  special  object  of  the  enterprise  at  Ocala  is  to  furnish  industrial  train- 
ing for  girls,  although  school  facilities  are  also  provided. 

At  Speedwell,  near  Savannah,  a  house  to  accommodate  a  missionary, 
a  small  family,  and  a  day-school,  is  in  process  of  erection.  This  is  pro- 
nounced by  those  in  charge  a  most  interesting  and  promising  mission. 

In  the  San  Juan  Valley,  the  mission  among  the  Navajoes  was  opened. 
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October,  1S91,  by  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Eldridge  and  Miss  M.  E.  Raymoud.  Miss 
Raymond  was  chosen  by  the  Government  for  Field  Matron  service,  and 
Miss  Tripp  takes  her  place.     A  cottage  for  the  mission  has  been  erected. 

The  Navajoes,  though  to  some  extent  nomadic,  receive  no  aid  from 
Government,  are  self-supporting,  industrious,  and  gladly  accept  instruc- 
tion. The  missionaries  have  visited  extensively  among  them.  Of  eighty- 
five  families  visited,  none  were  living  in  houses,  and  only  seventeen  in 
hogans  or  tepees.  They  instructed  them  in  housekeeping,  gardening, 
the  laws  of  health,  and  the  best  methods  of  taking  care  of  the  sick. 
Their  success  in  treating  the  sick  has  secured  for  them  the  confidence 
and  friendship  of  the  Indians.  They  have  received  visits  from  3,940,  and 
have  instructed  many  in  the  elements  of  the  English  language. 

At  Dulce,  New  Mexico,  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Apache 
mission-building,  a  Church  class  organized,  and  several  of  the  natives 
have  been  converted. 

At  Baltimore,  the  Deaconess  Hortie,  under  consideration  by  the  Con- 
ference Board  a  year  ago,  has  been  established  upon  a  permanent  basis, 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  our  Society,  and  is  conducted,  by  deacon- 
esses from  the  Washington  Home. 

At  Brooklyn,  the  Deaconess  Home,  in  whose  behalf  a  movement  was 
inaiigurated  last  year,  has  been  started,  and  is  now  rendering  efficient 
service.  The  work  is  associated  with  that  of  the  Working  Girls'  Club 
and  other  local  missionar}'  agencies.  It  is  our  aim  to  centralize  various 
agencies  in  the  mission  at  important  points,  that  we  may  increase  our  in- 
fluence and  strength. 

At  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  a  promising  Deaconess  Work  has  been  com- 
menced under  the  superintendence  of  a  deaconess  from  Washington, 
while  in  several  other  localities  the  field  is  read}'  for  us  to  enter  with 
trained  workers.  Conference  Boards  having  invited  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  to  provide  for  the  work  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  Philadelphia,  a  large  dwelling-house  has  been  donated  to  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  for  a  Deaconess  Home,  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  This  noble  gift  places  the 
work  there  on  a  sure  foundation,  furnishes  excellent  accommodation  for  a 
large  number  of  workers,  and  provides  facilities  for  reaching  the  neglected 
portions  of  this  great  city. 

At  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  a  site  has  been  selected,  funds  collected  by 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  Deacon- 
ess Home  will  be  erected  here  next  summer,  and  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  Nine,  as  provided  bj'  Discipline. 

At  Glenn  Home,  in  addition  to  the  missionary  and  evangelistic  work 
described  in  our  last  report,  a  Department  of  Domestic  Science  has  this 
year  been  introduced.  Last  January,  three  teachers,  graduates  of  the  Bos- 
ton Cooking  School,  were  secured.  The  object  of  the  enterprise  is  the 
introdiiction  of  industrial  teaching  into  the  public  schools  of  the  city. 
The  eff"ort  has  resulted  in  the  approval  and  support  of  domestic  work  in 
the  high  schools,  by  the  City  Board.     A  Normal  School  of  Domestic  Sci- 
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ence  is  contemplated,  that  will  prepare  teachers  for  the  schools  of  the 
city.  It  is  conceded  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  poverty  and  wretched- 
ness that  curse  humanity  is  caused  bj-  ignorance  of  the  principles  ot 
economy  and  the  laws  of  health,  in  the  selection  and  preparation  of  food 
and  in  the  essential  elements  of  housekeeping.  Education  being  com- 
pulsory nearly  everywhere,  the  masses  of  the  people  can  be  reached  with 
this  instruction  most  successfulh*  through  the  public  schools.  Guided  by 
missionarj-  impulse,  the  city,  through  its  public  school  fund,  is  laying 
broad  and  deep  foundations  for  missionary  enterprise.  The  work  reaches 
all  classes,  and  is  essentially  in  the  interest  of  temperance  and  morality. 
Local  work  is  becoming  systematized  and  effective.  The  Bureau  of 
Local  Work  authorizes  the  inauguration  of  such  missionary  movements 
in  cities  and  large  towns  as  our  Society  may  appropriately  enter  upon. 
When  these  missions  take  definite  form,  they  are  placed  under  Local 
Boards  of  Management,  in  the  form  of  Deaconess  Homes,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Discipline,  or,  in  the  care  of  Special  Committees,  as  the  Im- 
migrants' Home,  Boston,  or  Glenn  Home,  in  Cincinnati. 

An  interesting  illustration  of  the  utility  of  deaconesses  for  local  work 
I  has  been  furnished  in  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire  among  manufacturing 
communities,  where,  last  summer,  a  deaconess  from  the  Training  School 
!  at  Washington  inaugurated  a  most  successful  itinerant  mission  service. 

In  the  tier  of  States  from  Maine  to  the  Mississippi  River  the  popula- 

i  tions  are  rapidly  changing  in  character,  from  the  influx  of  foreigners  and 

i  the  emigration  westward  of  native-born  citizens.     In  these  States  half  of 

,  the  voting  population,  and  in  the  cities  a  much  larger  proportion  of  it,  is 

j  foreign  by  birth  or  parentage,  and  has  little  sympath}'  with  our  Protestant 

'  Christian  institutions.     -Municipal  governments  throughout  these  States 

I  are  largely  in  the  hands  of  those  who  recognize  supreme  allegiance  to  the 

Church  of  Rome.     Under  such  circumstances  it  is  extremely  difficult  to 

maintain  the  Church,  especially  in  New  England,  where  the  rural  districts 

are  thinly  populated,  and  the  manufacturing  towns  and  cities  are  filled 

with  foreign  workmen. 

The  successful  experiment  of  itinerant  missionary  work  bj-  a  woman, 
in  this  section,  is  encouraging.  With  practical  training  for  such  service, 
I  including  the  arts  of  the  trained  nurse  and  the  industrial  teacher,  conse- 
!  crated  women  would  easily  win  the  confidence  and  love  of  the  people,  and 
;  could  reach  them  in  their  homes  with  spiritual  advice  and  a  variety  of 
I  helpful  influences.  The  service  would  be  economical,  and  might  profita- 
I  bly  supplement  the  efforts  of  the  regular  ministry. 

xrai:ni9(g  schooi^  for  ]»iissioi>xarie:s. 

The  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Bible-school  at  Washington  was  opened  a  year 
ago.  Under  the  management  of  the  superintendent,  Dr.  I.  N.  Dalby,  and 
wife,  assisted  by  a  competent  corps  of  instructors  and  an  efficient  and 
faithful  Local  Committee,  the  Home  has  achieved  great  success.  It  has 
1  deep  and  broad  foundations  for  the  future.  Its  influence  is  widely 
i^lt   through   the   missionaries   and   deaconesses  trained   in   the   school. 
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The  accommodations  are  inadequate.  The  house  is  full,  and  many  others 
•desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages.  There  is  unoccupied  ground 
for  sale  adjoining  the  Home;  but  it  is  rapidly  increasing  in  value,  and 
unless  secured  soon,  will  be  beyond  our  reach.  Will  not  some  one  give 
us  the  necessary  funds  to  purchase  and  build  ?  The  Training-school  is 
vital  to  the  sviccess  of  the  work  our  Society  has  taken  in  hand.  Our  mis- 
sionaries must  be  taught  the  best  methods  of  reaching  the  masses,  and  of 
awakening  hopes  of  a  better  life.  They  must  be  fruitful  in  resources, 
know  how  to  alleviate  suffering,  and  aid  in  the  struggle  for  subsistence 
and  respectability. 

The  course  of  study  is  systematic  and  complete,  and  embraces  a  period 
of  two  years.  This  time  may  be  abbreviated  according  to  the  abilit}-  and 
previous  education  of  the  student. 

It  includes  Bible  Study,  Christian  Evidence,  Church  History,  Soci- 
ology, Christian  and  Social  Ethics,  a  Medical  Course,  Physical  Culture, 
Domestic  and  Industrial  Science,  Home  and  Foreign  Mission-fields,  and 
Music. 

Skill  in  the  art  of  housekeeping,  and  elementary  knowledge  of  the 
healing  art,  are  essential  to  the  success  of  a  Home  Missionary.  When  she 
enters  the  homes  of  poverty  and  wretchedness,  she  must  be  able  to  ad- 
vise intelligently  in  practical  as  well  as  in  spiritual  things.  Instructors 
in  our  Industrial  Schools  and  Model  Homes,  where  cooking,  sewing,  mil- 
linery, and  dress-making  are  taught,  must  be  thoroughly  trained  for  their 
work. 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Training-.school  involves 
expense,  and  requires  special  facilities  in  libraries,  lectures,  and  such 
co-operating  agencies  as  can  be  found  in  only  a  few  of  our  large  cities. 
W'ashington,  more  than  any  other  city,  is  rich  in  these  institutions,  pro- 
vided by  Government  at  a  cost  of  millions  of  dollars,  and  all  are  free  to 
our  students.  It  is  the  plan  of  our  Society,  as  far  as  possible,  to  have  its 
missionaries  and  deaconesses  for  its  various  fields  trained  here.  The  cost 
of  transportation  will  be  less  than  to  provide  a  course  of  instruction  in 
several  Deaconess  Homes,  while  the  correspondence  and  intercommu- 
nication involved  will  act  as  a  bond  of  union,  and  promote  greater  effi- 
ciency and  zeal  among  our  workers  all  over  the  land.  This  Training- 
school  is  national  in  its  scope,  and  appeals  for  patronage  and  support  to 
the  liberalit}-  and  sympath}'  of  the  entire  Church. 

The  statistical  reports  of  our  seventy  missionaries  and  teachers  labor- 
ing in  the  South  and  West  in  industrial  and  day  schools  give  the  leading 
facts  of  their  work.  The  numberless  details  of  instruction,  and  the  more 
subtle  influences  that  are  equally  potent  to  elevate  and  mold  character, 
can  not  be  tabulated. 

The  Industrial  Schools  have  enrolled  2,760  pupils,  and  for  industries 
alone,  3,270.  Number  of  days  taught,  18,900 ;  number  of  lessons  given 
to  sewing  classes,  5,240;  number  of  Bible-readings,  4,320  ;  visits  to  the  sick 
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and  needy,  8,700.  The  workers  have  held  9,870  Sunday  School  iservices, 
Temperance  and  Young  People's  Meetings,  and  have  distributed  4,802 
articles  of  clothing,  and  17,800  books,  tracts  and  leaflets. 

The  influence  for  good  of  the  Model  Home  on  the  character  of  girls 
coming  from  cabin  life  and  the  poor  associations  of  the  plantation  is  of 
untold  value,  in  preparing  them  to  meet  successful!}'  life's  trials  and 
[duties.  The  social  life  and  discipline  of  the  Home,  and  contact  with  cul- 
tivated teachers,  tend  to  develop  a  higher  type  of  womanhood.  Miss 
iFlora  Mitchel,  for  nine  years  Superintendent  of  Thayer  Home,  Atlanta, 
a.,  writing  of  this,  says  : 

"  I  do  not  depreciate  the  value  of  the  mental  drill  of  the  school, 
which  is  essential  as  a  foundation  to  build  upon  ;  but  the  benefit  to  the 
'^irl  in  reliable  character,  is  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  time  she  is  in 
:;he  Home."  Another  fact  which  she  desires  to  impress  is,  that  "  student 
jiid  is  a  profitable  investment  of  money."  Illustrating  the  influence  of 
]:he  Home,  she  gives  incidents  of  the  history  of  several  girls,  as  follcrws  : 

"  Emma  Garnett  Young,  of  the  class'of  1887,  has  taught  five  years  in 
}5elma,  Alabama,  and  has  been  an  inspiration  for  good  in  the  community. 
iDn  Saturdays  and  Sundays  she  organized  and  taught  industrial  classes, 
jnissionary  and  temperance  work,  and  Sabbath  Schools ;  has  bought  and 
I'urnished  a  comfortable  home  for  her  mother;  was  married  January, 
J892,  to  Professor  Young,  a  graduate  of  Central  Tennessee  College,  then 
j)rincipal  of  public  schools  in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  He  has  been 
!lected  Professor  of  History  and  Literature  in  Tuskegee  College,  and 
j^iinna,  matron,  with  267  boys  under. her  charge.  Emma  was  a  benefi- 
iary  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Society  of  Evanston,  111. 

I  "  Laura  E.  Samuel,  of  the  same  class,  taught  several'years  in  the  pub- 
ic schools  of  Georgia,  and  for  the  past  four  years  in  Selma,  Alabama,  a 
psition  she  still  holds.  She  has  aided  a  brother  and  sister  in  school,  is 
young  woman  of  unusual  personal  attraction,  and  an  earnest  worker 
tir  the  uplift  of  her  people. 

I  "Clara  A.  Pullen  taught  several  years  in  a  country  school;  for 
j'ur  years  past  she  has  had  a  position  in  Grey  Street  public  school,  of 
jtlanta.  She  is  a  young  woman  of  exemplary  Christian  walk,  and  a 
'ember  of  Loyd  Street  Church,  Atlanta,  and  is  modest  in  dress  and 
•  ■mptin  duty.  Together  with  her  brother,  they  have  bought  and  fur- 
-lied  a  very  comfortable  home  for  their  mother. 

"  Martha  T.  Cash  had  taught  one  year  in  Clark  University,  when  she 

lit  to  Texas.     There  she  passed   a  good  examination,  and    has   since 

lui,4it  in  the  public  schools  of  that  State,  caring  for  her  mother  and  an 

j\  alid  brother  and  his  family  of  eight  children  ;  has  organized  mission- 

i'rk,  superintended  and  taught  Sabbath  Schools;  carried  on  the  work  of 

|e  farm,  often  going  into  the  field  herself,  and  sewed  at  nights  for  the 

'' Iren.     The  fall  of  1891  she  wrote  :  '  My  brother  is  ver}-  sick  and  very 

ed.     Pray  for  him.'     The  summer  of  1892  she  writes,  '  My  brother 

|ii  be  received  into  the  church  next  Sunday;'    also,  [she  had   a   home 

jarly  paid  for  and  comfortably  furnished  for  her  mother. 
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"  Maria  Johnson  O'Connel  taught  one  year  in  Rust  Normal  Institute, 
two  years  in  public  school  at  Vicks])urg,  Miss.,  her  home,  where  she  mar- 
ried Rev.  P.  O'Connel;  but  the  illness  of  her  mother  kept  her  at  home 
another  year,  and  she  continued  teaching  in  the  public  school  and  caring 
for  her  mother,  who  died  the  following  spring,  when  Maria  joined  her  hus- 
band in  his  work  at  Greensboro,  S.  C,  where  she  has  been  a  model  pas- 
tor's wife,  superintending  her  own  home.  She  is  President  of  the  Wom- 
an's Christian  Temperance  Union  of  that  State,  and  represented  it  in  the 
National  Convention,  both  in  Atlanta  and  in  Boston.  She  has  also  found 
time  to  continue  the  study  of  Greek  with  her  husband.  This  year  she  is 
teaching  in  Bennett  Seminary." 

Other  instances  of  noble  Christian  character  and  good  work  are  given 
from  the  class  of  1887,  for  which  we  have  not  space. 

Three  facts  are  noticeable  in  this  history.  These  girls  have  not  been, 
in  haste  to  marry,  they  have  provided  homes  for  their  mothers,  and  they 
all  have  received  beneficiary  aid. 

Miss  Mitchel  adds:  "Of  the  forty-six  girls  who  have  been  in  the 
Thayer  Home  from  1884  to  1891,  seventeen  have  married  ministers  ;  three, 
physicians ;  three,  men  in  good  Government  positions ;  three,  skilled 
mechanics;  seventeen  are  still  teaching;  two  have  died,  and  the  history 
of  one  is  unknown  ;  ten  have  bought  or  are  buying  homes  for  their  moth- 
ers. Of  these  forty-six  girls,  forty-three  are  filling  honorable  and  influ- 
ential positions  in  life,  twenty-eight  of  whom  have  been  beneficiaries,  and 
btjt  for  this  aid  could  not  have  secured  the  education  that  enables  them  to 
do  so  much  good. 

"Two  girls  of  the  class  of  1892  assist  in  the  industrial  teaching  of 
the  Home  ;  another  is  teaching,  to  lift  a  mortgage  of  $600  from  her  moth- 
er's home,  and  is  doing  good  work  in  the  Church.  Eqiially  interesting 
reports  could  be  given  of  more  than  a  score  of  girls  not  named." 

We  have  similar  and  equally  important  and  interesting  facts  furnished 
by  the  superintendents  of  other  Homes  ;  but  space  forbids  their  use  in 
this  paper.  The  Thayer  Home,  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  was  the  first  Model  Home 
established  b}'  our  Society ;  hence  we  have  used  it  as  a  type  of  the  others, 
which  seemed  better  than  to  attempt  to  include  all  where  there  is  not 
time  to  wholly  represent  one. 

REPORT   OF"   THE  SOCIETY   TO  THE  GENERAL, 
COPKPEREIKCE. 

The  work  of  the  Church  is  passed  in  review  every  four  years  by  the 
General  Conference,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  several  benevolent  agencies 
to  present  full  reports  of  funds  raised  and  results  secured.  A  carefully 
prepared  report,  in  behalf  of  our  Society,  was  presented  by  the  Commit- 
tee intrusted  with  representing  its  interests.  This  is  a  concise  statement 
of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Society,  accompanied  by  thirty-five  pic- 
tures of  our  mission  buildings.  The  whole  makes  a  pamphlet  of  thirty- 
six  pages,  and  in  that  form  is  a  valuable  souvenir  of  the  Society.*' 


'The.se  pamphlets  can  be  obtained  by  applying  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary. — En. 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  represent  the  Societ}-  consisted  of  Mrs. 
John  Davis,  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  Mrs. 
Tames  ^Cent,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  Mrs.  Jane  Bancroft  Robinson,  Secretaries 
of  Bnreaus,  Mrs.  S.  Hamilton,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman,  and  other  ladies  of  the 
Societv  present,  rendered  most  valuable  aid  to  the  cause  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

It  is  due  the  Committee  and  these  ladies  to  say  that  the}-  rendered  the 
service  without  cost  to  the  Society.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  at- 
tended all  the  General  Conferences  since  its  organization,  and  has  always 
paid  her  expenses.  These  personal  explanations  are  not  inappropriate, 
as  it  has  been  assumed  by  some  that  the  officers  of  the  Society  were  sala- 
ried. The  service  is  absolutely  one  of  love,  no  officer  receiving  any  com- 
pensation for  her  labor. 

Two  important  mass  meetings  were  held  during  the  Conference  in 
behalf  of  the  Society ;  one  was  a  Union  Meeting  with  other  Missionary 
Societies  the  ist  of  May,  and  the  other,  on  the  23d  inst.,  was  in  the  especial 
interest  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  Both  were  largely 
attended,  and  were  inspiring  occasions.  At  the  former.  Bishop  Walden 
represented  our  Society  in  an  able  and  eloquent  address;  and  at  the  latter 
meeting  Mrs.  Davis  presided.  Bishop  Taylor  offered  praj-er,  Dr.  J.  M.  King, 
Mrs.  Jane  Bancroft  Robinson,  and  Dr.  Dalby  made  excellent  addresses, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  presented  a  brief  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Society,  and  ]\Irs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  and  others  gave  incidents  of  much 
interest. 

Two  questions  of  great  significance  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  were  formally  considered  and  decided  by  the  General  Conference. 
The  first  was  the  status  of  Deaconess  Work  under  the  Discipline  ;  and 
the  second,  the  use  of  Government  funds  in  aid  of  mission  schools  among 
Indians. 

DEACONESS  work:.       ^.      \ 

Earh-  in  the  session^  Special  Committee  was  appointed  bj'  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  to  which  all  papers,  petitions,  and  memorials  on  Deacon- 
ess Work  were  referred.  This  Committee  was  practically  unanimous  in 
recommendations  calculated  to  discourage  the  co-operation  of  the  Wom- 
an's Home  Missionary  Societ}'  in  Deaconess  Work. 

Your  Committee  was  anxious  that  some  plan  should  be  provided 
that  would  shed  light  on  the  Deaconess  problem,  and  harmonize  all  of 
its  workers,  so  as  to  secure  success  all  over  the  Church  ;  and  it  would 
have  been  pleased  if  this  Special  Committee  had  invited  the  ladies  who 
represented  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  to  have  met  and 
counseled  with  it  in  regard  to  this  great  movement  of  Christendom, 
since  women  could  not  be  heard  in  the  General  Conference,  and  the  So- 
ciety had  half  a  score  of  Deaconess  Homes  under  its  care.  Such  consul- 
tation might  not  have  affected  the  unanimity  of  the  Majority  Report,  but 
it  would  have  furnished  an  opportunity  for  a  free  interchange  of  thought 
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in  regard  to  the  best  methods  of  sustaining  Deaconess  Work,  and  secur- 
ing harmony  among  those  engaged  in  its  prosecution. 
\"  The  Memoriai,  on  Deaconess  Work,  ordered  by  our  Board  of  Man- 
agers, was  presented  by  your  Committee  to  the  General  Conference,  and 
published  in  the  Daily  Advocate.  It  stated  that  the  position  of  our  So- 
ciety' was  defined  by  its  Board  of  Managers,  November  4,  1889,  as  follows  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  hereby  ex- 
presses its  willingness  to  assume  the  care  of  Deaconess  Homes  wherever 
such  Homes  are  intrusted  to  it,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Disci- 
pline, in  so  far  and  as  rapidl}'  as  financial  considerations  will  permit." 

It  explained  that  the  Deaconess  Homes  of  the  Societv  were  managed 
by  the  Local  Boards,  provided  for  by  Discipline ;  that  the  money  for  their 
support,  being  a  special  fund  gathered  for  this  object,  was  paid  directl}^ 
'■^^^  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Board  ;  and  it  asked  that  the  General  Con- 
V  ference  "  would  preserve  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  and  usefulness  pledged  in  its  organization,"  and 
begged  that  it  "  would  not  permit  any  legislation  that  would  embarrass  it, 
or  curtail  its  usefulness,  in  carrying  forward  its  city  missions  and  Deacon- 
ess Work  so  successfully  inaugurated. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  in  common  with  man)- of 
the  wisest  and  best  thinkers  in  the  Church,  has  held  that  control  of  the 
Deaconess  Work  is  vested  in  the  Annual  Conferences,  and  that  the  Board 
of  Nine,  provided  for  by  Discipline  in  each  Conference,  has  the  right  to 
call  to  its  aid  any  agency,  whether  an  individual  or  an  organization,  best 
suited  in  its  judgment  to  insure  success. 

Two  reports  came  before  the  General  Conference  from  the  Special 
Committee  on  Deaconesses.  The  Majority  Report  was  signed  by  all  the 
members  of  the  Committee  excepting  S.  Hamilton,  of  Pittsburg,  and 
C.  W.  Gallagher,  of  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  who  signed  and  presented  the 
Minority  Report. 

The  Majority  Report  requires  that  "  all  Deaconess  Homes  shall  be 
incorporated  in  the  name  of  the Deaconess  Home  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,"  forbids  the  organization 
and  support  of  Deaconess  Homes  in  our  own  country  under  the  auspices 
of  any  benevolent  society  of  our  Church,  and  in  foreign  lands  places  them 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionar}'  Society.  It  favors 
a  new  organization  for  the  object,  and  a  regular  collection  in  the  churches 
for  its  support,  while  such  collection  is  denied  to  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society.  The  effect  of  the  proposed  action  would  shut  out 
this  Society  from  any  efficient  organization  in  cities. 

The  Minority  Report  asks  that  no  action  be  taken  that  will  em- 
barrass or  cripple  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societj^  in  the  work  for 
which  it  was  organized  and  has  been  successfully  engaged;  that  no  new 
society  be  created  for  the  performance  of  mission-work,  which  naturally 
comes  within  the  province  of,  and  could  be  accomplished  by,  the  Wom- 
an's Home  Missionary  Society;  it  recommends  that  all  departments  of 
Church  work  be  allowed  to  organize  Homes  and  use  deaconesses  when- 
ever the  interests  of  the  work   demand  and  the  funds  of  the  Society  will 
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allow,  and  it  claims  that  the  Discipline  provides  all  reasonable  safe-guards 
to  all  Homes  organized  under  its  provisions,  control  being  vested  in  the 
Conference  Board  of  Nine  in  each  Conference. 

After  earnest  discussion,  a  motion  to  lay  both  reports  on  the  table  was 
accepted  by  the  mover,  Mr.  Hamilton,  as  a  substitute  for  the  Minority  Re- 
port, and  this  motion  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  217  to  144.  This  large  vote 
of  the  highest  legislative  authority  of  our  Church,  and  the  arguments  of 
able  men  who  interpreted  the  action  of  the  last  General  Conference  to  ad- 
mit the  full  and  free  co-operation  of  all  available  agencies,  is  a  complete 
vindication  of  the  position  assumed  by  our  Society.  ^^ 

QThe  Woman's  Home  Missionars-  Societj-  is  therefore  at  liberty  to  go  j    f)^^^ 
forward   in   establishing   its   missions   in    cities,   and   Deaconess  Homes  / 
wherever  the  Conference  Boards  may  approve^    It  cannot  now  be  affirmed 
that  this  Society  has  acted  without  authority  in  taking  a  part  in  Deaconess 
Work,  and  in  offering  its  organization  to  the  Church  for  this  object.    The 
General   Conference,  -wathout  an  act  of  disapproval,  allows  the  Woman's  /U/'i.a^ 
Home  Missionar)-  Society  to  participate  in  Deaconess  Work,  as  the  Com- 
mittee of  Nine  may  desire  and  its  funds  may  permit.  > 

The  importance  of  this  decision  can  hardlj-  be  estimated.  Our 
frontier  missions  are  well  established ;  but  for  their  maintenance  we 
must  depend  largely  vipon  organizations  in  the  centers  of  population  and 
wealth.  Should  the  women  in  our  cities  connect  themselves  with  a  new 
society  for  Deaconess  Work,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
would  be  limited  to  the  rural  districts,  and,  under  such  circumstances,  it 
could  not  be  successfully  sustained  as  a  connectional  organization.  In 
this  case  our  frontier  work  would  fail  of  adequate  support.  But  if  the 
women  of  the  Church  are  encouraged  to  co-operate  in  one  great  organ- 
ization in  behalf  of  Home  Mission  Work,  and  to  divide  the  funds  be- 
tween the  frontier  and  local  missions,  both  could  be  sustained.  The  in- 
fluence of  each  would  react  beneficially  upon  the  other,  and  the  Church 
would  everywhere  be  strengthened.   / 

Your  Committee  watched  thTproceedings  of  the  General  Conference 
with  intense  interest  and  solicitude.  The  question  was  of  vital  impor- 
tance, and  the  result  seemed  nothing  less  than  a  marvelous  interposition 
of  di\4ne  Providence  to  preserve  to  the  Church  a  chosen  instrumentality 
of  usefulness. 

THE  USE   OK    GOVERNMENT    FUNDS    IN   CONTRACT 
SCHOOI^S    FOR  INDIANS. 

'  On  the  9th  of  Ma}-,  the  General  Conference,  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
indorsed  the  Sixteenth  Amendment,  now  pending  in  Congress,  which  is 
as  follows : 

"  That  no  State  shall  pass  any  law  respecting  the  establishment  of 
religion,  or  prohibit  the  free  exercise,  or  use  its  property  or  credit,  or 
any  money  raised  by  taxation,  or  authorized  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  maintaining  or  aiding  by  appropriations,  payment  for  services,  ex- 
penses, or  otherwise,  any  Church,  religious  denomination  or  religious  so- 
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ciety,  or  any  institution  or  undertaking  which  is  whollj-  or  in   part   under 
sectarian  or  ecclesiastical  control." 
y'"*'''^  Twenty-one  States  contain  provisions  similar  to  the  above.     To  make 
y  '  this  law  national  and  set  the  question  at  rest,  is  the  object  of  the  action 
JN  asked.     It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  common  schools  of  our  countrj^  and 
the  separation  of  Church  and  State.     It  was  stated  that  all  other  Protest- 
ant religious  denominations,   except  one,  have  decided  to  withdraw  from 
all  partnership  with  Government  in  educational  work. 

The  resolution  adopted  bj'  the  General  Conference  was  as  follows  : 

"  Whereas,  The  appropriation  of  public  funds  for  sectarian  purposes 
by  the  National  Government  is  not  only  wrong  in  principle,  but  a  viola- 
tion of  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion ;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  this  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  request  the  Missionary  Societies  working  under  its  direction  or 
control  to  decline  to  either  make  application  to,  or  receive  from,  the 
National  Government,  any  nionej-s  for  educational  purposes  among  the 
Indians." 

It  was  stated  to  the  Conference,  in  explanation,  that  our  Society  was 
the  only  one  of  our  Church  that  had  received  Government  aid,  and  that 
only  for  Indian  schools,  and  the  fact  was  emphasized  that  this  had  been 
done  "  without  the  knowledge  or  approval  of  the  authorities  of  the 
Church."  Our  Society  is  under  solemn  obligation,  as  one  of  the  author- 
ized agencies  of  the  Church,  to  act  in  harmou}-  with  the  decision  of  the 
General  Confereq^g^J 

All  moneys  appropriated  by  Government  to  the  schools  connected 
with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  known  as  Contract  Schools,  for  the 
payment  of  teachers'  salaries,  or  for  the  support  of  pupils  in  these  schools, 
are  credited  to  our  Society,  and  are  so  published  in  Government  records. 
These  credits  have  aggregated  $33,345,  while  we  have  actually  had  in  hand 
only  $14,229,  the  balance  being  paid  directly  by  Government  agents  to 
teachers,  or  for  other  expenses  of  the  schools  in  these  localities,  without 
passing  through  our  treasury.  All  Protestant  denominations  together 
have  received  only  $1,401,545.  In  contrast  with  this  we  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Catholic  Church  has  received  $1,989,000  for  its  Contract 
Schools. 

This  action  of  the  Church  cuts  off  all  Government  aid  from  our  Con- 
tract Schools,  and  though  it  may  materially  affect  our  work  among  the 
Indians,  it  will  eventually  promote  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 
While  it  forbids  all  denominational  schools,  it  aims  to  elevate  the  charac- 
ter of  Government  schools,  to  secure  the  distribution  of  land  to  the  In- 
dians in  severalty,  and  to  endow  them  with  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
citizenship. 

CONTRACT  SCHOOI^$«. 

Our  Society  has  four,  viz.  : 

At  Pawhuska,  Oklahoma,  the  school  was  commenced  in  1887,  and  we 
have  received  $12,453.52  in  its  aid.  The  relation  with  Government  was 
voluntarily  terminated  last  summer.    A  good  Government  school  for  girls, 
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and  a  good  Methodist  Church,  are  the  fruits  thus  far  realized  from  our 
work  there. 

At  Lyndeu,  Washington,  a  school  was  commenced  in  1.889.  Last  year 
Stickney  Home  was  erected,  and  the  school  will  be  continued  by  the  So- 
ciet}-.  We  have  received  $656.33,  but  the  contract  with  Government  will 
not  be  renewed. 

In  Alaska,  we  have  two  schools,  both  of  them  in  the  Aleutian  Division. 

At  Unga,  the  Society  has  expended  $1,525.44  for  a  school  building  and 
expenses,  the  Government  providing  the  teacher.  The  building  remains, 
and  may  be  used  by  the  Society  as  a  Mission  Home  or  school. 

At  Unalaska,  a  teacher  has  been  employed  and  paid  by  the  Govern- 
ment since  June  30,  1890.  The  annual  Government  appropriation  was 
$2,000,  |i, 000  being  paid  directly  to  the  teacher,  $200  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau  for  rent,  and  $713.99  to  our  Treasurer,  toward  the  support  of 
the  school.  We  have  provided  for  the  three  years  ending  June,  1892,  an 
additional  teacher,  a  matron,  and  met  the  expenses  of  the  schools  from 
the  Alaskan  Fund  of  our  Society,  paying,  in  1890,  $2,375.44,  and  jji  1891, 
$1,753.53.     '^^^  bills  for  1S92  have  not  j-et  been  received  by  the  Treasurer. 

In  November,  1891,  a  contract  was  made  with  the  Bureau  of  Education 
for  Alaska,  by  which  our  Society  was  to  receive  $2,000  for  the  year  ending 
June,  1892.  It  was  understood  that  this  contract  would  be  renewed  year 
by  year,  on  condition  that  we  erect  a  building  for  a  school  at  Unalaska, 
and  receive  at  the  rate  of  $90  for  each  boarding,  and  $30  for  each  day  pupil. 
The  resolution  prohibiting  co-operation  with  the  Government  in  these 
schools,  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  on  May  9th,  was  communi- 
cated at  once  to  the  Department  at  Washington. 

JHSSH  I<£K  II09IE. 

In  1889  the  collection  of  a  special  fund  for  this  Home,  to  be  erected 
in  Alaska,  was  approved.  An  appeal  was  made  and  funds  collected,  and, 
in  the  fall  of  1890,  $7,000  was  appropriated  for  a  building,  on  condition 
that  the  Alaskan  Fund  should  meet  the  demand  of  the  work.  The  follow- 
ing summer  the  Treasurer  sent  the  money  to  San  Francisco  ;  but  the  plan 
furnished  by  the  Bureau  was  not  adapted  to  transportation,  and  before  the 
mistake  could  be  corrected,  the  last  steamer  for  the  season  sailed,  and 
Captain  Goodall,  who  had  been  authorized  to  make  the  contracts,  returned 
the  money  to  the  Treasurer. 

Again,  in  1891,  $10,000  was  appropriated  on  the  same  conditions  of 
support  by  the  Government.  The  money  was  held  in  bank  in  Cincinnati, 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  who  was  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  It  was  expected  that  the  building  would  be  forwarded  b}-  steamer 
early  in  May,  and  it  was  reported  to  General  Conference  as  in  course  of 
erection. 

The  appropriation  was  made  for  a  building  to  accommodate  sixty 
pupils.  The  support  of  a  school  there  of  this  size  would  require  from 
seven  to  eight  thousand  dollars  annually.  The  Society  can  now  neither 
"  make  application  to,  nor  receive  from,"  the  Government,  moneys  for

educational  purposes  ;  and  it  becomes  a  question  of  grave  moment  whether 
it  is  wise  for  the  Society  to  obligate  itself  to  expend  annually  so  large  a 
sum  for  this  object. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  appropriation  was  made  being 
changed,  the  Executive  Board  would  have  been  culpable  had  it  invested 
the  funds  of  the  Society  under  the  letter  of  the  appropriation,  with  the 
probability  that  the  property  would  either  remain  unused  or  be  turned 
over  to  the  Government.  Under  this  conviction,  the  Committee  in  Omaha 
telegraphed  Mrs.  Daggett,  then  in  San  Francisco,  to  suspend  action  till  a 
member  of  the  Board  should  arrive  to  assist  her  in  adjusting  contracts. 
The  Committee  advised  the  erection  of  only  a  small  building  that  would 
supply  the  immediate  requirements  of  the  school,  and  to  refer  the  matter 
back  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  so  arrange  the  appropriation  of  the 
Alaskan  Fund  as  to  wisely  aid  this  people  and  comply  with  the  laws  of 
the  Church.  Besides,  the  special  fund  in  the  treasury  was  not  equal  to 
the  appropriation,  much  of  it  having  been  expended  in  buildings  and  sup- 
port. The  ruling  of  the  General  Conference  will  eqvially  prevent  the  use 
of  the  funds  of  the  Society  in  supporting  beneficiaries  in  schools  partici- 
pated in  by  the  Government  in  Alaska  or  elsewhere. 

ALASKA    AS   A    I»IISSI0:N-FIHL,I>. 

The  Aluetian  Division,  which  was  assigned  to  the  Methodist  Church 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Education  in  Alaska,  contains  14,610  square 
miles.  It  comprises  the  Peninsula  westward  of  the  Zakarof  Bay,  and  the 
whole  chain  of  islands  from  the  Shumagin  group  in  the  East,  to  Attoo  in 
the  West,  including  the  Prj-bylof  or  Fur  Seal  Islands.  This  chain  is  1,650 
miles  long.  There  are  settlements  on  nine  of  the  more  than  two  hundred 
islands,  as  follows  :  Two  on  the  Prybylof  Islands — St.  Paul,  244,  and  St. 
George,  93  people  ;  five  on  Unalaska,  numbering  together  749  ;  Attoo,  loi ; 
Atkha,  132 ;  Unga,  159 ;  Korevin,  41  ;  and  Vosnesensky,  43  ;  and  on  the 
Peninsula,  185  persons.  The  total  population  of  Alaska,  by  the  census  of 
1890,  is  1,747,  of  whom  144  are  white,  593  Aleuts,  and  the  balance  Creoles. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  population  is  too  small,  at  any  one  point,  to 
furnish  attendants  for  both  a  Government  and  a  mission  school.  Board- 
ing-schools for  Indians  are  expensive,  as  the  children  have  to  be  sup- 
ported, and,  for  a  school  of  the  size  contemplated,  transported  long  dis- 
tances. The  Government  will  provide  for  theij  education  if  we  do  not,  in 
the  several  localities  ;  hence,  with  the  funds  at  our  command,  it  seems  to 
be  wiser  for  our  Society  to  co-operate  with  the  Missionary  Society  of  our' 
own  Church  to  sustain  mission  churches  at  the  most  important  points. 
The  wife  of  the  minister  could  report  to  our  Society,  we  furnishing  a 
home  for  the  family,  and  the  incidental  expenses  of  industrial  and  other 
mission  teaching. 

MEGLCCTCD   I»OPUl,AXIONS. 

More  than  half  the  people  in  the  older  States  reside  in  cities  of  5,000 
and  upwards,  and  in  them  is  found  a  much  larger  proportion  of  vice  and 
wretchedness.     Our  Society  and  Church,  in  common  with  other  religious 
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(lenoniiuations  aud  associations,  have  expended  large  amounts  upon  the 
sparsely  settled  populations  of  the  frontiers,  to  the  neglect  of  the  masses 
in  our  large  cities. 

The  care  of  cities  is  vital  to  national  prosperity  and  the  triumph  of 
the  Church.  While  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  foreign  lands,  and  distant 
places  in  our  own  country,  we  must  devote  increased  attention  to  our  cit- 
ies. A  distinguished  divine  says :  "  The  importance  of  claiming  the 
frontiers  for  Christ  has  been  so  strongly  set  forth  that  cities  have  been 
comparatively  neglected.  The  fact  is  significant  that  the  total  population 
of  Wyoming,  Colorado,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Washington,  Montana,  and  North 
and  South  Dakota,  eight  whole  States,  is  less  than  that  of  New  York  City, 
the  proportion  of  foreigners  and  native-born  citizens  in  these  States  and 
in  the  city  being  about  the  same.  The  Presbyterian  and  Congregational 
Churches  spend  annually  several  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  together 
have  540  ministers  in  these  States,  while  in  New  York  City  they  have 
only  85." 

Other  denominations,  our  own  included,  provide  for  these  two  fields 
in  about  the  same  proportion.  It  is  well  known  that  our  Methodist  con- 
gregations are  establishing  themselves  in  fine  suburban  church  homes, 
vacating  the  down  town  places  of  worship,  while  multitudes  in  our  great 
cities  are  left  to  the  demoralizing  influences  of  the  saloon  and  the  schools 
of  anarchy  and  vice.  The  editor  of  our  great  official  said,  last  week,  that 
"  one-fifteenth  of  the  entire  population  of  the  country  is  within  thirty 
miles  of  New  York."  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  and  other  cities,  are 
becoming  similar  centers  of  power  and  of  danger.  At  the  present  rate  of 
increase  the  time  is  near  when  half  the  whole  population  of  the  country 
will  be  found  in  cities,  and  the  South  and  the  West  will  present  similar 
conditions  to  those  that  now  prevail  in  the  older  States.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  the  importance  of  this  great  mission  field  of  cities  can  scarcely  be 
overstated. 
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Reports  from  Bureaus. 


Bureau  for  East  Southern  States. 

As  we  look  back  oyer  the  work  which  has  been  accomplished  iu  this 
Bureau  during  the  past  year,  we  realize  how  impossible  it  will  be  to  give 
you  a  just  report  in  the  very  brief  time  allowed  us.  Only  a  few  bare  facts 
can  be  stated. 

Ttaayer,  Haven  and  Boylan  industrial  Homes. 

The  work  at  Thayer,  Haven  and  Boylan  Homes  has  been  iu  most 
respects  similar  to  that  of  the  last  year ;  but  the  results  of  this  year's 
work  have  been  more  satisfactory  and  more  encouraging  than  that  of  any 
previous  j'ear.  Our  missionaries  have  in  many  wa3's  exerted  themselves 
to  raise  money  for  needed  repairs,  and  for  the  better  development  of  the 
work.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  work  done  in  this  line  at  Boy- 
lan Home,  where  not  only  our  missionaries  but  our  girls,  through  their 
own  efforts,  have  accomplished  so  much.  Besides  doing  much  for  Boylan, 
they  have  raised  $100.00  to  name  a  room  in  Emerson  Memorial  Home. 

For  the  coming  year  we  cannot  hope  for  much  help  to  come  to  us  in 
this  way.  Already  we  are  experiencing  the  effect  of  the  financial  depres- 
sion that  prevails  throughout  the  South.  Some  of  our  best  girls,  and 
those  who  met  their  bills  last  year,  are  now  unable  to  return  to  us  for 
want  of  means.  This  indicates  that  we  mus^  have  more  beneficiary  money 
this  coming  year.  The  girls  will  do  what  they  can  ;  we  must  supplement 
their  efforts  and  help  them  to  complete  the  good  work  which  has  been 
begun. 

Ocala,  Fla. 

The  work  here  was  opened  in  December,  1891,  in  an  old  church  build- 
ing rented  for  the  purpose.  I  wish  I  could  give  you  a  picture  of  it  as  I 
saw  it.  One  side  curtained  off  with  sheets,  behind  which  six  girls  slept 
and  kept  their  belongings  ;  the  school  room  crowded  and  overflowing 
into  the  kitchen  ;  the  scholars  so  eager  for  instruction  in  the  various  lines 
that  were  taught.  You  would  surelj-  have  said  "The  field  is  white  for  the 
harvest."  The  hindrances  were  many,  and  to  a  new  worker  the  discour- 
agements as  we  will  readily  see  were  not  few.  Notwithstanding  all  this, 
success  crowned  the  faithful  efforts  there  put  forth,  and  the  result  shows 
that  much  good  was  accomplished.  By  little  entertainments,  sales  of 
garments  made,  etc.,  the  sum  of  $100.00  was  raised  to  name  a  room  for 
Miss  Miller,  in  the  new  Home  to  be  erected.  An  acre  of  land  in  a  desir- 
able location  was  doiKited  to  the  Society,  upon  which  has  been  erected  a 
neat  and  convenient  building  to  be  called  "  Emerson  Memorial  Home  " — 
a  loving  tribute  to  a  noble  woman.  The  building  will  accommodate  the 
school  and  twenty  girls.  It  was  greatly  needed  in  the  locality,  and  is 
appreciated  by  the  people.  Already  the}^  are  saying  that  it  is  too  small  to 
accommodate  half  the  girls  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  advan- 
tages. 
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This  mission,  established  through  the  earnest  efforts  of  our  Haven 
Home  missionaries,  is  one  of  our  most  interesting  fields.  Long  have  we 
desired  to  enlarge  and  extend  this  work-.  Now,  through  the  energy  and 
liberality  of  Mrs.  G.  E.  Paleu,  who  has  charge  of  the  work,  we  are  able  to 
report  that  a  Home  has  been  erected,  and  is  already  occupied.  It  will 
accommodate  the  day-school,  one  missionar}^  and  four  girls.  It  is  only  a 
beginning,  and  we  predict  for  it  great  growth,  and  we  feel  that  in  this 
beginning  there  is  cause  for  great  rejoicing.  While  we  rejoice,  let  us 
remember  that  it  is  our  privilege  as  w-ell  as  our  duty  to  assist  in  meeting 
the  accrued  bills  on  this  property. 

In  a  signal  manner  God  has  set  his  seal  upon  all  the  w^ork  in  this 
Bureau.  Never  before  has  there  been  such  an  outpouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Its  influence  has  been  felt  not  only  in  the  Homes,  but  in  the  day- 
schools,  and  in  the  homes  of  the  day  pupils.  The  work  seemed  so  genu- 
ine and  the  lives  of  the  girls  so  changed  that  there  w'as  no  room  left  for 
doubt.  One  missionary  writes,  "  the  change  is  so  great  that  it  is  a  real 
delight  to  see  the  girls. 

We  should  love  to  give  you  incidents  which  we  know  would  interest 
you,  and  to  tell  you  what  our  girls  are  achieving  who  have  gone  out  from 
us  to  their  life-work.  This  we  may  not  do.  Let  us  pray  that  the  good 
seed  that  they  are  sowing  may  bear  abundant  fruit.  With  renewed  conse- 
cration to  their  work  our  missionaries  are  once  more  in  the  field,  and  we 
predict  for  their  work  grander  and  more  glorious  results  than  ever  before.

Bureau  for  East  Central  States. 
Bro'^vninsT  Home. 

The  foundations  of  this  Home  were  laid  in  wisdom,  and  upon  a  solid 
basis.  Its  fame  is  known  afar.  One  boy  walks  twelve  miles  a  day  in  order 
to  belong  to  this  school  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  enrolled.  We  have  a 
night  school  of  forty-two  taught  by  Miss  Russell.  Many  who  attended 
night  school  last  year  are  now  day  scholars.  Thirty  girls  are  in  Brown- 
ing, ages  from  thirteen  to  twenty-two,  all  of  whom  believe  that  home 
ought  to  be  the  cleanest  and  happiest  place  this  side  of  heaven.  Sev- 
eral of  our  former  pupils  have  become  industrial  teachers  in  smaller 
towns. 

One  writes  of  the  Home  dining-room,  "  floor  clean  as  soap  and  Cam- 
den sand  in  woman's  hand  could  make  it,  windows  speckless  and  spotless, 
tables  covered  with  cloths  and  bright  dishes."  This  is  carried  into  cabin 
life  and  credit  given  to  "white  folks'  teaching."  There  are  from  sixty  to 
ninety-five  girls  in  sewing  classes,  and  general  house  work  is  carefully 
encouraged.  Many  conversions  have  been  reported,  and  interest  at  one 
time  demanded  an  all-day  meeting.  La  Grippe  hindered  our  work  for  a 
season  and  one  teacher  was  obliged  to  take  a  vacation.  Diplomas  were 
asked  for  five  girls  who  had  completed  the  course.  The  subject  of  general 
repairs,  as  well  as  that  of  securing  a  new  survey  of  the  acres,  and  procur- 
ing an  organ,  were  all  referred  to  the  General  Board,  and  wnll  doubtless  be 
considered  in  due  time. 

Mrs.  Col.  Springer  gave  friendly  assistance  at  Browning  in  her  visita- 
tions and  instructions ;  the  memory  of  her  visit  will  brighten  man}-  an 
hour.  If  plans  were  carried  out  a  new  flag  would  float  from  our  Home  on 
Columbus  Dav. 
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Ashevllle,  is;.  C. 

Many  tourists  who  visit  our  Home  and  school  receive  their-  first  and 
perhaps  only  impression  of  the  intent  and  management  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society.  Our  work  here  must  be  enlarged,  we  must 
evidence  permanency  and  efficiency,  we  must  acquit  ourselves  as  though 
we  believed  that  this  was  now  our  da}-  for  deep  foundations,  or  we  must 
give  the  field  with  its  hard  earned  grain  to  others  for  tillage.  Will  not 
8ome  individual  or  Conference  adopt  this  desirable  child  of  six  years? 

Our  workers  have  the  confidence  of  the  youths  in  this  community,  as 
shown  by  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and  thirty,  ajthough  a  new 
graded  school  for  colored  children  had  recently  been  opened  with  a  force 
of  six  teachers.  Our  record  steadily  increased  until  we  numbered  two 
hundred  and  sixty-three.  The  ages  are  from  four  to  forty-five,  hence  a 
course  of  study,  and  classification  are  serious  questions.  As  a  small 
tuition  fee  is  required,  it  is  more  difficult  to  determine  who  shall  attend. 
One  hundred  and  eighty-five  pupils  are  taught  in  the  various  departments 
of  sewing,  but  for  want  of  facilities,  cooking,  house-keeping  and  kinder- 
garten training  have  not  been  according  to  desire  or  promise.  Conners- 
ville,  Ind.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  Hyde  Park,  Mass.,  furnished  the  material 
good-will  for  the  Christmas  tide.  Brother  Levering  of  LaFayette  donated 
two  dozen  Bibles  for  use  in  the  services,  and  through  Rev.  C.  W.  Byrd 
of  the  Church  South  in  Asheville,  fifty  more  were  obtained  from  Phila- 
delphia ;  thus  a  Bible  is  in  the  hands  of  all  the  older  pupils.  Epworth 
Hymnals  were  bought  with  part  of  a  contribution  received  from  Santa 
Anna,  Cal. 

The  receipts  from  sale  of  garments  made  and  donated  are  $115.52. 
The  sick  are  visited,  the  spiritually  hungry  fed,  and  yet  we  touch  only  the 
rim. 

Slxnpsou  Home. 

The  tooth  of  time  will  leave  its  mark  and  the  old  must  be  replaced 
with  the  new.  Younger  Homes  have,  I  fear,  caused  some  forgetfulness  of 
this  one,  that  deserves  a  liberal  equipment  for  thorough  work.  The  care 
of  our  property  during  the  vacation  months  often  requires  several  weeks 
of  service  before  and  after  the  close  of  school,  and  this  reduces  the  sur- 
plus funds  of  the  teacher,  for  which  some  provision  should  be  made. 

Here,  too,  we  have  access  to  the  graduating  class,  but  the  question  of 
ability  to  meet  the  expense  of  Home  tuition  also  confronts  lis.  Ten  girls 
were  able  to  receive  instruction  ;  all  aim  at  perfection  but  must  begin  with 
the  alphabet  of  the  needle.  One  hundred  and  fifty  girls  sew  regularh-  in 
classes,  and  for  some  months  Miss  Penfield  planned  from  5  A.  M.  until  11 
P.  M.  Certainly  such  activity  is  itself  a  lesson.  Simpson  asks  for  five 
beneficiaries,  and  four  have  already  been  provided  for  by  auxiliaries.  Here 
also  we  need  sanitary  appropriations. 

•iBrarvrntug:  Home. 

Early  in  the  year  considerable  disaffection  prevailed  and  hindered  our 
work.  The  qviestion  of  "  home  rule  "  was  too  momentous  to  be  answered 
by  either  the  superintendent  or  Bureau  Secretary,  hence  was  referred  to 
the  General  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati,  that  the  relation  between  the 
institutions  might  be  more  clearl}'  defined. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  session  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  our  family,  owing  to  the  fact  that  those  entitled  to  admission  in 
Kent  must  give  service  for  tuition  in  Bennett,  and  hence  were  unable 
either  to  add  to  our  finances  or  lessen  the  work  in  the  Home.  From  the 
reports  I  learn  that  thirteen  girls  were  entered,  and  the  hum  of  industry 
kept  merry  tune,  but  La  Grippe  prostrated  both  teachers  and  many  of  the 
students.     Hospital  measures  became  a  necessity  and  the  cooks  and  dress- 
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makers  became  nurses.     .Although  two  monllis  of  anxiety  pervaded  the 
household,  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

All  that  are  in  the  Home  receive  instruciiou  in  dress-cutting  and 
making',  and  the  sewing  class  or  school  niunbers  seventy.  Lecture  talks 
on  domesticitv,  and  Christian  ethics  furnish  regular  plans  for  each  Friday 
evening.  The  girls  in  turn  conduct  family  worship  and  return  thanks  at 
meals — also  assist  in  the  missionary  work  which  is  greatly  demanded. 

The  plea  comes  again,  "  Tell  us  how  to  get  more  time  for  Industrial 
Training,  when  so  much  is  required  for  school  work."  Of  all  the  girls 
who  remained  with  Miss  Buckbee  and  ^Irs.  Daley,  the  closing  record  is, 
thev  were  "obedient,  industrioiis  and  happy."

Bureau  for  West  Central  States. 
Ritter  Industrial  Home  and  Sctiool. 

Ritter  Industrial  School  and  Home  for  white  girls  was  opened  at 
Athens,  Tennessee,  in  September,  1S91.  This  first  year  has  shown  that 
the  movement  was  no  mistake.  Its  results  have  exceeded  our  anticipa- 
tions. When  the  first  pupils  came,  last  September,  the  building  was 
without  doors,  without  furniture,  and  without  fires.  The  cold  and  rainy 
weather  came  before  the  house  was  made  comfortable,  and  as  a  result 
there  were  many  troublesome  colds  followed  by  grippe,  and  two  severe 
cases  of  pneumonia.  One  of  these  was  the  sewing  teacher,  Miss  Ander- 
son, of  Daj'ton,  Ohio,  who  in  the  short  time  she  was  in  the  school  taught 
us  to  value  her  services  very  highly.  For  a  time  her  recovery  was  doubt- 
ful, and  as  soon  as  she  was  able  to  travel,  she  rctiirned  to  her  home  and 
resigned  her  position.  As  a  temporary  assistant  to  the  Superintendent, 
a  lady,  Mrs.  Belle  George,  was  found  in  Athens,  who  has  proved  so  excel- 
lent a  helper  that  the  committee  has  asked  her  appointment  as  instructor 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  Home  had  twenty-five  different  girls  in  it  last  year.  There  are 
at  the  beginning  of  this  year  twenty-five  pupils,  with  the  prospect  of 
double  the  number  before  the  year  closes.  The  management  is  most 
excellent.  The  girls  are  proud  of  their  beautiful  house  and  are  ambitious 
to  keep  it  in  perfect  order.  The  house-keeping  is  admirable,  which  is 
due  not  only  to  the  teachable  spirit  of  the  girls,  but  to  the  superior 
house-keeping  qualities  of  the  matron.  The  experiment  of  teaching  the 
domestic  industries  as  a  part  of  a  school  course  for  white  girls  in  the 
South  seems  thus  far  to  be  an  eminent  success. 

The  women  of  the  North  have  not  yet  realized  the  utter  helplessness 
of  a  large  proportion  of  their  white  sisters  of  the  Sovith.  They  have  very 
properly  earnestly  and  actively  sympathized  with  the  black  woman  who 
was  ambitious  to  better  her  condition,  but  they  have  not  felt  the  heart- 
aches nor  heard  the  pra3-ers  of  the  other  women,  who  by  no  choice  of 
their  own  were  born  into  a  social  system  which  was  if  possible  a  more 
bitter  curse  to  them  than  to  the  blacks  themselves.  There  is  a  longing 
for  opportunity  among  all  classes  in  the  South,  for  the  children  of  fami- 
lies who  were  once  wealthy  are  being  reared  in  poverty.  The  pitiable 
thing  is  the  absolute  helplessness  of  many  of  them.  Hear  this  letter 
written  to  the  Superintendent  of  Ritter  Home  from  Alabama,  under  date 
of  Sept.  10,  1892  : —

home  I  will  tell  you  my  condition  I  am  a  lonelv  girl  without  Father  or 
Mother  and  without  any  Education  and  I  desire  to  have  an  Education  I 
have  Brothers  and  Sisters  but  they  have  large  familys  and  are  verry  poor 
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not  able  to  help  me  any  My  father  died  when  I  was  young  My  mother 
was  an  invalid  for  20  3'ears  I  never  Saw  her  walk  She  was  confined  to 
her  bed  all  the  time  and  Father  died  and  left  her  ni3-self  and  one  brother 
younger  I  had  to  wait  on  her  and  do  the  best  that  I  could  We  had  a 
sewing  machine  I  would  sew  all  that  I  could  and  do  the  best  I  could  for 
a  living  until  last  October  the  good  Lord  saw  proper  to  take  her  hence 
So  she  went  up  higher  You  can  see  that  I  had  no  chance  to  get  any  edu- 
cation if  I  had  have  had  the  money  if  I  could  get  some  education  I  could 
get  a  living  for  myself  I  am  willing  to  work  my  way  in  school  if  I  can 
get  the  chance  there  is  no  chance  in  this  country  for  a  poor  girl  I  now 
plead  to  you  for  help  the  good  Lord  said  ask  and  it  shall  be  given  to  3-ou 
knock  and  it  shall  be  open  unto  you  I  ask  you  again  will  you  let  me  in 
please  answer  me  if  you  say  no.  When  we  see  failures  we  know  there 
has  been  efforts  So  I  say  I  am  willing  to  make  the  effort  if  I  only  make 
a  failure     I  pra5'you  answer  me  immediatel}-  Respectfully " 

This  letter  can  be  multiplied  and  the  storj^  is  the  same.  A  longing 
for  "a  chance  "  and  no  money  to  be  earned.  One  girl  writes  from  Ashe- 
ville,  N.  C. : —  "  Do  let  me  come.  Mother  wants  me  to  go.  Father  is 
afraid  to  have  me  go  so  far  from  home,  but  mother  and  I  know  he  will 
never  be  sorr^^."  These  urgent  pleadings  show  the  earnest  spirit,  the 
absolute  irrepressibleness,  of  these  young  people.  If  "  Their  angels  do 
always  behold  the  face  of  our  Father,"  he  will  surely  provide  an  agency 
for  their  help.  If  we  do  not  hear  their  cry  another  will  take  our  work 
and  oi(r  croiun. 

Two  things  we  must  do.  We  must  keep  the  expenses  so  low  that  all 
earnest  girls  will  be  encouraged  to  try  to  pa}-  their  waj-,  and  we  must  de- 
vise some  plan  b\^  which  no  earnest  girl  who  is  willing  to  do  all  that  is 
possible  to  help  herself  shall  be  forbidden  to  avail  herself  of  all  oiir 
school  can  give  her,  even  if  she  has  no  money. 

Before  the  building  was  completed  the  committee  had  exhausted  all 
the  funds  raised  for  this  purpose.  That  we  might  open  the  school  at  the 
time  we  had  pledged  to  the  Southern  Conferences,  and  to  the  L^^niversity 
upon  whose  campus  we  are,  we  borrowed  money  to  finish  and  furnish  the 
Home.  We  are  now  paying  interest  upon  $4,000.  Our  property-  is  worth 
$15,000.  God  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  our  frieuds  to  be  very  generous 
to  this  enterprise  in  the  past.  One  more  united  effort  will  give  us  this 
$4,000  and  then  we  shall  own  one  of  the  most  attractive  school  properties 
in  the  South. 

God's  blessing  has  been  upon  us  in  things  spiritual  as  well  as  tem- 
poral. Our  girls  all  become  Christians  and  are  trained  to  active  Christian 
service.  There  are  great  possibilities  of  usefulness  and  growth  before  us. 
A  multitude  of  women,  and  their  children  after  them,  will,  in  the  future, 
rise  up  to  bless  us.  There  is  no  more  "  paj-ing  stock  "  in  any  market  for 
those  who  want  to  "lay  up  treasure,"  than  "shares"  in  Ritter  Home. 
May  some  of  the  blessedness  of  a  co-worker  with  God  come  to  each  one 
who  has  prayed  for,  worked  for,  or  contributed  towards  this  beautiful 
home  in  the  bosom  of  the  most  beautiful  East  Tennessee  Mountains.

Bureau  for  "West  Southern  States. 
E.  L,.  Rust  Home. 

The  E.  L.  Rust  Home  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  is  enjoying  its  usual 
prosperity.  The  past  year  the  building  was  crowded,  and  the  advance  of 
the  pupils  was  most  satisfactor}-.  Miss  Johnston's  systematic  work,  wide 
influence  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  needs  of  the  scholars,  has 
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enabled  her  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  her  duties.  Miss  Gibson,  a  valuable 
assistant,  reports  her  sewing  department  as  having  done  good  work.  No 
Home  in  the  Society  does  more  efficient  service,  and  none  is  conducted 
under  greater  disadvantages.  The  rooms  of  the  school  are  not  well  fur- 
nished. Three  girls  occupy  one  apartment  with  but  one  wash-stand  and 
no  bureau,  the  latter  of  which  should  displace  the  old  trunks  which  cramp 
the  rooms.  There  are  no  conveniences  in  the  laundry,  not  even  a 
stove. 

We  need  $100.00  for  furniture;  $50.00  for  carpet,  and $100.00  for  repairs 
and  improvements.  With  this  amount,  not  one  dollar  of  which  will  be 
wasted,  we  can  keep  the  Home  in  model  order,  as  a  good  example  is  as 
much  desired  as  good  advice.  There  are  always  from  25  to  30  girls  in  the 
Home.  The  average  amount  of  board,  per  month,  received  from  the 
pupils,  is  from  |ioo.oo  to  $126.00.  The  average  expense  for  food,  per 
month,  is  $80.00.  The  average  expense,  per  month,  for  incidentals,  is 
from  $10.00  to  $20.00.  Coal  in  this  localit}^  is  very  high,  and  during  cold 
weather  this  item  adds  materially  to  our  expenses.  Many  garments  were 
made  during  the  year,  a  number  of  which  were  sold.  Some  of  the  girls 
show  considerable  talent  as  dressmakers,  plain  sewers,  fanc}-  workers  and 
.milliners.  The  invaluable  lessons  of  self-support  prompt  the  girls  to 
earn  an  honest  livelihood. 

At  Holh-  Springs  live  many  poor  and  aged  people,  once  slaves,  too  old 
and  feeble  to  labor.  They  woiiid  starve  were  it  not  for  the  aid  rendered 
b}'  our  Superintendents  and  the  pupils  of  the  Home,  who  are  taught  the 
spirit  of  helping,  and  the  "  blessedness  of  inasmuch."  An  entertainment 
was  given,  from  which  a  small  sum  was  realized,  and  the  money  was  ap- 
propriated in  fitting  up  two  rooms  of  an  old  building  for  poor  old  women. 
May  26,  Miss  Gibson  wrote :  "  I  wish  j'Oii  could  have  attended  the  open- 
ing of  the  '  Old  Sisters'  Home  '  yesterday-.  The  house  was  filled  with  peo- 
ple whose  hearts  seemed  overflowing  with  gratitude.  The  service  was 
opened  with  the  hymn,  '  How  firm  a  foundation.'  Then  followed  prayer, 
and  addresses  of  presentation  and  acceptance.  Every  heart  was  melted 
when  several  old  aunties  spoke  words  full  of  praise  and  thanksgiving. 
A  young  lad}-  from  the  North  gave  a  musical  concert,  the  proceeds  of 
which  were  sent,  together  with  clothing,  provisions,  and  many  useful 
articles,  to  these  aged  Christian  women.  Once  more  we  plead  that  when 
your  store-rooms  are  filled  for  the  winter  you  will  remember  the  E.  L. 
Rust  Home,  at  Holly  Springs. 

Adeline  Smith  Home. 

The  Adeline  Smith  Home,  at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  during  the  past 
year  has  been  ably  conducted  b}'  Miss  Green,  and  her  assistant.  Miss 
Holabaugh.  At  this  Home  each  department  of  industry  is  thoroughly 
taught,  special  attention  being  given  to  cooking  and  housekeeping.  A 
kind  Providence  has  restored  our  worth}^  Superintendent,  Miss  Mcin- 
tosh, to  health  and  to  the  work  with  which  she  has  so  long  been  identified. 
The  dignity  and  character  of  our  work  at  this  point  exerts  a  powerful 
influence  throughout  the  State.  The  ministers  and  people  appreciate  the 
importance  of  industrial  and  moral  training  and  throw  around  the  Home 
their  support  and  sj^mpathy.  Prayer,  temperance  and  missionary  meetings 
are  held  regularly,  in  which  the  pupils  take  part.  Weekly  lectures  are 
delivered  by  Miss  Mcintosh  on  important  subjects,  which  have  a  most 
happy  effect  on  the  characters  of  the  girls.  Many  also  at  Philander  Smith 
College  are  reached,  who  date  their  change  of  heart  and  life  to  the  instruc- 
tions received  at  this  Home.  There  are  one  hundred  girls  in  the  sewing 
and  cooking  classes,  many  of  whom  come  from  the  college  and  are  in- 
tenseh-  desirous  of  learning.  In  every  department  of  the  Home  order 
and  discipline  are  maintained,  and  nothing  is  left  undone  in  the  great 
work  of  moulding  the  lives  and  characters  of  these  colored  girls. 
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A  third  teacher  is  needed.  Though  we  have  an  efficient  assistant  in 
Miss  P^erris,  two  missionaries  cannot  accomplish  all  that  is  to  be  done.  In 
order  to  sustain  our  work  in  this  field  another  assistant  is  urgently  re- 
quired. We  also  need  funds  for  repairs.  Painting,  sewerage  and  other 
improvements  required  will  increase  our  expenses.  Our  New  York 
friends  have  sent  man\'  useful  things  to  the  Home.  The  ladies  of  Syra- 
cuse sent  a  sum,  the  proceeds  of  an  entertainment.  From  Walnut  Hills, 
Cincinnati,  came  choice  articles.  Mrs.  Blackstone  of  Oak  Park,  111.,  gen- 
erously furnished  Miss  Mcintosh's  room.  The  grounds  have  been 
beautified  by  shrubbery,  and  elm  trees  adorn  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
Home.  The  average  amovmt  of  board  received  from  pupils  each  month 
is  from  $100.00  to  $136.00;  the  average  amount  expended  for  food,  $84.00. 
A  fine  entertainment  was  given  at  the  close  of  the  year  b}-  the  pupils,  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Mcintosh.  I  most  earnestly  beg  you  for  $700.00  to  meet 
the  absolute  necessities  of  the  Adeline   Smith  Home. 

Peck  memorial  Home. 

With  greater  interest  than  ever  before,  we  present  our  report  of  Peck 
Memorial  Home,  the  only  Protestant  Industrial  home  in  Louisiana. 
Around  this  home  cluster  the  prayers  and  sympathies  of  many  Christian 
hearts.  Each  room  of  the  building  has  its  peculiar  interest ;  even  the 
trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  have  their  names  and  histories.  Nor  does  this 
kindly  feeling  subside  with  the  passing  years.  Miss  Hegeman,  our  faith- 
ful Superintendent,  who  opened  its  doors  and  kindled  its  fires,  is  still  on 
the  ground  directing  her  departments  of  industry  after  the  most  approved 
and  methodical  plans.  Miss  Elliott,  our  Assistant  Superintendent,  is  con- 
ducting the  sewing  classes  in  the  University  building.  The  past  year  the 
number  of  girls  in  the  Home  has  varied  from  12  to  17.  The  improvement 
made  in  all  branches  of  industry  was  most  satisfactory.  Cooking  and 
housekeeping  are  given  special  attention,  and  through  the  summer  months 
the  Home  girls  have  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  desirable  situations,  with 
good  wages,  which  they  save  to  meet  their  school  expenses  the  following 
winter.  Ella  Preston,  a  girl  of  rare  excellence,  accompanied  a  lady  to 
Europe  last  summer.  This  lady  became  so  attached  to  Ella  that  she 
offered  her  every  inducement  to  become  a  member  of  her  household; 
but  Ella  has  given  her  heart  to  Jesus  and  is  educating  herself  for  a  life- 
work,  that  of  a  missionary  to  Africa.  The  family  life  at  Peck  Home  is  full 
of  happy  incidents.  The  daily  worship,  especially  the  evening  hour,  is 
very  impressive,  as  it  is  a  season  of  religious  conversation  and  song; 
many  of  the  girls  were  converted  in  those  sweet  and  solemn  hours  of 
prayer.  The  interior  is  in  excellent  repair ;  but  outside  painting,  the 
sidewalk,  and  street  paving  require  immediate  attention.  The  city 
authorities  have  notified  us  of  our  obligations  and  there  is  no  way  for  us 
to  escape  the  demand.  It  means  for  us  more  work,  more  sacrifice  and 
more  prayer.     A  sum  of  $600.00  will  be  necessary. 

Never  has  Peck  Home  enjoyed  its  present  popular  favor  in  the  Louis- 
iana Conference ;  especialW  does  it  elicit  the  hearty  sympathy  of  our 
colored  sisters  in  New  Orleans  who  have  become  acquainted  with  our  aims 
and  purposes,  and  contribute  their  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
Home  in  organizing  new  auxiliaries  and  mission  schools  in  various  locali- 
ties. An  auxiliary  convenes  monthly  in  the  Industrial  room  of  Peck 
Home.  The  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  prayers,  songs,  essays  and 
addresses  constitute  the  program.  At  the  close,  refreshments  are 
served  by  the  pupils.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  colored  women  call  into 
action  a  large  number  of  church  members  who  have  hitherto  been  indif- 
ferent to  our  work.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Adkinsou  continue  their  many  kind- 
nesses.    We  have  promise  of  unprecedented  success. 
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FRENCH   AND     ITALIAN   WORK. 

Last  but  not  least  in  interest  is  the  Mission  work  in  New  Orleans  among 
the  French,  Italian,  and  factory  girls.  Hundreds  of  these  poor,  ignorant 
girls  appeal  to  our  tenderest  sympathies  and  earnest  Christian  effort. 
Most  of  them  are  wretchedly  housed,  void  of  all  that  makes  life  bright 
and  happy.  The  hardships  of  the  factory  girls  are  almost  beyond  concep- 
tion. The  night  school  is  held  at  Ames  Chapel,  and  is  conducted  by  Miss 
Page  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Scott.  The  girls  seem  anxious  to  learn,  the 
older  pupils  beginning  with  the  alphabet.  The  school  is  growing ;  but 
it  needs  great  tact  to  gather  scholars  from  Catholic  families,  and  from 
homes  where  religion  is  unknown.  Crowded  in  the  factories  are  girls  of 
all  nationalities,  and  the  histories  unfolded  to  our  missionaries  are  sad 
and  touching.  The  girls  attending  the  night  school  are  too  poor  to  pur- 
chase books,  and  we  ask  for  aid  in  cast-off  school  books,  maps,  slates, 
pencils,  stationery,  etc.  In  these  night  schools  many  a  soul  may  be 
saved. 

Christianity  advances  among  the  French  and  Italians,  though  the 
work  is  surrounded  by  many  difficulties.  The  deep  superstition,  the  in- 
tolerance of  Romanism,  its  adaptation  to  the  prevailing  tendencies  of  the 
masses,  tend  to  increase  discouragement,  yet  prompt  to  greater  effort  in 
preaching  the  story  of  salvation.  Misses  Scott  and  Page  visit  the  French 
and  Italian  women,  the  hospitals,  and  the  families  of  the  factory  girls, 
entreating  their  parents  to  accept  the  onl}'  true  God  as  their  Saviour. 
Evening  finds  them  at  the  Italian  prayer  meeting  and  the  night  school  at 
Ames  Chapel.  The  Italians  are  more  easily  impressed  than  the  French, 
and  some  noble  Christian  characters  have  been  unfolded  whose  devotion 
and  piety  have  exerted  great  good  among  their  people.  For  this  work  we 
ask  your  prayers  and  sympathy,  and  your  gold.

Bureau  for  Texas. 

Kins:   Home. 

JKing  Industrial  Home,  located  at  Marshall,  in  connection  with  Wiley 
University,  was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  school  3-ear.  Thirty- 
eight  girls  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  3-ear.  Satisfactory-  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  all  the  departments  of  stud}-.  Special  interest  has 
been  manifested  in  the  sewing  department.  Eighty-three  dresses  were 
completed,  besides  many  other  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  and  the  girls 
w-ere  so  exceptionally  neat  in  their  personal  appearance  as  to  become  a 
subject  of  remark  wherever  they  appeared.  All  the  household  industries 
have  been  faithfully  taught  and  put  into  practice  in  the  daily  life  of  the 
Home.  An  excellent  religious  influence  has  prevailed  during  the  year, 
every  girl  having  become  a  professing  Christian,  and  this  condition  gives 
promise  of  continuance  during  the  present  j-ear,  as  the  revival  spirit  has 
already-  manifested  itself  in  the  University-  and  a  number  of  conversions 
are  report^iJU 

The  debrupon  the  building,  so  far  as  it  has  been  completed,  has  been 
paid.  Owing  to  a  deficienc}-  in  the  water  suppl}-,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
introduce  water  from  the  cit}-  works  at  some  distance,  and  this  will  in- 
volve an  expenditure  of  about  J400,  which  must  be  raised  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Next  year  we  hope  to  complete  the  building,  and  we  shall  then 
have  a  most  satisfactory  and  comfortable  home,  capable  of  accommodating 
about  sixty  girls.

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Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  (Spanish.) 

From  Washington,  at  the  close  of  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Secre- 
tary for  the  Bureau  turned  her  face  and  steps  toward  this  distant  field. 
The  necessity  for  personal  inspection  of  the  work  made  the  demand  one 
that  could  not  be  set  aside.  Four  days  in  a  coach  drawn  by  the  iron 
horse,  and  the  grey-brown  hills  and  mountains  of  New  Mexico  appeared. 
A  more  cordial  welcome  was  never  given  than  that  these  laborers  in  the 
distantand  difficult  field  tendered  to  their  travel-tired  visitor.  The  work 
is  full  of  interest  in  each  of  its  many  phases. 

I^as    Vegras. 

The  day  school  at  Las  Vegas  was  the  first  visited. 
\  They  gather  early,  in  fact  it  seemed  that  they  preferred  to  spend  all 
. .  ,  H;he  time  they  could  in  the  school-room.  The  ages  seemed  to  be  from  the 
y  baby  or  very  small  child  to  the  grandmother.  Especially  in  the  sewing 
school  was  this  to  be  seen.  A  desire  on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  have 
their  children  taught  English  causes  most  of  them  to  be  sent.  With  this 
come  opportunities  to  teach  truth.  The  little  girls  look  old  and  spirit- 
less. Child  mothers  come  to  be  taught,  and  old  women  who  want  to 
know  something  besides  what  life  has  brought  them  listen  to  the  teach- 
ing that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  mediator  between  God  and  man. 

Candelarlas. 

At  Candelarias  a  different  class  of  pupils  came  to  Miss  Tripp.  It  is 
quite  interesting  to  watch  them  as  they  follow  their  teacher  in  their  ef- 
forts to  gain  knowledge.  They  seem  dull  and  slow,  but  so  is  everything 
about  them.  Home  is  only  a  brown  mud  house  with  no  beauty,  and  but 
few  know  much  of  comfort.  That  they  would  enjoy  prettj-  things  is 
shown  in  various  ways.  They  choose  brilliant  colored  calicoes  for  dresses, 
and  also  when  they  are  very  neat  and  have  their  room  walls  whitewashed 
they  put  a  strip  of  bright  colored  print  around  as  a  dado.  The  effect  is 
quite  cheerful. 

The  Priests  are  very  watchful  and  will  if  possible  prevent  light  from 
coming  to  these  people.  One  of  the  brightest  girls  was  becoming  inter- 
ested in  her  studies,  and  quite  fond  of  her  teacher,  when  her  father  in- 
formed her  she  must  be  married.  In  a  week  a  man  was  brought  to  whom 
she  was  united  by  the  priest ;  all  her  entreaties  to  be  allowed  to  wait  a 
little  and  learn  from  the  teacher  she  loved  were  of  no  avail.  She  became 
an  unwilling  wife.  Many  of  them  die  young ;  but  a  few  days'  illness  and 
they  are  gone.  O  !  to  bring  brightness  and  hope  to  the  hearts  of  these 
sad-eyed,  Spanish-American  maidens. 

Albuquerque. 

At  Albuquerque  the  Home  school  was  doing  excellent  work,  but  the 
house  was  so  small  that  only  ten  girls  could  be  decentlj'  accommodated. 
They  were  bright,  happy  girls.  They  have  been  in  the  home  long  enough 
to  remember  that  which  may  change  the  whole  course  of  their  lives.  It 
•was  with  deep  regret  that  we  consented,  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term, 
to  suspend  this  very  much  needed  work  for  a  year.  We  must  build  a 
suitable  house  where  we  can  carry  on  a  creditable  work,  which  would  in  a 
little  while  become  self-supporting.  Miss  Ernsberger  is  now  doing  a 
grand  work  at  Morristown,  Tenn.  Mrs.  Norton  is  trying  to  wake  up  in 
the  hearts  of  the  people  a  desire  to  help  this  work.  We  hope  that  an- 
other year  will  see  this  work  supported  in  a  way  that  will  accomplish 
the  good  so  greatly  needed.  Albuquerque  is  left  for  the  Methodists.  The 
Presbyterian  friends  are  doing  grand  work  in  New  Mexico.     Their  schools 
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are  overcrowded  and  they  have  left  Albuquerque  for  us ;  it  is  our  tield.  In 
this,  the  central  and  most  important  city  in  New  Mexico,  shall  we  estab- 
lish such  an  institution  as  will  be  a  blessing  to  those  needing  it,  and  the 
cup  of  water  to  the. poor  that  we  dare  not  deny?

Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  (Indian.) 
The  Apactie    Mission. 

jOur  Apache  Mission  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  For  five  3'ears  our 
two'  consecrated  missionaries  have  lived  in  a  miserable  little  log  hut  of 
two  rooms,  with  windows  and  door  so  low  that  they  could  neither  look 
out  or  step  out  without  bowing  the  head.  An  addition  of  three  rooms  has 
been  erected,  and  the  old  part  is  being  repaired.  Folding  doors  have 
been  placed  between  two  rooms,  making  space  sufficient  to  hold  services, 
and  afford  better  accommodations  for  the  school.  May  8th,  Rev.  Thomas 
Harwood,  Superintendent  of  Missions  in  New  Mexico,  organized  a  Church 
class  at  Dulce,  and  baptized  an  Indian  woman,  who  has  since  died  happy 
in  the  assurance  that  the  Lord  had  pardoned  her  sins,  and  accepted  her  as 
his  child.  She  gave  her  little  boy  to  the  missionaries,  who  still  have  him 
with  them.  Rev.  Mr.  Weaver  comes  down  from  Cliama,  about  thirty  miles 
away,  and  preaches  at  the  mission  as  often  as  possible.  He  has  baptized 
several  who  have  been  converted  since  the  class  was  organized,  among 
them  some  of  the  girls  in  our  school.  The  good  work  is  spreading  to  ad- 
joining towns  where  no  services  have  ever  been  held.  At  one  of  these 
towns  about  twent}'  have  been  converted.  Some  of  the  people  had  never 
attended  such  meetings,  and  others  had  not  in  many  years.  Miss  Clegg 
assists  in  the  w-ork,  going  from  house  to  house,  talking  and  praying  with 
the  people,  Brother  Weaver  in  turn  going  out  on  the  reservation  with  the 
missionaries,  to  visit  the  Indian  camps.  At  this  place  we  have  a  school, 
composed  mostly  of  Spanish  children  of  Catholic  parentage. 

Miss  Moore,  one  of  the  missionaries,  has  been  appointed  Field  Matron 
under  the  Government  at  a  larger  salary ;  this  left  the  school  without  a 
teacher.  At  the  request  of  Miss  Moore  and  Miss  Clegg,  Miss  Mary  Tripp, 
who  taijight  during  Miss  Moore's  illness  last  year,  has  been  appointed 
teacherjthey  verj-  kindly  offering  to  share  in  the  expense,  and  Troy  Con- 
ference pledges  the  balance.  As  both  Miss  Clegg  and  Miss  Tripp  went 
from  our  Conference,  we  were  happy  to  contribute  to  their  support.  There 
are  many  things  yet  needed  to  make  the  Home  comfortable.  The  seats 
when  services  are  held  are  boxes  and  boards,  and  all  of  the  furnishings 
are  exceedingly  primitive.  Industrial  work  is  carried  forward  as  far  as 
possible  with  the  appliances  at  hand.  The  Indian  women  come  in  for  sew- 
ing lessons,  also  for  washing,  and  they  will  add  cooking  as  soon  as  they 
have  the  necessary  furnishings.  The  expense  to  our  Society  has  been 
small,  as  a  large  amount  of  the  funds  were  contributed  by  friends  of  the 
missionaries. 

Xhe  ^avajoe  9Iissioii. 

I  One  year  ago  our  Navajoe  missionaries  had  just  reached  the  reservation. 
It  was  a  beautiful  October  day.  The  sun  was  just  declining  behind  the 
lofty  mountains  at  the  west  when  the  Durango  stage  left  two  lone  women 
on  the  border  of  the  Navajoe  reservation.  A  wagon  soon  followed  with  a 
tent  and  a  few  necessary  household  articles.  The  two  men  put  up  the  tent, 
set  up  the  little  stove,  and  drove  away,  leaving  the  women  alone,  while  two 
Indians  wrapped  in  blankets  sat  at  a  distance  and  watched  proceedings. 
They  put  the  tent  in  order,  prepared  their  evening  meal — remains  of 
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a  lunch  procured  in  Durango — pinned  a  piece  of  cloth  across  the  opening 
of  the  tent,  and  conunitted  themselves  to  the  care  of  one  who  never 
"  slumbers  nor  sleeps,"  remembering  that  he  who  said,  "  Go  teach  all  na- 
tions," also  said,  "  Lo,  I  am  with  you."  Soon  the  Navajoes  came  to  in- 
spect the  tent  and  its  furnishings  ;  then  they  brought  an  interpreter  and 
asked  how  large  a  house  they  were  to  build,  and  when  the  missionaries 
marked  out  a  space  about  i6  x  i6,  they  seemed  satisfied,  as  they  knew  that 
was  not  large  enough  for  a  school,  against  which  the}-  were  prejudiced,  be- 
cause some  of  their  children  had  been  carried  awa}-  against  their  wishes. 
They  soon  learned  that  the  missionaries  had  remedies  that  would  cure 
the  sick,  and  as  much  sickness  prevailed  during  the  winter  and  spring,  the 
mission  became  quite  a  dispensary.  The  Indians  would  bring  in  their 
friends  from  a  distance,  telling  them  that  these  women  were  friends  of  the 
Indians,  and  seemed  to  assume  a  sort  of  proprietorship  that  was  quite 
amusing ;  but  the  confidence  of  the  Indians  was  secured  to  an  extent  that 
was  surprising  to  the  white  people  in  that  vicinity. 

Mrs.  Eldridge,  who  had  for  several  years  been  a  teacher  in  Govern- 
ment Indian  schools,  advised  building  a  small,  inexpensive  house  at  first, 
as  it  would  test  the  willingness  of  the  Navajoes  to  have  them  on  the  reser- 
vation, and  serve  as  an  object  lesson  for  them.  They  were  interested  in 
its  erection  and  came  and  asked  to  assist,  which  they  were  allowed  to  do. 
Soon  this  room  was  found  too  small,  as  men,  women  and  children  came 
and  often  filled  it  to  overflowing,  they  were  so  interested  in  all  lines  of 
,work,  and  were  anxious  to  learn  to  sew,  cook,  make  bread,  wash,  etc.  Another 
room  of  the  same  size  has  been  added,  and  still  more  room  is  needed, 
as  from  thirty  to  forty  come  in  a  day  anxious  to  be  taught  to  do  all  kinds 
of  work.  Much  time  is  occupied  in  preparing  remedies  for  the  sick,  as 
the  Indians  come  from  all  parts  of  the  reservation,  either  bringing  the 
sick  or  for  medicine.  Wishing  to  have  an  opportunity  to  give  them  a  better 
idea  of  home  life,  and  to  show  them  how  to  do  various  kinds  of  work,  the 
missionaries' seait  to  Durango  at  their  own  expense  and  procured' some 
yarn,  and  hired  two  Navajoe  women  to  come  to  the  mission  and  weave 
some  rugs,  which  the  w-omen  enjoyed  greatly;  they  became  interested  in 
the  cooking  and  would  ask  to  make  the  fire  mornings,  and  assist  in  the 
house  work.  They  are  anxious  to  come  again,  and  now  that  spinning- 
wheels  have  been  donated  to  the  missionaries,  they  will  have  the  women 
come  and  spin,  and  dye  the  j'arn,  then  w-eave  more  rugs.  They  hope  to 
start  an  industry  that  will  draw  the  women  to  them,  as  well  as  be  a  source 
of  profit  to  the  mission. 

One  great  obstacle  in  the  way  of  teaching  them  spiritual  things  is  the 
difficulty  in  learning  the  language.  They  know  nothing  of  God  or  Christ, 
have  no  written  language,  and  hitherto  have  not  been  able  to  secure  a  re- 
liable interpreter,  but  through  the  courtes}^  of  Commissioner  Morgan,  one 
has  been  secured,  and  the)'  hope  to  be  able  soon  to  tell  them  the  glad 
story  of  a  Savior's  love."^  They  have  learned  a  large  number  of  words  and 
by  the  signs  common~t6  all  Indians  can  communicate  with  them  of  things 
seen,  but  not  of  the  invisible.  The  Lord  has  wonderfully  cared  for  these 
heroic  missionaries  and  saved  them  from  all  harm.  If  the  needed  supplies 
can  be  furnished  them  we  are  confident  that  a  grand  work  can  be  done,  as 
the  Navajoes  are  industrious,  self-supporting,  have  never  drawn  any  rations 
from  the|Government,  and  are  anxious  to  improve  and  learn  to  do  all  kinds 
of  wQrkJ 

Wenave  been  fortunate  in  receiving  many  helps  from  friends  of  the 
missionaries.  A  band  of  King's  Daughters  in  Connecticut,  not  Methodists, 
sent  them  a  sewing  machine.  A  spinning-wheel  was  received  from 
friends  in  Kansas;  another  from  Miss  Ham,  of  New  Jersey.  Knitting- 
needles  and  a  large  kettle  for  washing  have  been  received.  Rev.  H.  B. 
Antes,  who  has  been  our  friend  and  helper  from  the  beginning,  has  pub- 
lished a  paper  in  the  interests  of  this  Mission.     The  second  number,  pub- 
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lished  in  September,  contains  much  valuable  information  concerning  the 
Mission.  We  trust  those  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  in  this  work  will 
continue  to  help  us,  as  additional  expenses  will  arise  if  the  work  is  sus- 
tained as  it  should  be  to  make  it  a  success.

Bureau  for  Mormons. 

There  has  been  no  new  work  undertaken  in  Utah  by  our  Society  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  not  because  there  was  no  work  for  it  to  do,  for  there 
never  has  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Territory  when  the  Church 
had  greater  opportunities  and  wider  fields  of  usefulness  offered  to  her  in 
Utah.  Bishop  Walden  writes  :  "  the  opportunity  for  consecrated  women 
to  do  effective  missionary  work  among  the  women  and  girls  of  Utah  is 
better  now  than  at  any  previous  period."  The  plain,  providential  call 
seems  to  be  to  provide  for  more  direct  missionar}-  work.  I  trust  that  you 
will  see  your  way  clear  to  liberally  increase  the  appropriation,  as  no  field 
is  more  important  or  more  need3^  Do  not  falter  for  a  moment  now.  This 
is  the  want  which  the  Deaconess  will  supply  in  the  City  Missionary  Work, 
which  work  this  Society  was  organized  to  do.  As  the  conditions  are 
grea'J}-  changed  in  Utah,  it  may  be  well  for  us  to  take  a  look  backward 
and  compare  the  present  condition  of  the  work  in  Utah  with  that  of  the 
past. 

Davis  H.^ll,  named  for  our  President,  was  the  first  work  of  this 
Society,  at  a  cost  of  $6,000.  It  is  still  used  for  a  boarding  hall  for  teach- 
ers and  girls  in  the  Methodist  Seminary.  When  we  visited  there  last 
May,  this  house  was  full,  and  those  having  charge  of  the  work  were 
compelled  to  turn  away  manj' seeking  education  in  the*  Methodist  Semi- 
nary. This  work  is  none  the  less  interesting  because  it  is  under  the 
management  of  the  Parent  Board  which  could  not  have  run  the  Seminary 
\^-ithout  such  a  building  as  our  Society  has  provided  for  them. 

Spencer  Home,  a  memorial  to  God's  workers,  was  built  b}-  one 
who  denied  herself  that  the  work  of  winning  souls  for  Christ,  so  dear  to 
one  she  loved,  might  be  carried  on  when  he  ceased  from  his  labors.  She 
also  is  not  with  us  for  God  hath  taken  her,  but  the  work  goes  on.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  the  school  was  opened  with  29  scholars  and  in- 
creased every  month  until  it  numbered  50  at  the  close.  There  have  been 
two  beneficiaries  in  this  Home  the  last  year,  one  supported  by  the  North- 
west Iowa  Conference  Society,  the  other  one  by  the  missionaries  them- 
selves. Another  dear  little  girl,  which  the  dying  mother  left,  saying  she 
could  die  happy  if  she  knew  her  little  girl  would  go  to  the  Mothers' 
Jewels  Home,  was  taken  to  that  Home  by  one  of  the  missionaries.  The 
Spencer  Home  is  worth  S3,ooo  now.  It  has  been  enlarged  and  furnished 
during  the  last  year  at  a  cost  of  $1,200,  and  is  now  a  fitting  memorial  to 
the  name  it  bears.  Here  in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary' Society  has  property  Avorth  more  than  $10,000. 

Thomson  Mission.— When  we  undertook  work  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  the 
Methodists  had  to  worship  in  an  old  dance  hall.  Now  both  the  English 
and  Scandinavian  congregations  worship  in  the  building  built  by  our 
Society.  The  school  this  year  has  had  an  enrollment  of  36  scholars,  and 
the  teacher  here  does  good  work  for  the  Church.  The  Presbyterian 
Church  has  opened  a  fine  Seminary,  which  accounts  in  part  for  the  de- 
crease in  our  school. 

Moroni. — The  building  here  is  also  used  for  church  purposes,  for  the 
Methodists  had  neither  church  nor  congregation  until  you  provided  a 
church  for  them.     The  school  here  opened  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
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with   17   scholars,  and  at  the  close  had  53.     The  progress  of  the  Sabbath 
School  was  very  encouraging. 

Spring  City  school  has  decreased.  It  only  numbered  15  last  year,  so  it 
has  been  discontinued,  but  the  building  is  vised  by  the  Scandinavian  con- 
gregation, which  had  no  place  of  worship  until  this  was  provided.  At 
this  place  the  propert}'  is  owned  by  the  Parent  Board,  our  Society  sup- 
porting the  teacher  who  had  to  be  teacher,  and  preacher,  and  Sunday 
School  superintendent.  There  was  only  one  Methodist  family  in  the 
town,  all  the  rest  being  Mormons.  The  circuit  was  large,  consequently 
the  minister  reached  there  very  seldom,  so  it  was  decided  that  the  money 
could  be  spent  to  better  advantage  in  another  field. 

Provo  is  another  place  where  the  Scandinavians  had  no  church  until 
your  Society  built  one  for  them,  and  it  is  more  needed  now  for  church 
than  for  school  purposes.  We  recommended  that  the  brethren  paj-  this 
Society  for  the  building,  as  they  need  one.  The  school  here  last  year 
numbered  35. 

Logan. — Here  the  school  building  was  the  church  until  one  was 
built.  The  school  numbered  over  50  last  3-ear  and  opens  this  year  with 
great  hopes  for  the  future. 

ElsinorE. — This  is  also  the  property  of  our  Society  and  it  supported 
a  teacher  here,  who  is  pastor,  teacher  and  superintendent.  The  school 
for  the  past  year  numbered  31. 

Richfield. — The  church  here  was  also  built  bj^  our  Society  and 
deeded  to  the  Local  Board  of  Trustees.  Previous  to  this  there  was  no 
place  of  worship  here  except  an  old  saloon  that  had  been  bought  for  the 
purpose.  « 

The  "Phcebe  Palmer  Memorial  Chapel,"  in  Ephraim,  was 
built  through  this  Society  by  Mrs.  Kuapp,  in  memory  of  her  mother, 
and  deeded  to  a  Local  Board  of  Trustees.  You  will  see  by  this  review- 
that  you  have  been  building  better  than  you  thought.  You  have  built 
churches  and  schools  and  helped  to  establish  the  Scandinavian  Mission. 
The  work  of  this  Society  is  no  longer  a  part  of  the  Utah  Mission,  but 
part  of  the  North-west  Norwegian  and  Danish  Mission.  The  last  General 
Conference  divided  the  work,  making  the  English  work  the  Utah  Mission, 
and  the  Scandinavian  work  part  of  the  Norwegian  Mission. 

Your  city  missionaries  have  done  good  work,  and  their  work  like  some 
of  the  work  of  the  teachers  cannot  be  tabulated.  They  have  ministered 
to  the  poor,  nursed  the  sick  and  prayed  with  the  dying,  visited  the  pris- 
oner, cared  for  the  orphan,  sought  the  wandering,  comforted  the  sorrow- 
ing, fed  the  hungry,  clothed  the  naked,  and  done  w^hat  they  could  to  save 
the  sinning  in  pointing  them  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  Will  you  this 
coming  year  increase  your  appropriation,  and  thus  reinforce  the  workers 
already  in  the  field  so  that  you  may  have  as  many  workers  in  the  Utah 
Mission  as  you  have  in  the  Norwegian  Mission  ? 

This  Society  has  invested  in  Utah  more  than  $25,000  in  property,  be- 
sides supporting  teachers  and  missionaries,  and  sending  supplies  to  the 
ministers  and  schools  for  distribution  among  the  poor.

Bureau  for  Indians. 


Because  of  the  decision  last  year  to  strengthen  and  not  enlarge  the 
■work,  the  Indian  Bureau  has  undertaken  no  new  missions. 

Pawnee,  in  care  of  Mrs.  Bowden,  has  continued  the  usual  work. 
Agent  Ward  has  alternated  with  Mrs.  Bowden  in   preaching  at  the  little 
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Indian  chiirrh,  of  which  there  are  about  75  members,  quite  a  number  hav- 
ing been  added  this  year.  Mrs.  Bowden  resigned  in  September  and  went 
to  the  Lucy  Webb  Haves  Training  School  at  Washington.  A  minister  and 
wife  will  be  appointed  to  that  place. 

PONCA,  thirtv-five  miles  from  Pawnee,  has  been  in  the  hands  of  Mrs. 
E.  Smith,  who  reports  increasing  improvement  among  the  Indians. 
She  brings  the  women  to  her  house  to  make  garments,  and  re- 
quires the  attendance  of  such  at  church  and  Sunda}^  School.  She  also 
instructs  them  in  religion  when  at  her  house,  to  which  thej'  are  attracted 
by  the  sewing  supplies.  One  Indian  came  in  and  kneeling  signiiied  his 
desire  to  be  prayed  for.     The  mission  is  in  an  improved  condition. 

Pawhuska  is  now  known  as  the  Adelaide  Springer  Osage  Mis- 
sion, so  named  by  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference.  pTt  the  instance  of 
Commissioner  ]Morgan,  our  excellent  girls'  school  was  transferred  last 
February  to  the  Government.  It  is  still  prospering  in  the  hands  of 
the  former  stiperintendent,  Mrs.  JVlarsh.  We  owm  two  commodi- 
ous cottages,  and  a  plain  school  building  now  vacant,  at  this  place.  One 
cottage  rents  at  f  10  per  month  and  the  other  is  occupied  by  the  pastor's 
famiK,  whose  wife,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Palmer,  is  our  missionary. 

The  Government  bought  a  part  of  our  school  and  boarding  furniture 
to  the  amount  of  over  I300.00.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Palmer  have  been  carefully- 
disposing  of  what  is  left.  For  this  they  have  received  $190.00  cash,  $61.00 
still  uncollected.  These  missionaries  are  faithfully  visiting  all  classes  of 
people  including  whites,  who  are  very  needy,  as  well  as  the  Indians.  As 
a  fruit  of  our  mission,  there  is  a  good  church  at  the  agency,  of  which  Mr. 
Palmer  is  the  pastor.  The  transition  of  the  school  caused  a  great  deal  of 
care  and  labor  to  the  missionaries  in  disposing  of  our.  goods.  But  they 
are  now  earnestly  engaged  in  direct  missionary  work_j 

The  Pawnees  are  very  poor  but  industrious,  some  of  them  having 
comfortable  houses.  The  Poncas  are  very  poor  also.  For  supplies  for 
sewing,  $25  have  been  spent  to  good  advantage  as  an  attraction  to  hear  the 
gospel. 

Ukiah,  Cal. — We  have  an  ideal  mission.  Miss  Powers,  formerly  our 
missionar}',  is  employed  by  Mrs.  Dorchester  in  a  school  composed  of 
children  and  adults.  Rev.  J.  L.  Burchard,  a  former  agent,  now  our  mis- 
sionary, has  long  had  the  hearts  of  these  Indians — known  as  the  Digger 
Indians.  They  have  erected  two  little  chapels,  costing  several  hundred 
dollars,  for  which  the  Indian  women  and  men  have  given  to  their  utmost 
abilit}'.  Two  others  are  in  process  of  erection,  owing  to  the  devoted 
giving  of  the  missionary  who,  like  the  Indians,  has  exhausted  his  means 
for  the  beloved  cause.  These  Indians  are  scattered  over  a  large  territory, 
necessitating  long  journey's.  Polygamous  marriages  are  forbidden.  Mr. 
Burchard  has  united  in  lawful  marriage  this  year  five  such  coiiples.  A 
very  vigorous  and  successful  work  has  been  done  in  closing  out  saloons, 
so  destructive  to  the  alcohol-loving  Indian.  This  mission  is  truly  a  foun- 
tain^of  saving  influences  to  the  whole  country. 

Stickney  Home,  Lynden,  Wash.,  has  been  completed  this  year,  and 
an  interesting  school  opened.  We  have  25  acres  of  good  farming  land, 
and  raised  nearly  enough  vegetables  last  year  to  supply  the  school.  The 
school  has  suffered  from  the  summer  vacation  but  is  again  resuming  its 
old  number  of  about  30.  After  the  close  of  the  Government  contract  in 
June,  the  school  must  be  sustained  without  governmental  help.  ,  There 
are  many  opportunities  for  the  enlargement  of  our  Indian  "■  work, 
which  we  hope  ere  long*  the  Society  will  do,  having  strengthened 
its  many  stations  elsewhere.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  Indian  stations 
hold  the  frontier  for  evil  or  good,  and  hence  are  of  great  importance.

[Note. — ^Owiug  to  the  action  of  General  Conference,  which  in  eflfect 
closed  the  work  in  Alaska,  the  report  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau,  settint^  forth  the  financial  needs  and  plans,  was  laid  on  the  table. 
Some  extracts  from  the  report  that  furnish  information  of  general  inter- 
est are  here  given. — Editor.] 

Probably  all  know  that  the  action  of  the  General  Conference  pre- 
vented the  completion  of  the  contract  which  was  ready  to  be  closed  for 
the  erection  of  the  Jesse  Lee  Home.  But  to  fulfill  the  numerous  promises 
to  generous  and  patient  contributors  to  this  work,  and  if  possible  to  com- 
fort our  long  suffering  teachers  there,  I  accepted  from  the  North  American 
Commercial  Company  their  kind  offer  of  a  free  passage  out  and  return. 
On  the  3rd  day  of  July  I  left  Port  Townsend  in  search  of  our  long 
"  promised  land."  At  i  A.  M.  on  the  eleventh  day  out,  over  rougher  seas 
than  the  Pacific  usually  furnishes,  Alaska  became  to  me  a  reality.  Its 
first  greeting  was  extended  at  this  midnight  hour  by  one  of  its  most 
active  volcanoes.  By  noon  I  was  seated  in  our  dilapidated  Jesse  Lee 
Home,  surrounded  by  the  bright  faces  of  our  fifteen  girls,  with  a  back- 
ground of  two  such  sad,  discouraged  ones,  that  my  heart  was  nearly 
broken. 

The  girls  had  been  told  over  and  over  that  Mrs.  Daggett  was  coming 
to  bring  them  a  new  Home,  and  every  steamer  that  came  into  the  harbor 
was  eagerly  watched  by  both  teachers  and  scholars.  "  Where  is  our 
Home  ?  "  came  from  all  sides.  How  could  I  say  I  did  not  bring  it,  nor 
an}'  one  to  help  Mrs.  Tuck  ? 

«-     ■:■:■  •:•:-     prom  the   first  it  has  been  the  aim  of  all  connected  with 

this  work  to  have  it  considered  a  Government  school.  Had  it  been  oth- 
erwise we  should  not  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Greek  Church,  as  we  did  while  I  was  there. 

The  first  Sabbath  after  my  arrival  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  this 
Bishop  go  through  his  ceremonies  in  his  gold  embroidered  satin  robes. 
This  Bishop's  assistant  often  called  at  the  Home  to  join  with  us  at  even- 
ing prayers.  He  read  our  Bible,  and  being  a  fine  musician,  he  most 
charmingly  played  our  "  Hamilton  Organ  "  and  sweetly  sung  our  Gospel 
Hymns. 

The  dissolute  mother  of  one  of  our  fourteen-3'ear  old  girls  was  doing 
her  best  to  get  her  daughter  to  run  away.  We  did  not  know  that  the  Bishop 
knew  anything  about  this  until  his  assistant  informed  us  that  he  had  said 
the  girl  should  stay  with  us  until  she  was  eighteen. 

■:•;  ■;■;  »  -:■;■  fwo  years  ago  when  these  girls  came  to  us  looking 
and  acting  more  like  wild  animals  than  human  beings,  they  could  not 
speak  a  word  of  English.  To-day  from  our  little  six-year  old  Parslia  to 
Tatiaua  of  nineteen,  all  know  the  names  of  the  books  in  both  the  Old  and 
New  Testament,  and  can  turn  to  any  chapter  in  them  readily  and  can  sing 
well  from  "Gospel  Hymns  "  and  "Joy  and  Gladness."  All  the  large  ones 
are  learning  to  cook,  and  some  cook  well ;  two  are  learning  dress-making, 
and  one  of  these  is  taking  special  lessons  in  both  vocal  and  instrumental 
music  from  Mr.  Tuck.  Parsacovia  is  as  good  a  laundress  as  one  need  ask 
for.  Each  knows  her  duty,  and  at  the  close  of  morning  prayers  all  go  to 
their  places  without  a  word  from  an3-one.  Little  Parsha  on  her  knees  with 
an  eagle's  wing  brushes  dust  from  under  the  heavy  furniture. 

These  girls  so  transformed  in  two  years  that  those  who  knew  them 
when  in  the  holes  in  the  ground,  their  only  home,  do  not  now  recognize 
them,  must  be  protected  from  the  wolves  in  human  shape  that  come  to 
our  Home  from  whale  ships  or  war  vessels  and'gaze  in  at  the  windows  or 
try  to  talk  through  the  cracks  and  knot  holes  in  the  fence. 

They  can  never  safely  go  out  alone  except  in  front  of  the  house  with 
the  ej'cs  of  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Tuck  upon  them  ;  never  go  to  the  green  hills  and 
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mountains  covered  with  loveliest  flowers  from  base  to  summit,  without 
one  or  more  adults  to  protect  them.  Even  then  these  creatures  follow 
and  stare  at  and  speak  to  them,  if  not  kept  closely  grouped  around  their 
escort. 

Good  news  comes  from  Unga,  with  only  one  drawback.  IMrs.  McKin- 
ney  had  a  dangerous  attack  of  pneumonia  last  Spring,  from  which  she  has 
not  fully  recovered.  To  show  the  interest  that  is  manifested  in  our  work 
by  those  who  are  not  connected  with  it  I  may  say  that  the  mining  en- 
gineer at  the  gold  mines  of  Unga  told  me  that  if  we  wovild  send  one  of 
our  girls  over  to  help  Mrs.  McKinney  he  would  pay  her  fare  if  the  com- 
pany w'ould  not  take  her  free. 

The  Martha  Ellen  Stevens  cottage  was  in  process  of  erection  when  I 
left,  and  will  prove  a  great  comfort  to  our  missionaries.  Mrs.  McKinney 
took  three  boys  into  her  own  house,  with  the  result  that  from  coarse,  bad 
boys,  thev  became  quiet  and  well-behaved. 

The  miners  there  would  be  greatly  benefited  if  books  were  sent 
to  them,  such  as  histories,  biographies,  travels,  etc.  All  should  be  easy 
reading,  as  few  are  well  acquainted  with  our  language.  This  mining  en- 
gineer says  many  of  them  are  steady,  industrious  young  men  who  will  be- 
come good  citizens  if  proper  aid  is  given  them.

— The  committee  appointed  (See  minutes,  page  41)  to  convey 
the  appropriations  to  the  General  Missionary  Committee  which  met  in 
Baltimore,  Nov.  9th,  later  presented  the  subjoined  report  to  the  General 
Executive  Board,  which  that  body  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  published  as 
an  official  statement. — EDITOR.] 

A  Statement. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ}-,  to  convey  to  the  managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  its  appropriaitions  for  the  year,  presented  them 
through  Bishop  Walden. 

The  appropriations  for  Alaska,  in  consequence  of  General  Conference 
action,  were  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board  and  left  subject  to 
the  action  of  the  managers  of  the  Missionary  Society.  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  being  under  constitutional  obligation  to  sub- 
mit its  "  Fields  of  labor  and  plans  of  work  for  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society,"  a  brief  statement  of  the  facts  in 
the  case  and  of  plans  for  work  in  Alaska  was  made  and  presented,  with 
the  lists  of  appropriations.  We  explained  that  for  the  two  contract 
schools  in  Alaska,  we  have  expended  over  $8,000  in  buildings  and  school 
supplies  ;  that  our  plans  had  been  based  on  the  promise  of  government 
aid ;  that  when  the  General  Conference  decided  against  such  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  benevolent  societies  of  our  church,  we  informed  the 
department  at  W'ashington  that  we  would  not  renew  the  contracts.  We 
assured  the  Missionary  Board  that  widespread  interest  has  been  awakened 
in  behalf  of  Alaska  ;  that  friends  all  over  the  country  will  be  greatly  dis- 
appointed if  the  Society  be  obliged  to  withdraw  from  this  field  ;  that  we 
have  several  thousand  dollars  in  the  treasury  for  that  object  and  could 
pledge  to  make  a  reasonable  appropriation  annually  for  the  support  of 
missions  in  Alaska. 

We  respectfully  suggested  that  the  places  where  our  missions  are  lo- 
cated might  be  attached  to  the  Puget  Sound  Conference,  which  is  nearest, 
and  that  a  preacher  be  appointed  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  the  people; 
that  though  the  native  population  is  small  at  Unalaska,  it  is  an  important 
port  and  is  frequented  by  many  trading  vessels;  that  both  at   Unalaska 
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and  Unga  we  have  buildings  that  would  answer  a  good  purpose  for  a 
dwelling,  a  chapel  or  a  small  school.  We  earnestly  appealed  to  the 
managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  to  adopt  the  work  and  approve  of 
our  making  an  appropriation  to  carry  it  on. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  action  of  the  General  Conference  on 
the  subject  of  contract  schools  was  absolute.    [See  minutes,  page  i8. — Ed.] 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  entered  upon  mission  work 
in  this  Territory  under  the  impression  that  the  Aleutian  Islands  had 
been  assigned  to  the  Methodist  Church  in  fraternal  conference,  and  that 
w'e  were  carrying  out  the  wish  of  the  Church. 

United  States  law  has  little  authority  in  Alaska.  The  Aleutian  Islands 
are  under  the  control,  by  lease,  of  a  great  commercial  company.  If  we 
were  not  under  obligation  to  work  under  the  authorit}-  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  we  are  informed  by  Mrs.  Daggett,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  who 
has  recently  visited  Alaska,  and  by  others  acquainted  with  the  field,  that 
it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  our  Society  to  successfullv 
carry  on  a  school  or  mission  without  the  moral  support  of  the  authority 
of  the  government  or  the  church. 

Members  of  the  Alaskan  and  Indian  Bureaus,  and  interested  friends 
from  Washington  and  Baltimore,  joined  us  (Mrs.  Davis  and  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary )  in  our  conference  with  the  Missionary  Board,  and 
these  ladies  submitted  their  earnest  arguments  with  ours  in  behalf  of  the 
petition. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  the  next  day  by  the  managers 
of  the  Missionarj-  Societ}'.  Bishop  Merrill  representing  the  committee, 
presented  the  report  as  follows  : 

"Your  committee  on  new^  w^ork  beg  to  report  that  after  an  interview 
with  the  representatives  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  con- 
cerning the  establishment  of  a  mission  station  in  Alaska,  we  gave  the 
matter  careful  consideration,  and,  while  we  fully  appreciate  the  good  pur- 
pose of  the  Society  in  seeking  to  establish  a  work  in  the  Aleutian  Islands, 
yet,  although  without  our  assistance  they  cannot  go  forward  with  this 
work,  we  cannot  see  our  way  clear  at  this  time  to  establishing  a  mission 
there,  especially  in  view  of  the  smallness  of  the  population  accessible  in 
said  islands  and  the  occupanc}'  of  the  mainland  of  Alaska  by  other 
evangelical  churches." 

The  committee  which  brought  in  this  report  was  composed  of  Bishops 
Merrill,  Walden  and  Ninde  ;  Rev.  Drs.  M.  S.  Hard,  J.  F.  Chaffee,  G.  C. 
Wilding,  M.  D.  C.  Crawford  ;  Hon.  Alden  Speare  and  Hon.  E.  L.  Dobbins. 

Supplies  sufficient  to  maintain  the  school  inaugurated  in  Unalaska 
until  next  July  were  sent  late  last  summer  ;  hence  the  work  for  the  pres- 
ent will  not  suffer.  We  are  advised  that  the  government  wall  probably 
provide  a  school  building  in  the  spring,  and  in  that  case  Prof.  Tuck,  the 
present  superintendent  of  the  school  and  mission,  has  signified  his  inten- 
tion to  remain  in  charge  of  the  government  school.  This  will  continue 
the  work  under  the  same  favorable  auspices  for  the  people  of  the  Aleutian 
Islands,  and  while  our  disappointment  in  not  being  able  to  carry  on  the 
enterprise  as  we  had  planned  it  is  great,  we  will  be  obliged  to  be  content 
with  this  arrangement.  The  committee,  however,  is  in  conference  with 
the  authorities  at  Washington,  and  of  the  Church,  in  the  hope  that  a 
practicable  plan  will  be  found  for  continuing  the  work  in  Alaska.  The 
amount  of  the  special  fund  which  remains  unexpended  will  be  .held  by 
the  treasurer  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  which 
alone  has  the  authority  to  appropriate  moneys.  It  is  possible  the  way 
may  open  with  the  approval  of  the  Church  to  renew  the  work  in  Alaska 
in  a  form  that  will  be  satisfactor}-  to  all  parties  concerned.

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Bureau  for  Supplies. 

My  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Supplies  comprises  only  the  work  doue 
between  November  15,  1891,  and  August  23,  1892.  We  feel  very  grateful 
for  the  measure  of  success  attending  this  department  of  the  work  of  our 
Societ}'.  Having  had  the  superintendency  of  the  Glenn  Industrial  Home 
in  Cincinnati  during  its  formative  period,  in  connection  with  this  work,  it 
has  been  impossible  for  your  Secretary  to  devote  her  entire  time  to  this 
Bureau.  The  success  attained  has  been  due  to  God's  guidance  and  help, 
and  the  accurate  work  of  the  Secretaries  of  Supplies  in  various  Conferences. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  good  accomplished  by  this  particular 
line  of  our  work.  Not  only  does  it  secure  the  S3anpathy  of  our  Home 
Missionary  organizations,  but  in  a  number  of  instances  Foreign  Mission- 
ary auxiliaries  have,  in  this  way,  helped  to  spread  the  work  of  Christ  in 
our  land.  In  some  cases  individual  churches  having  no  women's  organ- 
izations of  any  kind  have  sent  valuable  supplies.  Especially  was  this  true 
during  the  "  spring  floods  "  in  the  Southwest.  At  that  time  on  one  Pre- 
siding Elder's  District  twenty-four  ministers  were  relieved  by  our  work- 
ers and  friends.    Other  inundated  districts  received  proportionate  aid. 

We  have  tried  throtigh  Home  Missions,  and  personal  correspondence 
to  stimulate  our  societies  to  supply  our  Homes  not  only  with  household 
goods  but  with  wearing  apparel  as  well,  to  be  used  for  the  pupils.  Many 
of  our  girls  secure  enough  money  for  board  and  tuition,  but  have  almost 
no  clothing.  Some  of  the  superintendents  make  it  a  rule  to  have  the 
girls  work  for  a  certain  grade  of  excellence  and  then  reward  them  with  a 
dress  or  other  needed  garment.  Some  are  thus  enabled  to  remain  in  our 
Homes  who  must  otherwise  have  withdrawn  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
Then  we  have  aided  some  theological  students  to  remain  in  the  Seminar}- 
because  of  clothing  sent  them.  In  one  instance,  a  young  man  attending 
the  University  and  supph-ing  a  mission  church  told  his  Presiding  Elder 
he  must  give  up  his  work  because  he  had  not  clothing  fit  to  wear  in  his 
pulpit.  The  Presiding  Elder  applied  to  this  Bureau  ;  help  was  sent,  and 
the  young  man  remained  in  school  and  at  work.  His  Elder  wrote,  "  In 
his  new  suit  he  looked  as  well  as  any  minister  in  the  land.  His  work  is 
progressing  gloriously  and  souls  are  being  saved." 

Besides  this,  the  work  for  "  frontier  ministers  "  has  been  pushed  and 
responses  to  appeals  for  aid  have  been  as  prompt  as  practicable.  It  has 
been  our  policy  to  send  goods  directh'  to  pastors  needing  aid.  The  only 
exceptions  made  were  during  the  floods  referred  to,  when  to  a  few  pre- 
siding elders,  boxes  were  sent  for  distribution.  Presiding  elders  and 
pastors  have  written  repeatedly,  saying  in  substance,  "'  if  it  were  not  for 
the  supplies  sent  us  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  our  work 
would  necessarily  in  many  places  be  suspended." 

I  desire  to  recommend  that  in  each  Conference  there  be  elected  a  Sec- 
retary of  Supplies.  It  is  impossible  for  a  general  officer  to  correspond 
with  each  auxiliary,  but  a  local  officer  can  keep  in  touch  with  every  so- 
ciety in  her  Conference.  During  the  year  this  has  been  done  with  miich 
success  in  various  Conferences.  Let  auxiliaries  apply  to  the  Conference 
officer  when  desiring  the  name  and  address  of  a  beneficiary,  then  report 
to  her  the  value  of  supplies  sent.  Let  each  Conference  Secretary  of  Sup- 
plies apply  to  the  General  Secretarj^  for  names  and  addresses  Let  her 
report  monthly  the  supplies  sent  from  her  Conference.  Immediately  after 
the  monthl}-  report  appears  in  Home  Missions,  vouchers  should  be  sent  to 
the  Conference  Secretaries.  We  believe  if  these  rules  were  strictly 
enforced  there  would  be  no  duplicating  of  supplies  to  one,  thereby  causing 
some  one  else  perhaps  to  suffer  from  actual  want. 

Reports  have  been  made  monthly  so  far  as  possible  to  Ho)ne  Missions. 
This  has  simplified  the  work  and  is,  on  the  whole,  the  best  method  of  re- 
porting. 
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Called  away  from  Cincinnati  by  the  serions  illness  of  my  mother,  I 
withdraw  from  active  association  with  the  Bureau.  Reluctantly  I  took 
this  work,  reluctantly  I  relinquish  it,  asking  only  that  it  may  prove  as 
great  a  blessing  to  my  successor  as  it  has  been  to  me.

Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work. 

The  organized  City  Work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
is  largeh^  done  under  the  stipervision  of  other  Bureatis  and  is,  therefore, 
reported  to  this  Board  by  the  Secretaries  of  these  Bureaus.  The  work  of 
the  visiting  deaconesses,  the  Italian,  the  Bohemian  and  the  French  Mis- 
sions, and  the  Immigrant  work  are  all  city  work,  and  most  of  it  is  stip- 
ported  by  local  contributions  and  under  the  direction  of  local  committees, 
as  is  the  work  reported  by  this  Btireati.  The  Secretary  makes  this  ex- 
planation lest  some  one  not  acqtiainted  with  our  Missions  should  suppose 
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that  this  report  covers  the  entire  field  of  effort  in  our  cities.  A  very 
large  percentage  of  city  work  is  not  so  thoroughly  organized  and  systemat- 
icallv  carried  on  as  to  be  formally  reported  to  this  Bureau,  and  yet  it  is 
both  useful  and  profitable.  Such  reports  as  have  come  to  me  I  condense 
and  present  to  you. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  in  Glenn  Home  in  Cin- 
cinnati not  only  a  headquarters  of  city  missionary  work  but  the  head- 
quarters of  the  entire  Society.  The  meetings  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  are  held  here,  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  supplies  is  here  and  the 
general  correspondence  is  carried  on  from  here.  The  Cincinnati  Confer- 
ence has  thus  far  assumed  the  support  of  this  Home  as  its  special  work. 
The  following  is  the  report  of  its  Committee  :  During  the  year  three 
missionaries,  two  kindergarten  teachers  with  two  assistants,  and  three 
teachers  of  domestic  science  have  been  employed  in  the  Home.  Our 
missionaries  not  only  visit  regularly  among  the  poor  and  sick  of  the  city 
but  they  hold  services  in  the  Jail,  the  Infirmarj-,  the  Hospital,  and  the 
Work  House.  Evangelical  meetings  have  been  held  at  mission  points  and 
two  services  a  week  have  been  held  at  the  Home.  God  has  set  his  seal 
upon  this  work,  for  scores  of  souls  have  been  converted  and  man}'  precioiis 
little  ones  baptized. 

It  seems  hardly  possible,  but  the  Superintendent  of  our  Kindergarten 
assures  me  that  in  one  of  our  schools  thirty  little  ones  had  never  heard 
the  true  Christmas  story,  the  story  of  the  birth  of  Jesus  until  they  learned 
it  at  Christmas  time  in  our  Kindergarten.  Our  teachers  faithfully  visit 
the  homes  of  the  little  ones  so  as  to  win  the  parents,  if  possible,  through 
the  children. 

Through  the  liberality  of  one  of  our  Cincinnati  ladies,  the  teaching 
of  domestic  science  was  introduced  into  Glenn  Home.  Our  pa}-  classes, 
as  well  as  the  free  ones  were  full,  in  fact  the  culinary  art  became  so  popu- 
lar that  through  the  influence  of  our  ladies  domestic  science  has  been 
added  to  the  curriculum  of  the  public  schools.  Sewing  schools  for  both 
white  and  colored  girls  have  been  held  ;  night  schools  and  various  other 
branches  of  industrial  and  missionary  work  have  been  pursued  with  suc- 
cess. Thousands  of  tracts  have  been  distributed,  many  Bibles  have  been 
given  away,  and  children  have  been  clothed  and  gathered  into  our  Sun- 
day Schools. 

Sioux  City,  Iowa,  reports  the  employment  of  a  missionary.  Miss  E.  E. 
Cummings,  who  has  been  full  of  good  works.  She  has  made  1,150  visits, 
has  given  So  Testaments,  conducted  33  meetings,  found  100  families  not 
attending  any  church,  and  77  children  not  in  Sunday  School,  sixty  of 
whom  she  has  brought  in,  forty  families  destitute  of  food  and  fifty  desti- 
tute of  clothing,  to  which  she  has  distributed  clothing  supplied  to  her  by 
friends,  and  $70  worth  of  food  and  clothing  supplied  by  the  flood  relief 
committees. 

The  North  Indiana  Conference  reports  work  at  Hagerstown  done  b}- 
a  committee  ;  visiting,  distributing  religious  reading  and  clothing,  and 
caring  for  the  sick  and  destitute.  Knightstown  in  the  same  Conference 
reports  a  similar  plan  of  work. 

The  Michigan  Conference  reports  work  done  by  committees  at  Eau 
Claire,  Battle  Creek  and  Grand  Rapids.  The  last  shows  much  work  done 
of  a  real  missionary  character;  395  visits  made;  135  leaflets,  Bibles  and 
books  distributed ;  386  sick  visited ;  11  families  found  destitute  of  food; 
28  families  destitute  of  clothing;  732  garments  distributed  ;  seven  persons 
brought  to  regular  attendance  upon  church,  16  children  brought  to  Sun- 
day School. 

Wilmington  Conference  is  reported  b}-  Mrs.  Weldin,  who  says  :  "  It 
is  with  pleasure  I  can  report  great  success  in  local  work,  though  it  is 
impossible  to  put  upon  paper  just  what  has  been  done.  $220  have  been 
expended  this  year,  and  we  have  in  one  auxiliar}-  a  fund  of  f  100  already 
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raised  for  local  work  the  coming  year.  We  are  able  to  see  our  way  clearer 
than  ever  before  to  profitable  work." 

Mrs.  Hickman  reports  for  Cleveland  as  follows : 

"  Our  local  work  has  been  very  successful  this  year.  We  have  em- 
ploj-ed  four  missionaries  most  of  the  time,  who  visit  from  house  to  house 
and  organize  the  children  into  sewing  schools,  hold  mothers'  meetings 
and  cottage  prayer  meetings,  and  in  various  waj^s  try  to  reach  and  save 
those  outside  of  church  influences.  Miss  Pershing,  one  of  our  mission- 
aries, was  sent  to  a  neglected  neighborhood  on  the  West  Side  where  the 
population  are  largely  foreign.  She  organized  a  Sabbath  School  and  it 
now  numbers  over  one  hundred  scholars.  She  holds  Sabbath  evening 
services  as  well  as  services  during  the  week,  and  is  now  arranging  for  a 
provisional  class.  It  is  probable  that  a  church  will  soon  be  established  as 
a  result  of  her  work. 

"  Our  missionaries  live  among  the  people  they  serve,  and  are  doing 
much  good.  Their  assistance  is  sought  in  the  city  churches  but,  associated 
with  some  church,  thej'  are  usually  kept  working  among  the  masses  out- 
side.    We  shall  spend  nearly  f  1,200  this  year  in  local  work." 

Mrs.  Tomkinson  reports  for  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Conference : 

In  the  absence  of  any  thoroughly  organized  local  missions,  and  with 
a  view  to  leading  up  to  such  work,  the  Conference  officers  have  advised 
the  following  method:  ist.  The  appointment  of  committees  on  local 
work  in  each  auxiliary ;  2nd.  The  districting  and  distribution  of  territory 
among  sub-committees ;  3d.  Seeking  out  and  caring  for  the  poor,  sick, 
and  neglected,  and  bringing  .them  to  church  and  Sunday  School ;  4th. 
Emphasizing  the  missionary  purpose  as  the  impelling  motive  of  such 
efforts;  and,  5th,  Careful  reporting  and  tabulation  of  the  work  done. 
AVhile  this  order  has  not  always  been  observed,  and  much  has  been  done 
in  a  desultory  way,  and  very  much  has  not  been  reported  at  all,  we  despise 
not  the  day  of  small  things.  The  amoiint  of  money  expended  and  re- 
ported to  the  Treasurer  is  $412.00. 

We  have  one  field  which  strongly  appeals  to  us  for  organized  work, 
that  of  the  miners  congregated  about  Hazleton, — Hungarians  and  Italians, 
but  we  do  not  know  how  to  get  the  means  to  start  such  a  work. 

The  East  Tennessee  Conference  reports  through  the  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Provine,  donations  to  the  amount  of  $136,00,  and  siipplies  to  Morristown. 

Wyoming  Conference  reports  throtigh  Mrs.  Bump  as  follows  : 

Many  of  our  auxiliaries  are  doing  real  missionar}-  work  through  their 
local  committee.  I  woiild  like  to  make  especial  mention  of  some.  Provi- 
dence Church,  Scranton,  has  used  $110  in  helping  a  mission  church  ;  Jen- 
nj'^n,  Milford,  Norwich,  Shenango  Street  and  High  Street,  Binghamton, 
have  all  just  commenced  in  this  good  work,  each  expending  quite  an 
amount  of  mone}-,  and  sending  their  vouchers  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

Centenary  Church,  Binghamton,  has  a  ver}-  faithful  committee.  This 
committee  has  made  in  the  past  year  424  visits,  105  visits  to  the  sick, 
brought  to  Sunday  School  14  children,  and  supplied  to  the  destittite  both 
food  and  clothing.  Tabernacle  auxiliar}-,  Binghamton,  still  employ  as 
their  missionar}'  Miss  Mary  Wallace,  who  is  untiring  in  her  efforts  to 
minister  to  the  neglected,  destitute,  sick  and  dying,  in  that  part  of  the 
city.  No  sacrifice  seems  too  great  for  her  if  thereby  she  ma\-  reach  some 
souls  and  bring  them  to  Christ.  Her  report  for  the  year  ending  October 
1st,  is  as  follows  :  Number  of  calls  made,  2061,  number  of  visits  to  sick, 
488,  visits  to  the  lanconverted,  623,  garments  distributed,  433,  religious 
papers  and  leaflets,  259,  baskets  of  fruit  sent  the  sick,  66,  bouquets  of 
flowers  to  the  sick,  96,  Bibles  distributed,  11,  persons  helped  to  employ- 
ment, 5,  persons  brought  to  regular  attendance  upon  church,  40,  persons 
brought  to  Sunday  School,  56,  Bible  readings  given,  26,  mothers'  meet- 
ings held,  24,  persons  converted,  21. 

This  report  gives  only  a  part  of  the  work  accomplished,  as  she  siDcnt 
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davs  with  the  sick  and  dying,  and  has  been  called  upon  to  help  conduct 
funeral  services;  she  has  made  and  repaired  man}'  of  the  garments  given 
to  those  brovight  into  church  and  Sunday  School.  The  sewing  school  for 
girls  connected  with  this  work  has  an  average  attendance  of  40,  the 
children  coming  from  the  most  wretched  homes.  Another  department 
of  the  work  that  Miss  Wallace  has  been  very  successful  in  is  the  Home 
Class,  which  I  mentioned  in  my  report  of  last  year.  The  results  from 
that  work  are  most  cheering.  There  is  a  membership  of  230.  Each 
member  is  visited  once  a  quarter  and  given  the  lesson  helps.  Everyone 
is  assigned  to  some  class  in  the  main  school,  so  if  at  anj'  time  it  is  possi- 
ble for  him  to  attend  he  feels  at  home.  Many  interesting  cases  of  those 
that  are  sick  or  confined  to  the  house  through  some  great  misfortune, 
and  those  that  have  thought  themselves  forsaken,  might  be  cited,  who 
have  been  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  Christ  through  these  means. 

Scranton  First  Church  has  employed  a  missionary,  Miss  Tillie  Hawley, 
for  the  past  five  months,  who  has  been  doing  a  good  work.  She  has  made 
59S  visits,  given  10  Bibles  and  books,  led  10  Bible  readings,  visited  61 
families  not  attending  church,  found  40  children  not  in  Sunday  School, 
and  12  families  destitute  of  food  and  clothing,  distributed  20  garments, 
helped  four  to  emplo^-ment,  brought  20  to  Sunda)'  School  and  several  to 
church  attendance.  Vouchers  to  the  amount  of  $1,438  have  been  sent  to 
the  General  Treasurer  from  this  Conference  this  year  for  local  work. 

^Irs.  M.  Benson  reports  much  work  done  in  the  West  Wisconsin  Con- 
ference but  cannot  give  details.     The  aggregate  of  monej-  spent  is  $233. 

The  auxiliaries  of  Columbus,  O.,  eniplo}'  Mrs.  L,.  Hurlbut  to  do  cit}' 
mission  work  on  Seventh  Street,  a  locality  long  abandoned  to  vice  and 
immorality.  She  visits  every  day  among  the  sick  and  the  unfortunate.  She 
holds  religious  services  every  evening,  sometimes  at  the  Haig  Mission, 
sometimes  in  a  tent  erected  for  that  purpose,  and  sometimes  she  goes  in 
a  "  gospel  wagon "  from  one  crime  center  to  another  to  hold  services 
among  those  who  otherwise  would  not  hear  the  gospel.  Mrs.  Hurlbut's 
success  this  year  encourages  us  to  continue  her  work  in  the  year  before  us. 

Mrs.  Maxfield  reports  for  Omaha,  North  Nebraska  Conference  : 

We  have  improved  in  our  system  of  work  as  churches  and  as  individuals. 
More  work  has  been  done  than  ever  before,  but  not  all  of  it  by  the  Home 
Missionary  Society.  The  deaconesses  have  done  much.  None  of  our 
workers  have  received  pay.  Some  ladies  have  given  time  to  visiting  and 
to  sewing.  Food,  fuel,  furniture,  medicine,  clothing,  rent,  books  and 
papers  have  been  given.  Children  have  been  clothed  and  sent  to  Sabbath 
School,  the  sick  visited  ;  employment  has  been  found  for  some,  and  many 
brought  to  Sabbath  services. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond,  from  far  off  San  Francisco,  reports  that  the 
auxiliaries  have  helped  needy  preachers'  families,  have  supported  free 
kindergartens,  have  contributed  to  the  support  of  Deaconess  work,  and 
to  Indian  and  Alaskan  work. 

She  says  "  We  are  glad  that  the  funds  reported  are  more  than  three 
times  as  large  as  last  j-ear.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  in  figures  what 
has  been  accomplished,  but  1,421  visits  have  been  made,  S04  leaflets  and 
books  distributed,  267  sick  visited,  32  have  been  helped  to  employment, 
14  brought  to  Sunday  School.     We  have  raised  in  money  for  all  purposes, 

l3>78i.73- 

There  is  some  complaint  that  the  blanks  provided  are  not  adapted  to 
all  the  circumstances  attending  local  work.  It  is  hardly  expected  that 
any  blank  will  be  adapted  to  all  fields.  It  is  quite  possible  that  a  better 
one  than  the  one  we  have  can  be  devised.  The  one  provided  serves  as  a 
guide  as  to  kinds  of  work  proposed  by  the  Society,  but  the  best  report 
may  often  be  a  written  one,  using  the  blank  as  a  general  guide  only. 

The  Conference  officers  are  coming  to  understand  that  it  is  only 
regularlv  organized  mission  work  that  this  Bureau  wishes   to  recosrnize 
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and  report,  and  not  sporadic  and  unauthorized  benevolences,  either 
within  or  outside  our  congregations,  by  our  auxiliaries  or  others. 

This  work  may  be  do.ne  by  missionaries  or  through  committees,  but 
it  should  be  methodical,  pvirsued  with  a  steady  purpose,  and  according  to 
a  previously  arranged  plan,  and  have  an  issue  in  doing  marked  good  to 
the  soiils  and  bodies  of  men.  This  Society  has  a  right  to  expect  results 
from  money  raised  and  expended  in  its  name.  Unless  the  Bureau  of 
Local  Work  insists  upon  well  defined,  carefully  planned,  steadily  pursued 
and  economically  managed  city  work,  it  will  be  better  to  abandon  it  lest 
it  be  a  temptation  to  spend  money  and  time  to  no  profit. 

The  amount  of  monej-  spent  is  no  certain  measure  of  the  amount  of 
good  accomplished.  The  Conference  officers  shoiild  report  only  such 
work  as  they  believe  to  be  missionary  work  as  we  understand  it.  Not 
parish  work,  not  impulsive  and  incidental  giving,  but  honest  missionary 
iL'ork.

Bureau  for  Reading  Circle. 


Fifteen  Conferences  are  represented  in  the  report  for  the  Reading 
Circle.     The  number  of  readers  in  each  Conference  is  as  follows  : 

Northern  New  York  83,  North  Ohio  68,  Central  New  York  63,  New 
England  61,  Tennessee  52,  Wilmington  39,  South  Kansas  36,  New  England 
Southern  22,  Newark  19,  South-east  Indiana  18,  New  York  East  11,  Florida 
4,  New  Hampshire  4,  Michigan  3. 

This  gives  a  total  of  502  readers  reported  by  name,  and  represents 
probably  not  more  than  half  the  actual  number.  One  auxiliary  reported 
forty  members  and  sent  onl}'  four  names.  No  report  whatever  came  from 
several  Conferences  in  which  there  were  many  readers.  The  banner  is 
awarded  to  the  Northern  New  York  Conference,  which  leads  the  list. 
This  banner  was  left  a  year  ago  in  the  Lucy  Webb  Haj-es  Deaconess  Home 
in  Washington  by  the  North  Ohio  Conference. 

"  How  the  Other  Half  Lives,"  by  Jacob  Riis,  has  been  added  as  the 
book  for  the  third  star  course,  and  has  been  received  with  enthusiasm. 
It  cannot  fail  to  awaken  deep  interest  in  the  problem  of  cit}-  evangeliza- 
tion. A  new  leaflet  has  just  been  published  which  gives  a  full  explanation 
of  the  plans  of  the  Circle.  In  order  that  these  may  be  full}'  understood, 
we  quote  from  the  leaflet :

The  regular  course  extends  over  three  years  and  covers  our  mission 
field.  A  star  course  is  added  every  year.  We  lay  special  emphasis  on  the 
reading  of  "  Woman's  Home  Missions,"  and  the  "  Annual  Report."  These 
contain  information  to  date. 
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Plan  of  Reading:. 

It  is  best  to  begin  with  the  first  year  aud  read  the  books  in  order.  In 
this  respect  our  plan  of  reading  differs  from  that  of  the  Chautauqua 
Circle.  More  than  one  year's  course  niaj'  be  read  in  one  year  and  due 
credit  will  be  given  if  duly  reported.  We  recommend  that  each  Society 
have  its  librarian  and  as  many  sets  of  books  as  possible;  that  the  librarian 
keep  these  books  in  circulation  among  the  members  of  the  society,  and 
keep  a  record  of  the  reading  done  by  each  member.  When  this  is  impos- 
sible, we  recommend  that  the  books  be  placed  in  the  Sunday  School  or 
church  library,  and  that  members  of  the  Reading  Circle  make  use  of 
them. 

*  Reporting^. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  each  auxiliary  shall  report  quarterly 
on  the  regular  blanks  to  the  Conference  Secretar}-,  who  shall  forward  to 
the  Bureau  Secretary  a  statement  concerning  number  and  increase  of 
members. 

Annually,  in  June,  the  auxiliar}^  Secretaries  should  send  to  Conference 
Secretaries  a  complete  list  of  all  members,  giving  names  in  full,  and  in- 
dicating work  done  bv  figures  and  stars,  thus  :

The 
Conference  Secretaries  should  send  this  complete  list  to  the  Bureau  Sec- 
retary, who  will  have  the  names  of  all  readers  published. 

Badg:es. 

A  red  badge  is  awarded  for  the  first  year's  course  of  reading,  a  white 
one  for  the  second,  and  a  blue  one  for  the  third.  A  certificate  signed  by 
the  Conference  Secretar}^  will  be  given  upon  the  completion  of  the  regu- 
lar course.  These  certificates  contain  blank  stars  which  can  be  filled  with 
gilt  ones  as  the  star  courses  are  completed.  The  badges,  certificates  and 
stars  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  upon  application 
from  the  Conference  Secretary-  who  will  award  them.  Ribbon  badges  will 
be  sent  on  payment  of  ten  cents  apiece,  otherwise  paper  ones  are  used. 

Suggestions  will  be '  made  and  questions  answered  every  month 
through  "  Womati^s  Home  Missiovs."  In  this  wa}-,  every  member  can 
keep  herself  informed  concerning  all  details. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Trisler,  Hartwell,  C,  is  the  newly  elected  Secretary  of  this 
Bureau.  We  ask  for  her  a  cordial  reception,  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all 
members  of  the  Reading  Circle,  and  a  year's  work  crowned  with  success.

Bureau  for  Immigrants. 


Thanks  to  the  Christ  of  the  poor  and  of  the  stranger,  we  have  had 
prosperity'  in  all  our  work.  Many  things  have  combined  to  show  our 
nation  the  need  of  this  service.  The  investigations  of  the  Commission 
appointed  by  the  United  States  Government  to  ferret  out  the  schemes  of 
Immigration  Societies  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  making  America  a  "  dump- 
ing ground  "  for  Old  World  pauperage  and  crime  ;  light  thrown  upon 
abuses  in  the  steerage  of  ocean  steamers,  endangering  the  chastity  of 
immigrant  girls ;  attention  drawn  to  the  steamship  schedules,  landing 
passengers  on  the  Lord's  day,  making  it    the  busiest  of  the  week,  and 
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depriving  Government  employes  and  missionaries  of  their  Sabbath  rest 
and  worship ;  all  these  have  shown  onr  work  to  be  of  the  first  import- 
ance. 

The  cholera  in  New  York  Harbor  was  God's  object  lesson,  setting 
before  the  nation  the  moral  death  that  mnst  come  from  this  foreign  inflow, 
unless  we  hold  a  rigid  quarantine  of  missions  and  all  other  works  of 
grace.     Our  Immigrants'  Homes  are  the  nation's  safeguard. 

Tbe  Philadelphia  Inimisrrant  Girls*  HCome 

has  been  well  cared  for  by  its  excellent  Local  Committee,  its  energetic 
tnatron,  and  the  efficient  deaconesses  who  have  visited  all  incoming 
steamers.  It  has  doubled  its  capacity  for  service  by  renting  the  house 
next  door.  The  partitions  have  been  taken  out  of  the  first  story,  making 
a  pleasant  little  chapel  and  school  room.  The  two  upper  floors  are  to  be 
filled  with  beds  for  the  immigrants.  With  God's  blessing,  this  Home  will 
become  the  centre  of  work  among  our  poor  foreigners  who  will  need  our 
help  for  3-ears  to  come  as  surel)-  as  now.  The  work  done  with  even  our 
former  small  space  is  excellent.  Persons  sheltered,  166;  Meals  furnished, 
2,709  ;  Lodgings,  835. 

The  Bostou  Iiiiinlgrants'  Home 

has  met  the  condition  that  frees  it  from  debt.  The  "  bee  hives  "  of  our 
New  England  women  are  typical  of  their  industry.  Two  years  ago  last 
February,  the  Home  was  bought,  costing,  with  repairs,  $17,350.  It  has 
taken  no  small  energy  and  self-sacrifice  to  raise  this  money.  Three  of 
them,  beside  the  missionary,  went  from  auxiliary  to  auxiliary  to  present 
the  claims  of  the  Home.  No  wonder  that  they  had  a  doxology  tearful 
with  joy  wdien  the  last  money  came  in. 

Now  that  the  debt  is  provided  for,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  rent 
half  the  building.  It  will  all  soon  be  full  of  the  different  departments  of 
our  work.  Niimber  of  lodgings,  1,603  ;  Meals,  5,299 ;  Boats  and  trains 
met,  156;  Missionary  calls  made,  100;  Religious  meetings  held,  208; 
Persons  helped  to  find  work,  100;  Conversions,  12. 

The  Kei^  York  immijjrraiit  Girls'  Hoane 

has  seen  some  changes  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Smith  finding  the  w'ork 
very  heavy  resigned,  and  Miss  Alma  Matthews  tftok  her  place.  Not  long 
after  she  left  iis  for  other  work,  and  Miss  Mary  Orr  of  Niles,  O.,  and  Miss 
Alice  Barker  of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  were  placed  in  charge.  The  work  of  this 
Home  is  very  hard,  caring  for  its  share  of  the  half  million  immigrants 
who  land  at  this  port  each  year.  The  cholera  quarantine  has  made  it 
hard«j\3-et  the  missionaries  have  served  faithfully. 

'We  must  begin  in  earnest  to  gather  up  our  building  fund.  The  Gov- 
ernment ma}'  take  our  present  site  any  da)'  for  the  Custom  House.  Prop- 
erty is  enormously  dear  in  that  localit}-,  but  we  cannot  go  up  town  to  find 
cheaper  quarters.  We  must  stay  near  the  Ellis  Island  Ferry.  All  the 
Church  will  have  to  help  us.  New  York  is  the  chief  port  of  entry  for 
the  millions  who  come  to  our  country  for  its  weal  or  woe.  So  many  stop 
here  that  they  are  killing  out  the  moral  life  of  the  city.  New  York  is 
fast  becoming  a  most  needy  missiouar}^  field.  All  the  liation  will  have  to 
help  care  for  the  immigrants  of  the  great  metropolisj 

The  Italian  Girls'  Home 

was  opened  last  January,  though  it  took  some  time  to  get  leases,  plumb- 
ing, furnishings  and  indentures  all  adjusted.  We  occiipy  the  parlor  floor 
of  a  house  in  the  Italian  quarter  for  our  Sunday  School,  Sabbath  afternoon 
service,   prayer  meetings,  sewing  school,  Helping  Hand,  &c.,  &c.     Our 
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Home  and  Industrial  School  in  another  house  has  a  family  of  twelve.  The 
children,  gathered  from  among  the  poorest,  are  all  converted,  and  they 
improve  rapidly.  Forty  adults  have  been  received  into  the  Church,  with 
Miss  Ruddy  for  their  class  leader.  God's  blessing  has  been  iipon  this 
mission  in  a  marked  manner. 

While  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  has  gone  among  the  churches 
organizing  auxiliaries,  and  stirring  them  to  interest  in  this  work,  she  has 
seen  that  it  appeals  to  the  common  sense  of  the  common  people,  which 
the  wise  Lincoln  used  ^o  often  to  consult.  He  said  in  his  pithy  w^ay, 
"  You  can  fool  some  of  the  people  all  the  time,  all  the  people  sometimes, 
but  not  all  the  people  all  the  time."  Mammonists  and  demagogues  have 
hoodwinked  the  mass  of  the  people  on  this  tremendous  immigration  busi- 
ness as  long  as  they  can.  Eyes  are  being  opened,  a  little  roughly,  per- 
haps, to  its  magnitude.  Every  thoughtful  person  must  see  that  this  immi- 
grants' work  is  his  as  well  as  ours.  And  what  can  we  do  in  Philadelphia, 
Boston  and  New  York,  with  such  odds  against  us,  if  everybody  does  not 
send  monev  to  our  treasur}^  women  to  our  help,  and  prayers  to  heaven 
on  our  behalf.  J.  Fowi^ER  Willing,  Secretary. 
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We  come  to  this  meeting  with  our  border  enlarged,  with  the  certainty 
that  we  have  before  us  four  years  before  the  next  great  gathering  of  our 
Church  fathers,  in  which  to  prove  ourselves  skillful  workmen,  prepared  to 
do  service  for  this  great  branch  of  woman's  service,  which  is  so  freeh- 
open  before  us. 

From  seven  Homes  of  one  year  ago,  we  have  grown  to  eleven  centers 
of  Deaconess  work.  We  name  tO'  you  Baltimore,  Brooklyn,  Buffalo,  Des 
Moines,  Detroit,  Grand  Rapids,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  San  Francisco, 
Svracuse  and  W^ashington  as  centers  of  Deaconess  work  in  loyal  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societ3\  It  is  but  three  years 
since  our  Society  at  Indianapolis  passed  the  resolution,  now  become 
famous,  that  "  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  expresses  its 
willingness  to  assume  the  care  of  Deaconess  Homes  whenever  such 
Homes  shall  be  entrusted  to  it,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Dis- 
cipline, in  so  far  and  as  rapidly  as  financial  considerations  will 
permit." 

Since  this  time  the  Church  has  had  constantly  presented  to  it  questions 
of  the  organization  and  administration  of  Homes.  To  some  of  us  it  has 
seemed  as  if  this  question  were  given  undue  prominence,  as  the  fact  re- 
mains that  to  "  minister  to  the  poor,  visit  the  sick,  pray  with  the  dying, 
care  for  the  orphans,  seek  the  wandering,  comfort  the  sorrowing,  and  save 
the  sinning,"  are  the  real  ends  of  all  labor.  Whether  these  ends  be 
attained  by  independent  effort  or  by  working  in  connection  with  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionarj'  Societ)-,  the  woman's  organization  of  the 
Church,  is  a  matter  that  the  General  Conference  has  wisely  left  undecided 
for  the  present. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  a  Divine  Providence  has  smiled  upon  the 
Homes  that  are  here  represented.  The  Home  at  Baltimore  was  opened 
shortly  after  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  was  placed 
under  the  supervi-sion  of  our  Society,  and  is  conducted  by  deaconesses 
from  the  Washington  Home.  The  Home  at  Brooklyn  was  opened  about 
the  same  time.  Buffalo  will  have  good  news  for  you.  The  work  at  Des 
Moines  was  begun  about  four  months  ago  by  the  services  of  a  deaconess 
sent  from,  the  Washington  Home,  and  warm,  true  hearted  friends  in  that 
city  are  planning  largely  for  the  fiiture.  At  Grand  Rapids  you  may  see 
for  vourselves  what  a  beautiful   location   has   been    obtained   and   what 
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promise  there  is  for  the  future.  Philadelphia  has  had  the  presentation  of 
a  beautiful  Home,  a  permanent  restinjj;  place.  In  San  Francisco  there  is 
thought  of  establishing  hospital  work,  and  later  a  hospital,  in  connection 
with  that  Home.  Syracuse  has  enlarged  its  numbers.  The  Lucy  Webb 
Hayes  Deaconess  Home  and  Bible  School  at  Washington  has  had  a  3-ear  of 
great  prosperity  ;  a  year  that  has  sorely  tried  its  projectors  with  the  new 
problems  that  had  to  be  met,  and  in  all  the  conditions  that  come  with  the 
first  initiation  of  a  great  enterprise.  It  now  opens  its  second  year  with  a 
prestige  of  a  fine  beginning.  Consecrated  and  eminent  Bible  scholars  are 
connected  with  it  as  teachers  or  lecturers,  and  it  offers  rare  opportunities 
for  training,  both  in  deaconess  and  general  missionary  lines. 

According  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  a  memorial  was 
presented  to  the  General  Conference  of  May,  1892,  representing  the  work 
that  had  been  accomplished  in  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  asking  for  a  recognition  of  this  work.  The  action  of 
the  General  Conference,  that  by  a  majority  of  seventy-four,  decided  to 
continue  the  work  as  it  is  at  present  without  any  new  legislation, 
was  hailed  with  great  pleasure  by  those  who  had  at  heart  the  interests 
of  our  work.  We  felt  that  we  had  received  not  onl}-  the  endorsement 
of  what  we  had  done,  but  a  commendation  to  continue  as  we  had  begun, 
or  the  action  that  was  passed  would  not  have  received  the  sanction  that 
it  did. 

We  would  make  now  an  earnest  plea  to  our  friends  to  secure  for  lis  in 
the  localities  where  you  live  good  candidates  for  Deaconess  work ;  so  far 
as  possible,  send  them  for  training  to  our  central  Deaconess  Home  at 
Washington,  and  enable  us  to  have  w^orkers  to  meet  the  great  demand 
made  upon  us.  There  come  from  Vermont,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Tennes- 
see and  from  New  Jersey  urgent  requests  that  we  are  obliged  to  defer 
until  we  can  obtain  workei's  to  meet  our  needs.  We  want  strong,  useful 
young  women  or  middle  aged  women,  between  the  ages  of  25  and  40, 
who  will  consecrate  themselves  with  singleness  of  purpose  to  this 
service. 

A  year  ago  we  came  to  3'ou  with  a  request  for  your  sanction  to  aid  in 
starting  a  paper  in  connection  with  our  Deaconess  work.  We  felt  the 
need  of  having  an  organ  to  represent  the  branch  of  the  work  with  which 
we  are  peculiarh^  identified,  and  we  also  saw  that  there  was  a  great  field 
for  a  paper  of  non-controversial  character.  We  have  now  issued  four 
numbers  of  The  Deaconess  at  Work,  and  the  paper,  as  3-ou  have  it,  speaks 
for  itself. 

A  year  ago  it  was  siiggested  that  an  Advisory  Committee  of  seven 
gentlemen,  ministers  and  laymen,  prominent  in  the  work,  should  be  se- 
cured, whose  counsel  and  support  would  give  strength  to  the  Bureau.  It 
is  with  gratification  that  we  name  the  following  gentlemen  who  have 
expressed  their  willingness  to  serve  upon  such  a  committee  :  Bishop  W.  X. 
Ninde,  Datroit,  Mich.";  Mr.  William  Deering,  Evanston,  111.  ;  Mr.  Geo.  O. 
Robinson,  Detroit,  Mich.  ;  Dr.  W.  W.  Clark,'  Bridgeport,  Conn. ;  Mr.  A.  R. 
Cathcart,  Baltimore,  Md.  ;  Dr.  W.  Swindells,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  ;  Mr.  S. 
Hamilton,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

It  is  needful  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  improving  the  oppor- 
tunity presented  to  our  Society  during  the  next  quadrennial.  Certain  it 
is  that  the  great  home  missionary  field  of  the  future  is  to  be  the  large 
cities  of  our  land,  and  equalh;-  certain  it  is  that  there  is  no  more  success- 
ful work  for  the  needy  and  the  unfortunate  of  these  cities  than  the 
Deaconess  work.  It  follows  logically  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  should  prepare  itself  for  this  field  of  work  by  furnishing  skilled 
workers  as  deaconesses. 

There  is  not  space  to  give  in  full  the  reports  from  the  different 
Homes,  but  the  principal  facts  of  each  report  will  be  presented. 
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Baltimore. 

The  Baltimore  Deaconess  Home  was  opened  February,  1892,  with  two 
deaconess  probationers  from  the  Washington  Home.  Miss  Phinette  K. 
Bristol  was  appointed  superintendent,  and  the  work  was  received  with 
approval  by  the  pastors  and  people  of  the  different  churches  in  the  citj'. 
There  have  been  three  Industrial  Schools  connected  with  the  Home. 

Brooklyn. 

(Reported  by  Mrs.  Mayuard.) 

The  Brooklyn  Deaconess  Home  is  associated  with  the  Working  Girls' 
Club  and  other  local  missionary  agencies.  The  Working  Girls'  Home  has 
for  six  years  been  the  especial  care  of  the  New  York  East  Conference. 
This  work  was  merged  with  the  Deaconess  work,  and  a  Deaconess  Home 
and  Training  School  was  opened  January  15th,  1S92.  Dr.  W.  W.  Clark, 
Chairman  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Nine  for  the  New  York  East  Con- 
ference, has  given  invaluable  service  in  the  formation  of  the  Home.  A 
constitution  and  by-laws  have  been  prepared  under  his  special  direction. 
Monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  well  attended  and  much  in- 
terest has  been  aroused.  November  ist  was  the  day  fixed  upon  for  the 
opening  of  the  work  in  the  Training  School.  Three  probationers  are  to* 
enter  upon  the  work. 

The  working  girls  have  gathered  regularly  for  the  industrial  classes 
in  dress-making  and  plain  sewing  and  millinery,  and  talks  upon  hygiene 
and  entertainments  have  been  given  for  them.  Sewing  school  children 
of  the  juvenile  department  to  the  number  of  200  have  attended  on  Sat- 
urday afterift)ons.     The  mothers'  meetings  are  full  of  interest. 

As  this  Home  has  been  opened  so  short  a  time,  a  summarj'  of  the 
work  done  will  not  be  presented  in  this  year's  report. 

Buffalo. 

(Reported  by  Mrs.  Minard.) 

An  increasing  interest  in  the  Home  is  manifested  throughoiit  the 
Genesee  Conference.  The  various  organizations  of  the  Church  are  con- 
stantly remembering  it.  From  these  sources  supplies  have  been  received 
valued  at  $700,  and  cash  amounting  to  $1,023.67.  Seven  deaconesses  have 
been  in  the  Home  during  the  3'ear,  with  an  average  of  five  continuously. 
Two  of  this  number  were  licensed  nurse  deaconesses.  There  are  131 
persons  connected  with  the  Home  on  various  committees.  The  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  held  monthly  ;  also  the  meetings  of  the  Ad- 
visory Board,  which  is  composed  of  representatives  from  all  our  Methodist 
churches  in  the  city  and  has  a  membership  of  seventy-six.  With  this 
Board  originated  the  plan  of  Saturday  baskets,  which  furnish  two-thirds 
of  the  food  used  on  the  table.  Also,  the  plan  of  the  annual  thank-offer- 
ing, which  occurs  on  the  17th  of  December  ;  and  the  plan  of  loan  bags  for 
use  among  the  sick  poor.  The  nurses  are  often  in  attendance  where 
clean  bedding  and  clothing  is  greatly  needed,  and  these  are  furnished  to 
the  suffering  ones. 

Measures  are  in  progress  for  purchasing  a  house  for  a  permanent 
Home,  a  portion  of  the  price  of  which  has  been  donated.  A  summary  of 
the  visiting  work  done  by  the  deaconesses  will  be  found  in  the  table  at 
the  close  of  the  Bureau  report. 

Des    Moines. 

At  Des  Moines,  la.,  a  deaconess  from  the  Washington  Home  has  for 
the  past  four  months  been  working  in  connection  with  the  churches  in 
the  city.  She  is  one  of  the  best  parish  deaconesses  and  will  no  doubt  do 
excellent  work. 
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Detroit. 

(Reported  by  Miss  Gaddis.) 

The  work  accomplished  has  been  for  the  most  part  amons^  tlie  poor, 
sick  and  suffering — classes  often  unreached  bj'  the  churches.  All  cases  of 
suffering  reported  to  us  are  looked  after,  and  a  regular  system  of  house 
to  house  visitation  is  carried  on,  seeking  those  who  need  help,  sympathy  and 
kindness. 

Very  many  persons  are  found  who  suffer  in  silence  rather  than  ask 
charity,  but  they  gladly  receive  a  religious  visitor.  The  sick  who  cannot  be 
sent  to  hospitals  are  cared  for  in  their  own  homes.  Much  time  is  spent 
in  visiting  the  hospitals,  in  reading  and  talking  with  the  sick,  and  in 
caring  for  their  families.  Many  children  are  kept  clothed  and  sent  to  day 
school  and  Sunday  School.  The  statistics  of  work  accomplished  will  be 
found  in  the  accompan^-ing  table. 

Grand  Rapids. 

(  Reported  by  Mrs.  Aldrich.) 

The  Aldrich  Memorial  Home  is  under  way.  A  lot  has  been  bought 
and  paid  for,  and  the  house  is  to  be  built  the  coming  3-ear.  Trustees  have 
been  chosen  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Deaconesses 
and  the  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionarj-  Society  of  the 
Michigan  Conference.  The  Association  was  incorporated  December  iSth, 
1891.  The  lot  that  has  been  purchased  is  centrally  located  in  a  fine  resi- 
dence portion  of  the  cit}-.  The  building  as  planned  will  comfortably  ac- 
commodate twenty  deaconesses,  with  provision  for  ten  more.  Contracts 
for  construction  will  be  let  during  the  winter  months. 

To  Mrs.  Laura  C.  Aldrich  is  due  the  praise  of  having  conceived  the 
idea  of  a  Deaconess  Home  in  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids,  as  a  tribute  to  her 
hvisband's  memor}-.  Mrs.  Aldrich  will  be  the  Superintendent,  and  pro- 
poses to  devote  her  life  to  this  work. 

Pblladelpliia. 

(  Reported  by  Mrs.  Goff.) 

The  first  Deaconess  Home  in  Philadelphia  was  formally  dedicated 
February  20th,  1890.  Very  soon  after  its  beginning  the  need  of  a  larger 
Home  was  strongly  felt.  This  last  year  that  need  has  been  providentially 
met.  In  Januar}-,  1S92,  an  all-day  meeting  of  prayer  and  consecration  was 
held,  and  at  this  meeting  Mrs.  Bishop  Simpson  handed  to  the  Philadelphia 
Conference  Woman's  Home  Missiouar}'  Society  the  keys -of  a  house,  large 
and  commodious,  costing  $10,000,  being  the  gift  of  Colonel  Bennett.  This 
Home  was  dedicated  March  loth,  1892.  There  are  now  seven  deaconesses 
in  the  Home.  Work  has  been  maintained  in  missionarj-  lines,  visiting, 
nursing  the  sick  and  calling  at  hospitals.  Nothing  has  been  too  humble 
for  the  workers,  Miss  Howard  even  doing  the  washing  for  one  poor  woman 
suffering  with  rheumatism.  The  work  of  primar}'  importance  has  been 
among  the  children.  Temperance  and  sewing  schools  have  been  main- 
tained and  many  children  placed  in  Sunday  Schools.  Forty  steamers  have 
been  met,  and  150  half-days  have  been  devoted  to  immigrant  work.  From 
these  facts  and  from  the  statistics  found  in  the  table,  some  idea  can  be 
obtained  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  of  the  deaconesses  in 
Philadelphia. 

Pittsburg:. 
(Reported  by  Mrs.  Van  Vradenhing.) 

The  Home  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  the  work  is  making  for 
itself  a  place  among  the  people.  The  expenses  of  this  Home  have  aver- 
aged about  $150  per  month,  a  little  less  than  75  cents  per  day  for  individ- 
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uals.  There  has  been  an  averaji^e  of  seven  in  the  family.  The  work  that 
has  been  accomplished  is  reported  for  the  last  sixteen  months,  from  the 
time  that  the  Home  was  opened,  June  i6th,  1891.  The  industrial 
school  has  opened  a  way  into  the  homes  of  the  Italians,  and  the  fruit  of 
these  labors  begins  to  appear.  There  are  now  nine  members  in  the  fam- 
ily, which  will  soon  be  increased  to  ten.  There  is  a  good  financial  plan 
by  which  the  Home  is  maintained.  There  are  also  Deaconess  Bands  which 
aid  in  its  support.  Mr.  S.  Hazlett,  a  member  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Nine,  has  suggested  this  latter  plan. 

San   Francisco. 

(Reported  by  Mrs.  Ebermann.) 

Among  the  deaconesses  in  this  Home  is  a  Japanese  girl  who,  having 
been  converted,  is  now  receiving  training,  and  performing  deaconess 
work  among  her  own  people.  There  have  been  mauA'-  requests  for  nurse 
deaconesses.  Lately,  a  nurse  who  has  been  receiving  $25  a  week  for  her 
services,  after  a  fierce  strviggle  with  self,  has  decided  to  minister  "  in  his 
name  '"  unto  the  least  of  these.  In  addition  to  the  statements  made  of 
our  work  in  the  accompanying  summary,  many  garments  have  been  given 
to  the  poor,  and  money  to  the  amount  of  $300  has  been  carefulh-  applied 
to  their  needs.  Hundreds  of  Bibles,  Testaments  and  tracts  have  been  dis- 
tributed. Twenty- six  public  addresses  have  been  given.  Count  with  the 
above  list  other  ministrations  to  the  poor,  such  as  food  given  in  emer- 
gencies, employment  found  for  adults,  and  homes  for  needy  children,  with 
the  unrecorded  words  of  help  dropped  b}'  the  wayside,  the  unseen  touches 
of  sympatli)-,  the  silent  "  pra3'ers  of  faith,"  and  you  have  the  history  of 
about  twelve  months  of  "  faith  working  by  love."  There  are  now  but 
three  inmates  in  the  Home,  including  the  Superintendent ;  two  more  are, 
however,  expected.  One  of  our  true  "  Sisters  "  has  been  called  apart  into 
a  "  desert-place  "  of  suffering. 

Syracuse. 

{  Reported  by  Mrs.  Brownell.) 

The  year  begun  with  four  in  the  Home  famil}-.  We  now  have  a  fam- 
ily of  eight,  while  others  are  seeking  admission  to  our  Home.  Two  have 
completed  a  course  of  study  and  were  consecrated  deaconesses  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Central  New  York  Conference.  The  members  of  our  Home 
can  give  two  afternoons  only  each  week  for  house  to  house  visitation, 
while  pursiiing  the  course  of  study ;  for  this  reason  our  report  of  prac- 
tical work  is  no  larger.  The  Home  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the 
year.  Opportunities  for  presenting  the  work  outside  the  city  have  multi- 
plied. Our  Home  has  won  for  itself  a  place  throughout  our  Conference, 
and  from  adjoining  Conferences  we  have  had  not  only  words  of  cheer,  but 
substantial  aid. 

'^^asbington. 

(  Reported  by  Mrs.  Roach.) 

Much  practical  work  has  been  carried  forward  in  connection  with  the 
Deaconess  Home  at  Washington.  There  is  a  very  great  need  of  Christian 
service  among  the  80,000  colored  people  of  the  District.  The  "  Slum 
Work"  that  has  been  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  Alley  Mission  is 
most  encouraging  in  beneficial  results.  Mrs.  I.  N.  Dalby,  manager  of  the 
domestic  part,  spares  no  pains  to  make  a  happy  home  for  the  students  and 
deaconesses.  The  inmates  cheerfully  conform  to  the  rules  of  order  and 
method  that  are  necessary  and  yet  not  irksome.  The  outside  work  of  the 
deaconesses  is  most  faithfully  and  successfully  performed.     Among  the 
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many  instances  of  self-sacrificing  labor  mention  is  made  of  one  nurse 
who  had  for  four  weeks  nursed  a  man  sick  with  typhoid  fever,  during 
the  hot  weather  in  Ji;ly.  The  manager  and  two  deaconesses  cleaned 
another  house  of  23  rooms  without  an}'  outside  help.  The  report  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  will  furnish  further  information  in  regard  to  the 
work  accomplished  at  Washington.

Baltimore  Conference. 


We  are  glad  to  report  progress  in  the  work  of  the  Society  in  our  Con- 
ference. New  aiixiliaries  have  been  formed,  a  more  general  interest 
awakened  in  Home  Missions,  and  great  enthusiasm  has  been  manifested 
during  the  year  in  Deaconess  work. 

The  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School  in 
Washington  has  been  a  center  of  increasing  importance  and  influence. 
The  practical  work  of  the  deaconesses  and  the  students  in  the  Training 
School  is  felt  throughout  the  city.  A  new  feature  of  the  work  has  been 
alley  missions.  We  have  in  our  city  a  population  of  30,000  living  in  alleys, 
and  many  of  these  places  are  haunts  of  disease  and  crime.  We  wish 
especially  to  speak  of  Pierce  Allej^  Mission,  where  meetings  are  held  daily, 
conducted  by  workers  in  the  Home,  evangelistic  services  for  adults,  with 
a  mother's  meeting;  for  the  children,  Sunday  School,  industrial  and 
kindergarten  work,  also  a  special  meeting  for  larger  boys,  and  one  for 
girls.  Property  holders  and  policemen  have  spoken  of  the  great  change 
for  good  in  the  alley  since  the  work  began,  scarcelj-  an  arrest  having 
been  made. 

In  F^ruary  last,  the  Deaconess  Home  in  Baltimore  was  opened. 
Methodism  was  out  in  force,  and  the  house  was  crowded  to  overflowing. 
The  auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  furnished  the 
house,  and  the  work  has  been  most  liberally  supported.  Miss  Bristol,  who 
went  from  the  Home  in  Washington  as  Superintendent,  and  two  other 
deaconesses  from  the  same  Home,  have  been  abundant  in  labors  in  the 
churches,  among  the  Bohemians  and  the  poor  of  other  nationalities.  We 
have  in  Baltimore  a  large  foreign  population,  including  id,ooo  Bohemians 
and  8,000  Poles.  Two  thousand  immigrants  land  ever}'  month  in  the  cit}-, 
and  the  ladies  of  our  societies,  with  the  deaconesses,  are  busily  engaged 
in  planning  for  an  Immigrants'  Home,  which  will  be  opened  in  the  near 
future. 

Supplies  have  been  sent  to  the  frontier  from  a  large  number  of  auxil- 
iaries in  the  Conference  and  many  grateful  letters  received  in  response. 
One  Presiding  Elder,  to  whom  several  boxes  were  sent  at  a  time  of  great 
need,  when  he  feared  some  ministers  might  have  to  abandon  their  work, 
writes  several  months  afterward,  "  We  have  been  blessed  in  my  large 
mountain  district  nearly  500  strong,  by  conversions  and  additions  to  the 
Church. 

The  "  field  is  white  to  the  har^'est  "  and  God  is  giving  helpers  and 
workers.

California  Conference. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  three  new  auxiliaries,  with  sixty- 
seven   meir.bers,    one  Band  of  Mothers'  Jewels  and  one  Reading  Circle. 
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This  does  not  include  our  Conference  auxiliary,  wliicli  we  have  just  formed 
at  our  annual  meeting,  with  27  members.  We  have  four  districts,  oulj'  three 
of  which  are  organized.  Our  work  here  is  confined  to  comparativel}-  few 
churches,  yet  the  amount  done  is  very  creditable.  We  have  raised  and 
expended  in  the  year  ver}'  nearly  |^4,ooo.  This  is  mostly  local  work,  as  M-e 
have  naany  charges  in  our  Conference  where  our  ministers  and  their  fami- 
lies need  our  help.  We  have  helped  our  mission  for  the  Indians  at  Ukiah  ; 
one  of  OUT  circles  of  girls  sent  them  an  organ  and  eight  dollars.  Our  Dea- 
coness Home  at  San  Francisco  has  also  had  help.  Our  people  need  an  in- 
spiration for  this  work.

Central  Illinois  Conference. 

Having  been  appointed  to  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  toward  the  middle  of  the  year,  I  have  not  5'et  been  able  to  get 
the  work  fully  in  hand. 

I  regret  to  notice  that  some  societies  organized  within  the  bounds  of 
our  Conference  have  ceased  to  exist,  and,  although  one  auxiliar}-  and  one 
circle  reports  an  increase  in  membership,  yet  the  membership  for  the  Con- 
ference falls  below  what  it  was  last  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  falling  off  in  membership,  the  amount  of  money 
contributed  to  the  work  exceeds  the  contributions  of  last  year.  A  large 
proportion  of  this  money  goes  to  the  General  Fund.  To  me,  this  fact  in- 
dicates a.  wholesome  condition  of  affairs.  The  quantity-  and  valuation  of 
supplies  sent  during  the  past  3'ear  is  much  less  than  during  the  preceding 
year.     Possibly  the  calls  were  not  so  numerous  or  so  urgent. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcj'  spoke  at  our  anniversar}-  at  the  recent  session  of  our 
Conference  at  Watseka.  We  hoped  in  this  wa}-  to  bring  the  subject  of 
Home  Missions  more  fully  before  our  ministers,  and  to  enlist  them  in  the 
cause.  We  are  looking  for  an  increase  of  interest  and  effort  fluring  the 
coming  year.

Central  New  York  Conference. 

We  are  glad  to  report  progress  in  our  Conference.  Our  Society  was 
never  in  a  more  hopeful  condition  than  to-day.  One  district,  eight  auxil- 
iaries and  five  circles  have  been  organized  diiring  the  year.  The  "  Golden 
Rule  Mission  Band  "  of  the  First  Church  of  Syracuse  were  acr.ive  through 
the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  in  caring  for  the  "  Fruit 
and  Flower  Mission,"  which  was  instituted  bv  them  a  A"ear  agc>  in  connec- 
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tion  with  our  Deaconess  Home.  Fourteen  hundred  and  thirty-five  bou- 
quets were  taken  to  prisons  and  hospitals,  the  "  Old  Ladies'  Home  "  and 
the  "  Orphan  Asylum,"  the  "  Rescue  Mission  "  and  the  homes  of  the  sick. 
Besides  the  flowers,  a  large  quantity  of  fruit  was  donated  and  distributed 
every  Saturday  to  the  sick  and  needy. 

bur  supply  department  has  also  taken  on  increased  activity.  Under 
the  supervision  of  our  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  Ella  Stick- 
uev  Willey,  this  department  has  been  thoroughly  systematized  and 
enlarged,  so  that  many  workers  on  our  "  frontiers  "  have  been  brought  to 
our  knowledge,  and  their  immediate  needs  have  been  supplied. 

We  have  one  beneficiary  in  the  ''Jesse  Lee  Home  "  in  Alaska,  sup- 
ported by  a  circle  in  the  First  Church  of  Syracuse.  The  pledges  made  by 
the  Secretary  a  year  ago  have  been  redeemed  and  we  close  the  year  with 
a  clean  record. 

A  great  shadow  has  recently  fallen  upon  us.  The  departure  of  Mrs. 
Marv  B.  Spencer  has  left  a  vacancy  that  can  never  be  filled.  She  was  the 
first  to  take  up  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in 
Central  New  York  Conference,  and  was  its  Corresponding  Secretarj^  for 
several  3-ears.

The  inspiring  thought  of  our  effort 
for  this  yeai'  was  tlnis  happily  expressed  :  "  If  we  give  no  more  to  missions 
this  year  than  last,  it  is  saying  in  effect  that  missions  shall  not  advance;

Central  Pennsylvania  Conference. 

Coming  up  from  the  valleys  of  the  Susquehanna  and  the  Juniata  and 
Cumberland,  we  rejoice  to  believe  that  we  bring  a  few  golden  grains  of 
the  "finest  of  the  wheat"  for  the  Master's  garner.  This  year  has  been  a 
time  of  peculiar  interruptions  to  the  workers.  The  home  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  those  of  nearly  every  member  of  the  Executive  Board  have  been 
visited  by  illness,  and  some  by  death.  We  are  grateful  that  we  can  report 
advance  in  thoroughness  of  organization  and  amount  of  money  raised. 
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Careful  pruniug  this  year  of  fictitious  statistics,  which  appeared  in 
last  year's  report,  has  apparently  reduced  our  numbers,  but  the  seeming 
loss  is  a  real  gain  in  accuracy  and  genuineness,  for  now  we  know  that 
ever\-  name  stands  for  a  dollar. 

Fiiuds  have  been  contributed  towards  the  salary  of  our  missionar}'  at 
Unalaska,  from  Carlisle,  New  Cumberland,  Grace,  Harrisburg,  Chambers- 
burg  and  Milton.  Also  three  new  life  memberships  have  been  secured. 
Our  beneficiaries  in  the  Mothers' Jewels  and  King  Homes  continue  to  be 
well  cared  for,  and  the  gleanings  of  the  mite  boxes  show  larger  returns 
than  ever  before.  More  literature  has  been  distributed  and  more  sub- 
scribers have  been  obtained  for  the  paper.  We  feel  a  pardonable  satisfac- 
tion in  the  knowledge  that  most  of  the  excellent  concert  lessons  of  the 
year  have  been  prepared  by  ladies  of  our  Society  in  Harrisburg,  some  of 
_  them  by  quite  young  girls,  thus  enlisting  in  the  work  a  new  element  of 
strength  and  interest. 

The  estimate  of  supplies  sent  is  more  than  three  times  that  of  last 
year,  a  gain  largel}^  due  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Secretary  for  Williamsport 
District,  Mrs.  C.  J.  Hoag,  who  has  even  gone  into  the  regions  bej'ond,  and 
secured  boxes  and  barrels  from  churches  where  there  were  no  auxiliaries. 
The  work  on  this  district  is  in  fine  condition,  two  new  societies  have  been 
organized  and  one  resuscitated,  while  others  show  some  increase.  Pine 
Street  has  doubled  and  Milton  trebled  its  membership. 

The  district  conventions  and  the  recent  Conference  annual  meeting 
at  Huntingdon  show  larger  attendance  and  deeper  interest  than  in  former 
years.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright  spoke  at  our  Conference  anniversary,  giving  a 
model  address.  One  field  within  our  own  territory  calls  loudly  for  Home 
Missionary  effort,  the  large  foreign  mining  population  in  and  about  Hazle- 
ton.  We  hope  some  way  may  be  devised  by  which  a  deaconess  may  be 
supported  for  missionary  work  in  this  region. 

The  recent  election  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Reed,  of  Carlisle,  as  our  Conference 
President,  gives  assurance  that  the  place  of  our  faithful  retiring  officer  is 
to  be  well  filled.  We  hope  to  make  the  coming  year  the  best  in  our  his- 
tory.

CiiK'innati  Conference. 

The  past  year  has  been  one.  of  zeal  and  enthu'siasm  for  the  cause  of 
Home  Missions  in  our  Conference.

Our  local  work,  through  the  Conference,  has  been  increasing.  A  mis- 
sionary is  still  supported  at  Greenville,  and  one  at  Grace  Church,  Dayton. 
The  year's  work  at  Glenn  Home,  Cincinnati,  has  been  crowned  with  suc-

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Colorado  Conference. 

Three  special  objects  have  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Colorado 
Conference  during  the  past  year.  First. — The  giving  assistance  to  our 
own  ministers,  chiefly  in  our  mountain  towns.  Second. — The  support  of 
a  child  at  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Hx)me.  Third. — The  work  among  the 
Spanish  girls  at  Albuquerqvte,  N.  M.  The  aid  to  the  ministers  has  been 
given  chiefly  through  supplies,  over  one  hundred  carefvilly  packed  boxes 
and  barrels  having  been  sent.  Some  money  has  also  been  given.  We 
have  endeavored  to  let  the  children  of  the  Conference  support  the  little 
girl  at  York.  The  matter  was  presented  to  several  of  the  Sunday  Schools, 
and  some  one  in  the  school  was  appointed  to  collect  small  sums  from  the 
scholars  for  this  purpose.  Mrs.  Kent,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Spanish 
work  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  visited  us  a  jear  ago,  and  inspired  us  to 
a  genuine  interest  in  the  school  at  Albuquerque.  This  work  was  pre- 
sented in  person  to  as  many  of  the  societies  as  possible,  and  mite-barrels 
were  distributed  to  be  used  for  thank  off'erings,  these  to  be  appropriated 
to  this  object.  About  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  have  already  been 
collected,  and  more  will  come. 

Everj'  auxiliary-  has  been  urged  to  appoint  two  committees  b}-  which 
to  increase  its  membership  :  a  special  committee  to  ask  every  woman  in 
the  church  to  join  the  society,  and  a  standing  committee  to  invite  all 
strangers  and  newcomers  to  attend  the  meetings  and  become  members  of 
the  same.  B3-  this  method  the  membership  of  several  auxiliaries  has  been 
greatlj-  increased.  Trinity  Church,  Denver,  now  has  an  auxiliar}-  num- 
bering a  hundred  and  thirty-five  members. 

The  first  annual  Conference  meeting  has  just  been  held.  Because  of 
the  long  distances  between  towns  in  Colorado,  not  all  auxiliaries  were  rep- 
resented, yet  the  daj-  was  exceedingh-  profitable,  and  we  will  all  work 
better  for  it.  The  Conference  Executive  Board,  residing  mostly  in  Den- 
ver, has  met  every  month  with  the  President,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Peck,  for  devo- 
tional and  business  meetings.

T'he  Loan  Library  has  proved  to  be  very  helpful  to  our  young  minis- 
ters who  are  not  able  to  purchase  their  books,  and  who  so  often  failed  in 
their  examinations  because  of  this  fact.  The  late  Mrs.  E.  E.  Royer,  of 
Ann  Arbor,  established  and  partly  endowed  this  work.  The  clerical  work 
and  enlargement  in  plans  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Vernor.  The  total  expense  of  this  library'  since  its  establishment  in  1886 
has  been  ^650  and  about  one-half  of  this  amount  was  paid  by  INIrs.  Ro^-er. 
The  whole  niimber  of  volumes  is  504,  of  which  58  have  been  added 
this  vear.  One  of  the  plans  for  raising  this  money  is  that  auxiliaries  con- 
tribute at  least  ten  cents  per  member ;  Mrs.  Edward  Smith  has  contrib- 
uted $50.00. 

The  report  from  the  Deaconess  work  has  been  verj-  gratifj-ing.  We 
have  five  visiting  and  four  ni:rse  deaconesses,  whose  work  has  been  largely 
among  the  poor,  sick  and  suffering.  (See  further  report  under  Deaconess 
Bureau.) 

The  frontier  work  in  our  own  Conference  is  as  broad  a  field  as  we 
could  siiccessfully  cultivate  if  we  turned  our  whole  attention  to  it.  The 
self-sacrifice  of  man}'  of  our  ministers  and  their  need  for  help  is  verj'  great.

One  auxiliary  reports  one  member,  one  member  of  sainted  band,  dues  $2, 
Mite  box  $2.48,  General  Fund  $1.25,  Conference  organizers'  fund  Si,  and 
30  cts.  to  Alaska.  This  auxiliary  is  our  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  and  the  dear 
Mother  Austin,  who  during  the  year  has  received  her  promotion.  Be- 
reaved and  suffering,  ^Irs.  Culver  still  holds  the  open  alabaster  box.  and 
because  of  her  efforts  Reno  is  not  stricken  from  our  list.  '•  She  hath  done 
what  she  could."

Two  barrels  of  supplies  have  been  sent  awaj^, 
besides  numerous  packages.  We  pray  that  this  work  may  grow  wonder- 
fully during  the  coming  year.

Illinois  Conference. 

No  special  effort  marks  the  year,  but  varied  degrees  of  advancement 
are  seen  in  old  and  new  auxiliaries.  As  the  Conference  President  and  Sec- 
retary have  been  absent  from  the  State  much  of  the  year,  the  auxiliaries 
have  not  had  the  personal  attention  which  the}'  had  the  right  to  expect.

No  so- 
ciety has  really  died  during  the  5'ear,  although  several  are  languishing. 
Our  Conference  anniversary  and  annual  meeting  did  not  measure  up  to 
our  usual  results.  Upon  the  first  occasion  we  were  sadly  disappointed  bj"^ 
the  non-arrival  of  our  speaker,  and  the  second  occurred  at  the  time  of  the 
Columbian  celebrations.  At  the  session  of  our  annual  Conference  the 
following  resolution  was  presented  and  unanimoush'  adopted  :  "  That  we 
urge  the  Woman's  Home  Missionar}^  Society  of  the  M.  E.  Church  to  es- 
tablish a  Deaconess  Home  within  the  bounds  of  the  Illinois  Conference 
as  soon  as  practicable."  And  to  further  this  object  a  Deaconess  Board  of 
Nine  was  appointed. 

A  majority  of  our  auxiliaries  are  interesting  the  children,  some  by 
organization  and  regular  meetings,  and  others  in  a  more  informal  way. 
Four  new  children's  bands  have  been  organized  this  A'ear  and  five  auxil- 
iaries, and  a  A^oung  woman's  society,  and  others  have  taken  on  new  life. 
Our  special  effort  the  coming  year  will  be  to  organize  our  remaining  un- 
organized districts,  believing  that  better  supervision  can  be  secured  by 
this  than  by  any  other  means.

In  the  Adeline  Smith  Home,  under  the  faithful  guidance  and  care  of 
the  superintendents,  very  marked  progress  has  been  made  on  all  moral 
lines.  The  work  was  well  represented  at  the  Annual  Conference  by  Mrs. 
Col.  Springer.  Her  excellent  talk  gave  the  brethren  new  inspiration,  and 
promised  to  do  more  than  ever  to  build  up  the  cause  in  the  Conference. 
By  a  unanimous  vote,  Mrs.  Springer  was  elected  to  represent  the  Confer- 
ence at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  at  Grand  Rapids. 

We  visited  each  of  the  District  meetings,  viz.:  Little  Rock  and  Forest 
City,  in  the  interest  of  the  Societ)-;  both  meetings  were  profitable.

We  are  cordially  invited  by  the  presiding 
elders  to  attend  Church  district  meetings,  but  owing  to  our  povertj',  are 
only  able  to  go  when  within  walking  distance.

Maine  Conference. 

The  special  work  of  the  societies  for  the  year  has  largely  been  for 
the  East  Boston  Immigrants'  Home.  We  felt  that  we  should  lend  a  help- 
ing hand  to  our  sisters  of  the  New  England  Conference  w-hile  they  were 
making  such  strenuotis  efforts  to  pay  the  debt  on  the  Home.

We  were  sorry  to  lose 
our  Augusta  District  Secretary,  Mrs.  House,  who  has  removed  to  another 
district.  Her  place  will  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  Miss 
Violet  Durgin  of  Skowhegan.  Miss  Isabel  S.  Allen  was  elected  Confer- 
ence Secretary  of  Supplies,  and  we  trust  that  systematic  work  will  be  done 
in  the  future  in  this  important  department.  More  supplies  have  been 
sent  than  in  any  previous  year.  District  meetings  were  held  at  Poland 
and  Old  Orchard,  and  papers  on  Home  Missions  have  been  read  at  some  of 
the  meetings  of  the  District  Ministerial  Associations.

We  have  not  onh'  increased  in  membership  and 
money,  but  have  improved  in  methods  of  work,  and  the  business  is  being 
performed  with  more  of  promptness  and  care. 

Our  increase  in  members  and  the  amoiint  of  mone}'  raised  will  be 
found  in  the  statistical  table  and  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  Five  of 
the  districts  held  interesting  and  sticcessful  meetings.  The  Conference 
anniversary  was  largely  attended,  and  a  collection  of  $18  was  taken. 

Michigan  Conference  has  need  of  missionary  appropriations.  It  has 
its  weak  and  poor  charges  and  its  Indian  missions,  especially  in  the 
northern  districts.  Supplies  raised  by  our  society  are  all  sent  to  those 
districts.  Half  of  the  membership  dues  and  the  mite  box  money  are 
used  m  our  own  Conference.

C.  Muller,  superintendent  of  City  Missions  in  Newark,  with  whom  our 
Conference  Board  co-operates  in  mission  work.  ?4oo  have  recently  been 
pledged  by  our  auxiliaries  of  that  city  and  vicinity  toward  the  support  of 
missionaries,  who  shall  be  under  the  control  of  our  Society.  Two  faithful 
women  have  been  working  some  days  each  week  during  the  past  few 
months  among  the  women  and  children  of  the  crowded  and  neglected 
wards  of  the  city.  Last  week  we  secured,  through  the  Lucy  Hayes 
School,  a  graduate  of  the  Chicago  Training  School  for  our  leading  mis- 
sionary. We  are  very  grateful  that  this  "  door  of  opportunity  "  has  at  last 
opened  to  us.  While  an  unusual  amount  of  attention  has  been  given  to 
local  work  by  all  our  auxiliaries,  over  5i,500  have  been  paid  to  the  Gen- 
eral Fund,  and  thirty-three  new  life  members  have  been  made.  We  have 
over  400  subscribers  to  our  Home  Missions,  and  74  members  of  the  Read- 
ing Circles. 

We  record  with  gratitude  the  generous  gift  of  |i,ooo  to  Emerson 
Home  by  our  former  Treasurer,  Mrs.  De  Groot.  Mrs.  GrifiBth  has  ren- 
dered us  excellent  service  during  the  year.  After  the  varied  experiences 
of  the  past  few  years  in  the  work  of  the  Society,  we  feel  like  adopting  the 
sentiment  of  the  sainted  Mary  Lyon  :  "  We  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  more  we  seek  to  draw  the  public  to  aid  us  in  doing  good,  the 
more  perplexing  will  be  our  cares  and  labors.

New  England  Conference  has  increased  its  working  force  during  the 
year  by  the  organization  of  five  new  auxiliaries,  one  mission  circle  and 
one  band.

Stimulated  by  the  promise  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  made 
last  year,  to  give  the  last  $2,000  of  the  debt  on  the  Immigrants'  Home, 
East  Boston,  provided  our  own  Conference  would  raise  the  remaining 
S6,ooo  during  the  year,  thought,  work  and  prayer  have  been  largely  con- 
centrated on  this  object,  and  with  grateful  hearts  we  listened  as  our  Con- 
ference Treasurer  reported  that  more  than  the  required  sum  had  been 
raised.  This  success  was  due  in  large  measure  to  our  Conference  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Dwight,  who  spared  neither  strength  nor  time  in  distributing 
the  little  bee  hive  mite  boxes,  and  thus  over  $2,000  were  brought  into  the 
treasury.  Many  members  of  our  Conference  Board  made  personal  solici- 
tation for  the  Immigrants'  Home  among  merchants  of  Boston  and  friends. 
Mrs.  Cooper,  our  former  President,  in  this  way  raised  $1,000. 

Death  for  the  first  time  has  claimed  a  member  of  our  Conference 
Board,  and  Mrs.  L.  R-.Thayer,  for  seven  years  our  much  loved  Treasurer, 
was  called  from  faithful  service  here  to  tlie  heavenly  home. 
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Encouraged  by  the  results  of  the  year's  labor,  we  purpose  to  go  for- 
ward in  effort,  not  confining  ourselves  to  work  within  our  own  borders, 
but  responding  to  needs  of  our  sister  Conferences.

Twenty-two  public  meetings  have  been  held,  addressed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Corresponding  Secretary.  Leaflets  have  been  distributed  at 
each  of  these  meetings,  and  special  effort  has  been  made  to  present  the 
claims  of  our  paper.  Mrs.  M.  E.  GrilTith  spoke  at  each  of  our  three  camp 
meetings  with  good  success.  She  also  spoke  on  four  Sundays  in  our  Con- 
ference and  twice  during  one  week  at  smaller  churches.  Her  work  is 
well  spoken  of. 

Our  pledges  to  Alaska  and  to  Ritter  and  King  Homes  and  to  the 
Indian  work  are  all  redeemed.  A  visit  from  Mrs.  Albright  at  our  Annual

The  ladies  of  Las  Vegas  are  very  much  interested  in  the  mission  day 
school  of  our  Society  in  charge  of  Miss  Nellie  Snider.  A  new  sewing 
machine,  besides  bedding  and  table  furnishings,  including  linen  and  sil- 
verware, for  the  comfort  of  the  missionary,  have  been  among  their  gifts. 
Las  Vegas  has  also  kindly  remembered  the  "  Home "  in  Albuquerque, 
sending  us  last  year  valuable  help  in  the  way  of  bedding. 

At  the  session  of  the  Mission  Conference  held  recently  in  Albu- 
querque, our  annual  missionary  meeting  was  held.  Miss  Snider  prepared 
a  paper,  which  was  read  by  a  young  lady  of  our  church.  Miss  Morrow, 
teacher  in  the  University  there,  addressed  the  audience  briefly,  expressing 
her  personal  interest  in  our  work.  The  Treasurer  presented  her  report, 
and  the  Bishop  spoke  most  excellently,  inspiring  our  ladies  to  continued 
zeal  in  this  good  work. 

By  action  of  the  Society,  all  funds  raised  in  Albuquerque  are  applied 
to  the  work  there,  only  vouchers  being  sent  to  the  general  Treasurer. 
The  ladies  there  have  undertaken  to  furnish  for  the  new  Home,  when  it 
shall  be  built,  the  water  supply,  and  trees  and  plants  for  the  beautifj-ing 
of  our  groimds.  For  this  purpose  every  dollar  raised  is  placed  on  in- 
terest in  our  Savings  Bank,  subject  to  my  order  as  Treasurer  for  New 
Mexico.  In  our  hot,  dry  climate,  the  shade  and  water  supph*  of  a  Home 
is  an  item  of  importance  financially,  and  those  ladies  have  undertaken  a 
most  delightful  and  helpful  task. 

A  Mexican  juvenile  society  was  formed  by  Miss  Ernsberger  from 
girls  in  the  "  Home  "  and  such  others  as  could  be  induced  to  join.  The 
name  chosen  was  Happy  Builders  ;  the  plan  of  work,  to  meet  once  a  week, 
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have  a  short  missionary  lesson  by  Miss  Ernsberger,  singing  and  praj-er, 
and  an  hour  of  sewing  on  articles,  from  sale  of  which  mone}'  might  be  ob- 
tained. The  object,  to  raise  ten  dollars  with  which  to  name  a  window  in 
the  new  Home.  Dolls'  clothes  were  made,  a  comfort  pieced  and  tied,  and, 
in  addition,  by  entertainments  given  by  our  girls,  and  by  collections,  a 
fund  was  raised  of  thirty  dollars  instead  of  ten.  The  whole  work  has 
been  an  educational  influence  for  our  girls. 

Given  wise  counsels  and  a  little  generous  expenditure  for  a  few  years 
and  Albuquerque  will  make  an  honorable  record.

Looking  forward  hopefully,  our  Conference  Society  is  a  unit  in  its  earnest 
desire  to  bring  about  a  more  rapid  increase  in  interest  and  effectiveness 
for  the  general  work.

New  York  East  Conference. 

The  New  York  East  Conference  Society  is  able  to  report  some  prog- 
ress during  the  past  year.  Two  auxiliaries,  reporting  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  members,  have  been  added  to  our  working  force.  Several 
more  are  in  process  of  organization. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  subscriptions  for  Home  Missions.  The 
supply  department  has  been  well  worked,  and  many  valuable  boxes  and 
barrels  of  goods  have  found  their  way  to  the  needy  at  home  and  abroad. 
During' the  month  of  February,  Mrs.  Griifith  was  with  us.  The  pastors 
very  kindly  opened  their  churches  to  her.  We  were  hopeful  and  enthusi- 
astic in  effecting  new  organizations,  and  strengthening  the  work  already 
established ;  but  Mrs.  Griffith  was  suddenly  called  away  on  account  of 
severe  illness  in  her  family,  and  her  engagements  had  to  be  cancelled. 

The  subject  of  merging  the  "  Working  Girls'  Home  "  into  a  "  Dea- 
coness Home  "  claimed  much  attention.  It  was  finally  decided  by  our 
Conference  Society  that  the  work  among  the  factory  girls  could  be  pushed 
to  greater  efficiency  under  the  deaconess  administration  than  by  the 
methods  for  local  work  which  had  been  used  ;  accordingly,  Jan.  15,  1S92, 
"  The  New  York  East  Conference  Deaconess  Home  "  was  established  in 
the  house  rented  and  furnished  for  a  "Working  Girls' Home."  Items  of 
interest  and  progress  in  the  work  are  reported  in  the  Bureau  Tor  Deacon- 
ess Work. 

Dur  annual  meeting  as  well  as  the  anniversarv  were  held  at  Conference 
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time,  in  the  mornins,  and  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Al- 
bright in  a  well-prepared,  thoughtful  address  presented  the  general  work 
of  the  Society  to  a  large  audience  ;  Dr.  I.  N.  Dalby  talked  on  Deaconess 
work,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  gave  her  annual  report. 

On  account  of  the  demands  made  upon  the  time  of  our  women  in  city 
churches,  it  has  been  difficult  to  sustain  reading  circles,  though  we  have 
some  conscientious  readers.  Our  Treasurer  shows  an  increase  of  receipts 
year  by  vear.  $150.00  have  been  added  to  the  General  Fund  this  year.  We 
hope  to  do  more  for  the  cause  in  the  future.

During  the 
two  quarters  we  have  written  77  missionary  letters,  and  leaflets  have  been 
abundantly  distributed.

First  Church  auxiliary  and  church,  Sioux  City,  as  local  work,  have  sup- 
ported a  Bible  woman  for  six  months  ;  and  the  "  Fort  Dodge  Home 
Guards  "  Circle  has  sustained  a  Sunday  School  in  a  suburban  district,  be- 
sides other  work.  The  day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  was  observed  by 
several  auxiliaries  and  reported  as  a  most  profitable  occasion.  "  Sys- 
tematic giving"  is  receiving  miich  attention. 

Disaster  has  come  to  us  at  two  points  :  the  flood  in  Sioux  City,  in  the 
district  where  the  Bible  woman  was  laboring,  and  the  burning  of  the 
village  of  Salix,  where  we  had  one  of  our  most  faithful  auxiliaries. 

Our  onl}'  outside  help  has  been  the  few  days  Mrs.  Griffith  was  able  to 
give  us.  Among  the  good  results  of  her  work  was  an  auxiliary  of  75 
members  and  large  additional  pledges  to  various  funds.

Ohio  Conference.

An  aged  brother  in  Stratford,  who 
asks  that  his  name  be  withheld  in  this  report,  gave  $100  of  this  ;  $82  was 
a  bequest  from  Mrs.  Mar)-  Keys  Mills ;  $20  a  gift  from  Mrs.  E.  G.  Lee,  of 
Maryland;  and  Rev.  Benjamin  Green,  according  to  his  custom  for  eight 
years  past,  gave  $100. 

Besides  the  Alaska  Fund,  the  Society  gave  generously  to  the  Mothers' 
Jewels  Home.  The  E.  L.  Rvist  Home,  the  King  Home,  tl\e  Ritter  Home, 
the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial,  the  Apaches,  and  Ellis  Island,  were  not 
forgotten.  The  Columbus  auxiliaries  still  pay  the  salar)^  of  a  local  mis- 
sionary, who  carries  on  a  good  work  among  the  non-church-going  people 
of  this  tity.  At  the  two  camp  meetings  and  at  the  Conference,  Home 
Missionary  meetings  were  held,  all  with  good  results.  At  the  annual 
meeting,  in  Wesley  Chapel,  Columbus,  the  reports  showed  progress  all 
along  the  lines,  and  delegates  and  visitors  seemed  filled  with  an  earnest 
purpose  to  do  more  and  better  work  hereafter. 

In  the  Reading  Circle  and  in  the  Supplies  Department  the  interest 
has  somewhat  abated,  but  the  work  will  be  placed  in  competent  hands, 
and  we  shall  hear  more  from  these  departments  later.

The  minimum  value  of  the  gift  was  Sio,ooo.oo. 

We  were  favored  -with  the  presence  of  our  beloved  President,  Mrs. 
Davis,  at  our  Conference  anniversary  and  the  opening  of  our  Deaconess 
Home.  At  the  anniversary-.  Bishop  Walden,  Mrs.  Albright  and  Mrs.  Davis 
made  addresses  teeming  -svith  interest.  The  work  of  the  deaconesses 
will  be  reported  by  the  Deaconess  Bureau  in  detail. 

During  the  summer  months  the  landlord  of  our  modest  Immigrants' 
Home  bought  the  property  next  door,  and  kno\%ing  our  need  for  larger 
accommodation,  proposed  to  throw  the  two  houses  into  one.  We  ac- 
cepted the  proposition,  and  on  the  20th  of  October  the  new  apartments 
were  formally  opened.  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  was  present  and  delighted  all 
with  her  remarks. 

The  Treasurer's  report  of  the  amount  of  money  raised  in  our  last 
fiscal  year,  closing  in  March,  was  the  largest  we  have  ever  had.  The  Sup- 
ply Department,  under  Mrs.  H.  S.  Kenney,  was  ably  managed,  and  the 
value  of  supplies  was  nearly  as  large  as  the  cash  account.

Pittsbui-gh  Conference. 

During  the  past  year  four  new  organizations  have  been  formed  in  the 
Pittsburg  Conference.

Though  only  in  existence  since  last 
February-,  it  numbers  nearly  one  hundred  members,  and  is,  we  believe,  the 
only  one  of  its  kind,  being  formed  from  two  churches,  which  thus  "pro- 
voke one  another  to  love  and  good  works."  The  officers  are  from  both 
churches,  and  they  plan  and  work  grandly  in  perfect  unison  and  harmony. 
They  propose  to  have  as  many,  or  more,  members  from  each  church  as  if 
they  had  separate  organizations. 

Our  contributions  to  General  Fund  have  been  a  little  larger  than  in 
any  pre\-ious  year,  our  Deaconess  work  has  greath-  increased,  and  has 
been  fully  sustained.  There  have  been  three  women  working  in  our 
"coke  region,"  who  have  formed  sixteen  schools  among  the  miners, 
thereby  bringing  over  three  hundred  children  of  ignorant,  depraved  Roman 
Catholics  or  infidels  under  the  influence  of  gospel  truth.  Not  nearly  so 
many  contributions  of  supplies  have  been  reported  as  last  year.  We 
are  planning  for  greater  success  in  work  this  coming  year  than  ever 
before.

Rockford, 
under  the  impulse  of  its  organization,  has  put  forth  unusual  effort,  and 
Dixon  is  well  equipped  to  begin  work.  Both  the  supply  and  mite  box 
departments  are  in  charge  of  efficient  secretaries.  Interest  in  all  the  lines 
of  work  at  large,  in  which  heretofore  we  have  shared,  has  been  maintained. 

Our  main  effort  has  been  to  diminish  the  debt  on  our  cit}'  mission 
property  and  thus  put  this  work  on  a  wider  basis.  By  the  good  provi- 
dence of  God  we  have  been  measurably  successful  in  this.  Our  Confer- 
ence motto  :  "  Get  ready  thy  spindle  and  thy  distaff  and  God  shall  furnish 
thee  flax,"  symbolizes  our  faith.  We  find  when  we,  ourselves,  are  ready  to 
work,  the  opportunity  and  means  are  forthcoming.

Diiring  the  last  year,  ii  new  organizations  have  been  made,  giving  us 
20  in  all,  and  289  members. 

There  is  so  much  need  for  help  among  themselves  that  they  cannot  be 
brought  to  the  point  of  sending  all  their  money  away.  The  mission  rela- 
tion is  the  best  that  we  can  maintain  for  the  present.  It  is  a  great  advance 
in  their  poverty  to  enlist  them  in  societies  for  self-help.

During  the  past  year  the  mite  box  has  grown  in  favor  with  manj'  of 
the  Conferences.  Efficient  work  has  been  done  by  the  Conference  Cor- 
responding Secretaries,  Mite  Box  Secretaries,  and  General  Organizers. 
Much  interest  has  been  awakened,  and  people  generally  have  been  edu- 
cated into  the  belief  that  the  mite  box  is  one  of  the  very  best  methods  of 
gathering  money  in  a  systematic  and  Christian  way. 

The  number  of  mite  boxes  ordered  and  sent  during  the  year  is  as 
follows:  Number  of  mite  barrels,  4,341;  jugs,  4,578;  bee  hives,  2,133; 
penny  a  day  boxes,  275.     Total,  11,607. 

The  amount  of  cash  and  postage  stamps  received  in  payment  for  mite 
boxes  was  $24.57. 

The  amount  of  money  collected  in  mite  boxes  in  the  various  Confer- 
ences as  reported  to  me  is  $5,516.09.  Twentj'-eight  Conferences  have  con- 
tributed in  the  following  order  as  to  the  amounts  given  :  New  England 
heading  the  list  with  $2,184.87,  Cincinnati,  $764,  Central  Ohio,  $572,  Phila- 
delphia, Detroit,  North-west  Iowa,  Michigan,  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  Upper 
Iowa,  Ohio,  Newark,  South-east  Indiana,  California,  New  York  East,  North- 
west Indiana,  Baltimore,  Upper  Iowa,  Erie,  Genesee,  Kansas,  Northern  New 
York,  Central  New  York,  East  Ohio,  North  Nebraska,  Oakland  auxiliary, 
111.,  South-west  Kansas,  New  England  Southern. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  money  reported 
from  mite  boxes  increases  largely  each  year. 

We  again  urge  that  all  our  members  be  encouraged  to  sj-stematic  giv- 
ing through  mite  boxes,  and  that  the  amount  collected  by  these  silent 
gatherers  be  duly  reported  to  the  Secretary. 

It  will  be  still  more  gratifying  if  we  can  secure  a  report  from  each 
mite  box  sent  out  during  the  coming  vear,  and  most  of  all,  if  these  re- 
ports shall  disclose  the  fact  that  each  mite  box  has  gathered  at  least  100 
cents  for  the  general  treasury.

"  You  will  have  to  cut  the  report  dowu  to  the  barest  statistics,"  is  the 
■word  passed  along  to  the  chairman  of  this  Committee,  and  here  it  is.  Dur- 
ing the  sixmonthsof  my  service  I  have  sent  out  over  2,240  pages  of  literature 
on  Svstematic  Beneficence,  210  tracts  and  pamphlets,  70  pages  of  letters, 
have  niade  four  addresses,  written  paragraphs  for  the  papers,  also  more 
lengthv  articles  and  tracts.  By  testing  I  have  found  a  proportion  who 
practice  laying  aside  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  their  income  for  benevo- 
lent purposes  that  is  very  encouraging,  and  others  are  coming  into  the 
practice.  Encouragement  is  received  from  the  ministr^^  The  hearty  co- 
operation of  all  cheerful  givers  will  ensure  satisfactory  results.

On  Work  at  Large. 

On  Sunday,  Nov.  8th,  with  Mrs.  Marcy,  I  presented  our  work  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.  Nov.  nth  I  gave  the  anniversary  address  for  Michigan  Con- 
ference Society  at  Coldwater,  and  later  spoke  at  Union  City  and  at  Quincy, 
and  secured  in  all  56  members,  and  11  subscribers  to  the  paper. 

By  earnest  solicitation,  gave  the  anniversary  address  for  I/ittle  Rock 
Conference  Society  at  Van  Buren,  Ark.,  Feb.  5th  ;  officers  were  elected  for 
the  four  districts,  and  31  members  and   12  subscribers  were  secured. 

Sunday,  Feb.  7th,  was  given  to  the  students  in  Philander  Smith  Col- 
lege, to  the  girls  in  Adeline  Smith  Home,  and  to  a  missionary  service  in 
Wesley  Chiirch.  Later  I  mailed  our  Tenth  Annual  Report  to  each  minister 
in  the  Little  Rock  Conference. 

Continuous  calls  from  the  missionaries  at  Camden  to  come  to  them 
caused  the  journey  to  be  undertaken,  and  our  Homes  and  Schools  at  Holly 
Springs,  Orangeburg,  Camden,  Greensboro,  Asheville,  Morristown,  Athens 
and  Chattanooga  were  visited  and  a  score  of  simple  addresses  on  various 
themes  adapted  to  the  students  was  given.  Auxiliaries  were  formed,  ag- 
gregating 127  members  and  41  subscribers.  No  collections  were  taken. 
The  entire  expense  was  met  by  mj'self. 

Having  been  elected  organizer  of  the  Michigan  Conference,  Kalamazoo 
was  reached  April  19th,  and  the  time  to  May  i6th  was  given  to  Home 
Mission  work  amid  determined  opposition  by  the  opponents  of  the  cause, 
and  real  helpfulness  by  its  friends.  Nevertheless,  16  new  auxiliaries  were 
effected,  one  young  people's  circle  formed,  and  additions  made  to  seven 
others. 

I  gave  the  anniversary  address  at  the  Grand  Rapids,  Ionia,  and  Albi- 
on District  Conventions,  and  held  two  parlor  meetings.  Total  for  the 
28  services,  514  new  members,  and  114  new  subscribers.  The  Sabbath 
labors  were  greatly  blessed  at  Otsego,  at  Trowbridge  and  at  Plainwell, 
where  in  all  60  members  were  secured.  At  Ames  Church,  at  East  Street 
and  at  Division  Street  Churches,  Grand  Rapids,  149  members  and  34  sub- 
scribers were  obtained  during  the  day.  On  a  rainy  Sunday  morning  at 
Albion  the  dear  Lord  gave  62  additions  to  encourage  all  our  hearts.  At 
Big  Rapids  an  auxiliary  was  formed  of  60  members. 

By  urgent  request  I  gave  from  June  i6th  to  Aug.  ist  to  work  in  the 
West  Wisconsin  Conference  ;  formed  24  new  auxiliaries,  with  additions  to 
nine  others,  and  addressed  two  Epworth  League  Conventions,  obtaining  a 
total  of  690  members  and  116  subscribers.  The  two  largest  auxiliaries 
were  formed  on  the  first  and  last  Sunday  mornings,  at  Platteville,  with  72 
members,  and  at  Chippewa  Falls  with  71.  The  opposition  to  the  work 
was  greater  here  than  I  had  ever  met,  but  the   success  made  full  amends. 
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I  have  traveled  more  than  8,500  miles  this  year;  written  hundreds 
of  letters  and  postals  ;  secured  over  1,200  members,  and  317  subscribers 
for  our  paper.  This  work  would  have  been  wholly  impossible  but  for 
the  royal  women  who  have  welcomed  me  to  their  homes,  and  so  nobly 
aided  me.

On  Missionary  Candidates. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  about  thirty  missionaries  have  been 
passed  by  this  committee,  and  have  been  accepted  b}'  the  Executive  Board. 
Twenty-two  of  these  have  received  appointments. 

Those  who  remember  the  frequent  statements  that  are  made  that  we 
are  not  enlarging  our  work  may  wonder  that  so  many  new  missionaries 
have  been  appointed.  Several  reasons  may  be  given  for  this.  Until  quite 
recently  there  has  been  no  opportunity  for  our  missionaries  to  receive 
special  training  for  their  work,  and  in  many  cases  we  have  had  no  means  of 
knowing  how  well  they  were  prepared  except  through  testimonials,  which 
are  inadequate.  Sometimes  after  reaching  the  field  they  have  found  the 
work  too  hard,  or  it  has  become  apparent  that  they  are  incompetent  to  fill 
the  positions  held  by  them,  hence  their  places  are  vacant  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  Sometimes  the  health  of  a  missionary  or  some  duty  to  her  famil};- 
will  compel  her  to  relinquish  a  work  to  which  she  would  like  to  devote 
her  life.     Consequently,  each  year  new  missionaries  must  be  appointed. 

Your  committee  has  long  felt  the  necessity  of  special  training  for  our 
workers,  and  it  was  with  gladdened  hearts  that  we  looked  upon  the  beauti- 
ful new  Training  School  while  in  Washington  one  year  ago  ;  and  we  cor- 
dially sanction  the  subjoined  action  of  the  Executive  Board  : 

Resolved,  i.  That  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  require  in 
the  future  its  employees  to  have  special  training  in  preparation  for  the  work 
of  the  Society.  Any  modification  of  this  requirement  must  be  made  by 
action  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

2.  That  the  special  training  be  taken  in  the  national  Home  at 
Washington.

On  Organization. 

On  accoiint  of  sickness  in  my  family  my  work  was  postponed  from 
February  till  March,  when  it  really  begun,  and  it  has  been  almost  continu- 
ous until  the  present  time,  with  the  exception  of  two  weeks  each  in  May 
and  June. 

I  have  responded  to  invitations  from  6  different  States  by  work 
in  12  Conferences.  I  have  presented  the  interests  of  the  Society  before  6 
Conference  anniversaries,  5  district  conventions,  4  camp  meetings,  i  Con- 
ference Epworth  League  Convention,  r  pic-nic  where  16  Sabbath  Schools 
were  represented  by  over  2,000  persons,  5  parlor  meetings  and  i  delightful 
all-day  meeting  participated  in  by  the  auxiliaries  of  Cleveland,  O. 

I  have  organized  2  Conferences  and  2  districts,  have  visited  39 
churches  where  societies  were  already  organized,  adding  to  their  niimbers 
342  members,  such,  I  hope,  as  have  paid  their  dollar  into  the  general 
treasury.  > 

I  also  have  visited  23  churches  where  no  society  existed,  and  have 
organized   25   societies,   17  auxiliaries  with,  in  the  aggregate,  247  mem- 
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bers,  5  young  people's  societies,  representing  a  membership  of  SS,  and  3 
children's  bands,  as  well  as  setting  in  motion  plans  for  other  children's 
societies  by  the  distribution  of  Mothers'  Jewels  brick  books,  etc.  I  have 
given  9S  addresses,  besides  talks  to  Sabbath  Schools  and  Epworth 
Leagues,  have  sold  27  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memoirs,  have  secured  12S  sub- 
scribers to  Home  Missions,  and  7S  subscribers  to  Deaconess  at  Work. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  will  come  financial  aid  to  the  So- 
ciety from  persons  whose  attention  I  have  directed  to  some  of  our  special 
departments  of  work,  but  I  cannot  count  it  until  it  is  dollars  in  the  treas- 
un,-. 

The  collections  have  amounted  to  $254.38.  In  some  of  our  largest 
churches  and  best  congregations  no  new  members  were  solicited  or  col- 
lections taken,  arrangements  to  that  effect  ha^-ing  been  pre\-iousl3-  made 
with  those  planning  for  the  meetings. 

I  desire  to  make  mention  of  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness 
and  courtesy  received  from  pastors  and  people,  and  the  hospitable  homes 
that  have  been  opened  to  me  in  this  almost  6.000  miles  of  travel.

Of  General  Organizer. 

I  bring  my  report  to  this  Annual  Meeting  with  sincere  regret  that 
larger  results  cannot  be  counted.  Yet  while  I  have  been  lacking  in  zuis- 
doTn  I  have  not  been  lacking  in  work;  and  it  is  good  to  remember  that 
"  While  men  may  judge  us  by  the  success  of  our  eflforts,  God  sees  the 
efforts  themselves."  Some  lessons  I  have  learned  from  retrospection. 
Because  of  the  unfailing  love  and  kindness  shown  me  by  general  and  con- 
ference officers  I  have  been  too  anxious  to  accommodate  them  all ;  and  in 
order  to  give  to  each  the  dates  they  desired  I  have  taken  long  and  ex- 
pensive journeys,  when  insisting  upon  diflFerent  dates  would  have  reduced 
the  travel  required. 

We  need  a  more  perfect  system  for  securing  organizations.  I  have 
been  urging  the  necessity  for  engaging  conference  organizers,  and  lea\-ing 
the  general  organizers  free  to  attend  camp  meetings.  Conference  anni- 
versaries, district  conventions,  and  to  conduct  correspondence.  Fewer 
aiixiliaries  have  been  organized  than  last  year  because  of  so  many  urgent 
calls  to  strengthen  old  ones  ;  and  because  the  East,  where  most  of  my 
time  has  been  spent,  is  more  generally  organized  than  the  West ,  but  I 
have  secured  more  life  members  than  ever  before  to  help  the  General 
Fund. 

I  have  been  encouraged  and  inspired  by  the  marked  increase  of  con- 
fidence and  interest  in  the  Society  in  our  churches.  Doors  swing  wide 
ever^-where  to  admit  its  representatives.  But  the  highest  and  truest  suc- 
cess can  never  be  attained  in  missionary-  work  until  we  who  labor  are 
guided  only  by  the  Christly  spirit  of  universal  love.  Then  geographical 
lines  pertaining  to  missions  will  be  invisible  to  us';  and  the  terms  we  use 
too  often  now,  "the  Foreign  Missionan.-  Society  and  the  Home  Missionary 
Society."  will  both  be  lost  in  the  one  true  term.  The  Missionary  Society. 
Then  workers  will  be  one  ^vith  each  other,  one  with  our  Christ. 

Public  addresses  given,  1S3  ;  Conference  anniversaries  and  annual 
meetings  addressed,  10 ;  district  conventions  attended,  5 ;  summer  en- 
campments addressed :  Cottage  City,  Willimantic,  Ocean  Grove,  Yar- 
mouth, Round  Lake  and  Sydney ;  subscribers  secured  for  Deaconess  at 
Work,  57,  and  for  Home  Missions,  305  ;  Conference  Society  organized,  i ; 
Auxiliaries,  17;  Bands,  5;  new  members  secured,  in  Mission  Bands,  275; 
in  Auxiliaries.  1,326;  cash  collections,  $712.71;  pledges  made  and  Aiostly 
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paid  up:  For  Navajo  Mission,  $126.00';  for  Lucy  Hayes  Bible  School, 
15327.00  ;  for  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  $2,274.00 ;  for  General  Fund  in  life 
memberships,  $1,160.00;  number  of  miles  traveled  in  interest  of  the  work, 
13.562. 

Have   distributed   large   numbers   of  tracts  and  literature,   but   kept 
no  record  of  number  of  pages.

On  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

We  Reconiuiend,  i.  That  the  Conference  Executive  Committees  of 
those  Conferences  having  no  Secretaries  for  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  ap- 
point such  officers  as  soon  as  possible,  to  be  read)'  for  the  early  winter's 
work. 

2.  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Secretaries  of  Supplies  to 
correspond  with  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
ascertain  from  her  where  the  auxiliaries  of  their  respective  Conferences 
shall  send  their  gifts,  receive  measurements  necessary  for  garments  re- 
quired, and  endeavor  to  secure  reduced  rates  of  transportation  over  rail- 
roads. 

3.  That  no  credits  shall  be  given  to  auxiliaries  for  supplies  sent  out 
without  the  approval  of  their  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

4.  That  each  auxiliary  elect  a  local  Secretary  of  Supplies  who  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  supplies  issued  hy  her  auxiliary,  and  report  the  aggre- 
gate value  thereof  quarterly  to  her  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies.  The 
Conference  Secretary  in  turn  shall  report  the  aggregate  value  of  all  sup- 
plies furnished  by  her  Conference  auxiliaries  to  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

5.  Local  Secretaries  of  Supplies  shall  fill  out  pastors'  vouchers  with 
the  aggregate  sums  of  money  raised  for  Home  Missions  and  the  value  of 
supplies  donated,  have  them  signed  by  local  treasurers,  and  give  them  to 
their  pastors  to  present  to  the  Conference  Statistical  Secretaries,  thereby 
securing  just  credit  for  their  local  churches  in  the  Conference  minutes. 

6.  That  the  General  Secretary  of  Supplies  be  requested  to  furnish  to 
each  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies  a  suificient  number  o'f  applications 
to  enable  her  to  begin  her  Conference  work  as  early  m  each  year  as  Sep- 
tember ist,  and  thus  prevent  delays  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  work.

On  Division  of    be  Work. 

recommendations   by  the   GENERAI.  executive   BO.A.RD. 

1.  That  in  order  to  meet  the  rapidly  increasing  demands  of  the  work, 
we  recommend  the  grouping  of  Conferences  into  Mission  Districts,  mak- 
ing these  groups  to  correspond  in  the  main  with  the  General  Conference 
District  boundaries. 

2.  That  we  have  a  Conference  Union  Executive  Board,  which  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer  (which  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Conference  Union),  and  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Confer- 
ences comprising  the  Union,  of  which  body  a  majority  present  shall  con- 
stitute«a  quorum. 
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3.  Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the  General  Society  provides  for 
an  annual  meeting  of  each  Conference  in  which  auxiliary  societies  have 
representation  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  representation  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference Union  shall  consist  of  the  General  Officers  of  the  Conference 
Union,  the  General  Officers  of  the  Conferences  comprising  the  Union, 
and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  one  delegate  from  each  presiding 
elder's  district,  said  delegate  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
district  association  where  organization  has  been  effected,  and  where  it  has 
not,  the  delegate  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board. 

4.  That  Conference  Unions  shall  provide  by-laws  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment, said  by-laws  to  be  in  harmon}-  with  the  Constitution  of  the  gen- 
eral Society. 

5.  Duties  of  the  Officers  of  the  Conference  Union  : 

(i).  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  confer  and  co-oper- 
ate mth  the  Corresponding  Secretary-  in  the  work  of  the  Union. 

(2).  The  duties  of  the  Recording  Secretary  will  be  to  keep  records  of 
the  Conference  Union,  and  call  all  meetings  on  notice  of  the  President  and 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

(3).  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  inform 
herself  of  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  work  ^vithin  the  bounds  of  the 
Conference  Union,  correspond  with  each  Conference  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  Conferences  in  the  Union,  and  furnish  them  with  all  needful  in- 
formation. She  shall  furnish  blanks  for  all  Quarterly  Reports  and  for- 
ward the  same  quarterly  to  the  General  Corresponding  Secretan,-. 

(4).  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Union  shall  be  to 
secure  reports,  receive  all  moneys  and  report  amounts  and  forward  the 
same  quarterly  to  the  General  Treasurer.  She  shall  hold  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  Conference  Union,  paying  from  these  funds  such  bills  as  shall 
be  presented  to  her  signed  by  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary. 

(5).  [As  amended.]  That  this  plan  be  printed  in  circular  form,  and 
hat  copies  be  sent  by  the  General  Secretarj-  to  the  Conference  Secretaries 
or  consideration,  and  that  final  .action  be  deferred  until  the  next  Annual 
Meeting.

Consider  -what  broadening,  what  new  impulse  it  brings  into  life.  Consider 
how  small  the  sum  it  costs.  I  think  the  Conference  Secretaries  should 
speak.  There  should  be  a  symposium  at  the  beginning  of  this  tenth  year, 
and  the  paper  the  theme.     Let  them  criticise,  suggest,  make  pledges. 

Number  2  enjoys  the  paper  but  could  get  more  people  interested  if  it 
were  illustrated  and  had  a  little  more  general  literature.  Dear  friend,  there 
is  neither  mone\'  nor  space  for  pictures  or  general  literature  with  which 
the  secular  press  is  overflowed. 

Number  20  thinks  there  are  too  many  reports  of  meetings  from  auxil- 
iaries, districts  and  Conferences.  Number  25  rises  quickly  to  say  that  those 
are  just  what  she  wants.  She  reads  them  first.  And  why?  Because  she 
is  a  Secretary  and  wants  to  see  how  the  meetings  are  conducted  by  others. 

Number  30  is  interested  in  lists  of  Mothers'  Jewels  and  thinks  the 
Treasurer's  report  used  to  be  the  best  part  of  the  paper.  Number  35 
thinks,  as  the  Treasurer's  report  is  published  elsewhere,  a  fine  stor}-,  w'ith 
a  good  missionary  point,  fills  the  space  more  profitably. 

Number  40  thinks  more  space  should  be  given  to  young  ladies.  Plans 
of  work  for  them.  Bright,  helpful  stories  and  young  ladies' reports  of  work. 
Number  46  does  not  want  so  much  space  given  to  matter  on  the  observance 
of  the  Sabbath.  The  Editor  thinks  a  sacred  Sabbath  will  be  more  influ- 
ential in  saving  the  country  than  anj-  other  agency,  and  if  this  Society 
can  obtain  that,  it  will  do  its  greatest  work. 

Number  50  suggests  there  is  too  much  on  S3'stematic  Beneficence  and 
giving  first  the  tenth.  The  Editor  thinks  that  God's  word  should  be  liter- 
all}^  trusted,  and  if  God  saj'S  follow  m}-  plan  for  raising  funds  and  I  will 
give  you  more  tha7i  yoii  can  receive,  it  seems  to  her  wiser  than  to  have  an 
entertainment,  at  which  you  give  nearly  as  much  as  3-ou  receive,  to  say 
nothing  of  physical  weariness  and  expenditure  of  time.  If  the  paper  can 
call  back  the  Church  to  the  wisdom  of  God  in  this  one  thing,  it  will  be  to 
it  a  crown  of  glory,  and  enrich  the  Church  with  countless  millions. 

Number  60  thinks  the  Concert  Lesson  occupies  space  that  could  be 
more  profitably  filled.  The  Editor  inquires  if  she  uses  this  lesson  in  the 
monthl}'  meeting  ?  Those  who  do,  esteem  it  as  a  help.  Number  65  says 
she  reads  the  whole  paper,  and  it  grows  better  and  better.  She  carries  it 
about  with  he'i"  and  gets  new  subscribers  everj-  week.  The  Editor 
hopes  there  is  in  ever}'-  issue,  though  it  may  be  crowded  with  the  necessary 
business  of  a  great  working  organization,  some  word  of  life,  which  as  a 
divine  seed  will  spring  up  and  fill  with  bloom,  fragrance  and  fruit  thou- 
sands of  hearts  and  homes.     For  so  it  is  God  works.-

For  nine  vears  IVoman's  Home  missions  has  been  a  welcome  visitor 
in  many  thousand  homes.  From  the  first  number  it  has  been  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  promotion  of  our  work  bj-  telling  the  story  of  ignorance 
and  superstition  in  our  own  land,  and  the  pressing  need  of  evangelization. 

Some  auxiliaries  have  been  formed  by  the  interest  awakened  b}?  this 
silent  force,  and  others  have  been  enabled  to  grow  and  continue  in  the 
work.  The  exact  benefit  derived,  no  one  can  tell,  but  all  Avill  acknowledge 
that  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  Society. 

A  review  of  the  year's  work  shows  a  steady  progress.  All  bills  have 
been  met  as  soon  as  due,  and  this  report  shows  a  cash  balance  of  $264.75.

About  200  names  have  been  added  to  our  subscription  list  tlie  past  year,  as 
the  permanent  gain  over  those  that  have  fallen  off.  This  makes,  with  the 
extra  numbers  .e^iven  for  clubs  of  ten,  a  circulation  of  15,500.  We  should 
have  20,000  subscribers.  We  could  have  that  number  the  coming  year 
with  a  little  extra  effort  from  each  Conference.  You  may  not  be  prepared 
to  pledge  a  certain  number  of  new  subscriptions,  but  you  can  inaugurate 
some  plan  to  increase  the  list  the  coming  year. 

The  increase  of  over  4,000  subscriptions,  which  is  the  necessary  num- 
ber to  bring  our  list  up  to  the  desired  twenty  thousand,  will  take  consider- 
able work.  This  is  more  than  we  have  ever  gained  in  any  previous  year, 
but  we  have  had  nine  years'  experience,  and  know  better  how  to  work. 

In  our  canvass  for  additional  names  Tve  must  not  neglect  the  renewals. 
It  is  necessary  for  each  auxiliary  to  keep  a  list  of  its  subscribers  and  the 
date  showing  when  subscriptions  expire,  so  that  none  be  allowed  to  fall  off. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  help  received  from  some  of  our 
organizers.  We  recommend  that  our  organizers  be  instructed  to  care  for 
our  paper  as  they  present  our  work.  In  this  way  they  can  greatly  help. 
Be  sure  that  sample  copies  are  on  hand  for  all  public  meetings  (they  will 
be  sent  you  free) ,  especially  for  camp  meetings  and  assemblies,  when  a 
day  or  a  part  of  a  day  is  set  aside  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Societ}'.  If  we  can  have  this  united  effort,  no  doubt,  our  report  in  1893 — 
the  decennial  of  our  paper — will  show  a  subscription  list  of  20,000.

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On  Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 

During  the  year,  under  the  sanction  of  the  blessed  Master,  a  very  en- 
couraging advance  has  been  made  on  all  lines  of  work  in  this  Home.  Our 
average  number  of  children  has  been  about  forty ;  at  times  a  few  more  or 
less.  A  number  to  whom  we  had  become  quite  attached,  and  whose  help- 
fulness was  recognized  and  appreciated,  have  found  homes  through  the 
re-establishment,  in  two  cases  b\'  the  father  and  in  another  by  the  mother, 
of  their  own  homes.  We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  that  the  death 
angel  has  not  entered  our  Home,  nor  any  dark  sorrow  overshadowed  our 
hearthstone. 

The  year's  test  on  the  line  of  industrial  effort  has  been  satisfactory. 
Our  gardening  was  so  planned  that  the  hoe  became  a  ver}'  potential  ap- 
pliance in  the  hands  of  about  twelve  or  fifteen  little  boys,  who  now  often 
speak  with  manly  pride  of  their  last  summer's  achievements  on  this  line. 
Several  of  the  boys  are  old  enough  to  plow  with  two  horses,  and  did  very 
commendable  work.  Each  of  the  boys  and  girls,  old  enough,  was  given 
a  little  plot  of  ground  of  their  own  .to  garden  in  their  own  way,  and  it  was 
a  matter  of  much  interest  to  see  the  diversit}'  displayed  in  taste  and 
methods ;  and  oh !  what  rapturous  delight  bubbled  up  from  each  little 
soul,  in  expressions  of  joy,  over  the  first  ripe  melon,  tomato,  or  blooming 
flower,  in  their  own  little  garden. 

We  seek  diligently  to  give  to  each  child  some  part  of  our  Home  work, 
as  not  only  a  means  of  establishing  habits  of  industry,  but  to  furnish 
them  an  opportunity  to  "  let  off"  that  exuberance  of  spirit  that  must  have 
vent  either  in  an  attempt  at  usefulness  or  in  mischievous  adventure. 
And  the  past  year  has  proven  to  us  that  children  are  far  happier  in  the 
thought  that  they  are  important  factors  as  assistants,  than  to  be  under 
the  impression  that  the}'  are  to  be  served  or  only  servants.  To  strike  the 
happy  medium  between  the  extremes  of  unrequitted  child  labor  and  a  life 
of  aimless  indulgence  has  been  our  aim  and  stud}-.  Our  chief  desire  is 
their  spiritual  uplift.  Many  of  them  come  to  us  without  the  knowledge 
of  prayer ;  some  with  bad  habits  that  would  destroy  soul  and  body,  and 
some  with  inherited  viciousness  of  temper  and  tendencies.  By  the 
aid  of  that  Spirit  that  is  light  and  life,  we  have  been  enabled  to  greatly 
change  the  trend  of  their  inclinations,  and,  in  most  every  case,  they  are 
looking  for  divine  aid,  which  is  more  than  all  else.  Our  matron,  Mrs. 
Jennie  D.  Speer,  who  has  been  with  us  the  past  year,  has  brought  our 
children  well  up  with  the  average  schools  in  the  sweet  service  of  song, 
which  forms  a  part  of  each  day's  duties.  We  have  been  remembered 
kindly  in  the  way  of  clothing  for  the  children,  both  from  home  and 
abroad,  so  that  with  a  deft  and  continuous  hand  at  the  mending  board  we 
have  kept  the  changes  ready,  and  if  plainness  and  patches  sometimes 
marked  the  garments,  they  savored  of  the  \drtues  of  cleanliness  and  com- 
fort. 

Many  substantial  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year,  in- 
volving expenditures,  the  chief  of  which  are  our  Home  hospital,  addi- 
tional acreage,  and  a  poultry  house  with  yards.  Other  minor  improve- 
ments of  imperative  need  have  been  added;  also  agricultural  implements, 
equipping  us  completely  for  the  present.  Our  beginning  in  bee  culture 
promises  success  in  the  future. 

Before  another  year  closes  we  hope  our  new  dormitory  will  be  built, 
where  we  can  take  into  our  sheltering  care  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  many 
children  that  knock  at  our  door  for  admittance.  We  earnestly  appeal  to 
all  Christian  philanthropists,  and  to  all  parents  whose  children  are  beyond 
the  realm  of  sin  and  suffering,  to  "  lend  a  hand"  and  help  rescue  the  neg- 
lected and  needy  children,  that  they  too  may  become  polished  jewels  for 
the  Master.

5.  The  General  Treasurer  shall  make  remittances  to  the  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Homes  for  the  support  of  Beneficiaries  at  such  regular 
intervals  as  the  General  Bxectitive  Board  maj'  determine.

CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

Woman'g  Home  pliggionapy  ^oeiety 

OF   THE 

Adopted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1884. 


ARTICLE  I.-Name. 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  Il.-Objects. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  oi 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country,  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work. 

ARTICLE  III.— Organization. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  he : 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society  ;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated  ;  to  arrange  with 
the  several  Conference  Seccetaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Con- 
ference, and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  complete, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
demand ;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
sessions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording  Hec- 
retary  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Skc.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Coi  responding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission-field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  information;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission-field,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  at  eacli  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only  such 
bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in  her 
hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
othei's  are  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be : 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Society 
within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises ;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-ojierate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treasurer 
in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ize Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  ;  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  wdth  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference  ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to 
present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly,  keep- 
ing a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
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Sec.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  Auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Societies 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  beneficiaries 
selected  by  themselves. 

ARTICLE  v.— Auxiliary  Societies. 

Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  shall  organize  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  be- 
come a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the  pastor 
shall  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they  shall 
report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.-Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  ^Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life. 

ARTICLE   VII.— Relations  to  Other  Branches  of  Church  Work. 

Section  1.  This  Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in 
our  own  land,  and  it  will  work  in  harmony  with  the  connectional  societies 
of  the  Church. 

a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

6.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

c.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

Sec.  2.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not 
be  raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular 
Church  service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised-  by  securing 
members,  life  members,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  by  col- 
lections taken  in  audiences  convened  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  by 
other  methods  (such  as  fairs,  festivals,  lectures,  etc.)  which  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  the"  amounts  so  col- 
lected shall  be  reported  to  the  Annual-  Conference  through  the  preachers  in 
charge,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  among  the  benevolent  collections 
and  published  in  the  Annual  "and  General  Minufes. 

Sec.  .3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  may 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  it  real  estate  or  other  "trusts,  as  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary'  So«iety,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall 
be  80  arranged  that  its  plans  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Missionary  fcjociety  for  approval,  at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  November.

ARTICLE   VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  by  the  General  Conference.  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  may  be  proposed  at  any  Annual  ^Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  a  three- 
nionths'  notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  each  Conference 
organization,  and  published  in  the  Church  papers. 
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I. 

ANNUAL     IvIEETING. 

1.  The  Chairman  and  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  of 
Ihe  General  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  unless  this  has  been  done  at  a  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  A  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  shall  pre- 
pare a  program  of  exercises  and  an  order  of  business  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. They  shall  see  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  are  announced  in 
all  the  Church  papers. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  OflScers  for  the  Society  shall  con- 
sist of  one  member  from  each  Conference  delegation,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  respective  delegations,  and  five  members  of  the  General  Executive 
Board.     The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  together  with  the  Conference  Secretaries  present  at 
any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five  other  persons  chosen  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

II. 

BUREAUS. 

1.  Our  mission-fields  and  departments  of  work  shall  be  placed  in 
charge  of  Bureaus,  each  consisting  of  a  Secretarj"^  and  Assistants. 

2.  Each  Bureau  shall  have  the  entire  responsibility,  in  its  own  field, 
of  executing  all  the  plans  and  applying  all  the  funds  as  ordered  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  and  super^nsed  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

3.  Each  mission  shall  be  placed  under  the  special  supervision  of  a 
committee  of  ladies  nominated  by  the  Conference  Society  or  Societies  most 
immediately  interested*  in  the  mission,  and  elected  by  the  General 
Executive  Board.  These  committees  shall  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition 
and  needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

4.  Each  Bureau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  Missionary  Work,  shall  consist 
of  its  Secretary  ami  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  within  its  bounds. 

5.  The  duty  i  )f  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
these  committees  in  the  management  of  the  work,  secure  conformity  to  the 
rules  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers  for  mission  work,  and 
give  a  detailed  report  quarterly  nr  oftener  to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

6.  The  Bureaus  shall  be  (1)  East  Southern  States;  (2)  East  Central 
States ;  (3)  West  Central  States ;  (4)  West  Southern  States ;  (5)  Texas ;  (6) 
New  Mexico  aud  Arizona  (Spanish) ;  (7)  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian)  ; 
(8)  Mormons;  (9)  Indians;  (10)  Alaska;  (11)  Mission  Supplies;  (12)  Local 
Missionary  Work;  (13)  Young  People's  Work;  (14)  Home  Missionary 
Reading  Circle  and  Lectures  ;  (15)  Immigrants;  (16)  Deaconess  Work. 

7.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secre- 
tary, and  two  or  more  ladies  from  each  of  these  States,  Georgia  and  Florida. 

8.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 

*The  Conference  or  Conferences  assuming  the  financial  responsibility. 
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ind  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States :  North  Carolina 
and  South  Carolina. 

9.  The  Bureau  for  the  "West  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States :  Kentucky,  Ten- 
nessee and  Alabama. 

10.  The  Bureau  for  the  West  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States  :  Mississippi,  Louis- 
iana, and  Arkansas. 

11.  The  Bureau  for  Texas,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Spanish),  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian),  the  Mormons,  the  Indians,  and  Alaska  shall 
each  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or  more  ladies. 

12.  The  Bureau  for  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and 
such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  and  the 
Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

13.  The  Bureau  for  Immigrants  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  and  two  or 
more  ladies  from  each  city  in  which  our  Missions  are  established.  The 
work  of  this  Bureau  shall  be  the  establishment  and  care  of  Homes  and  In- 
dustrial Schools  for  Immigrant  women  and  girls,  and  also  the  care  of  the 
Italian  Work  in  New  York  City. 

14.  The  Bureau  for  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle  and  Lectures 
shall  be  composed  of  a  Secretary  and  two  or  more  ladies,  and  a  Co-opera- 
tive Committee  consisting  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

15.  The  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  and 
ladies  from  each  locality   where  a  Deaconess  Home  may  be  established  * 

16.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary 
and  such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

17.  The  work  of  this  Biireau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
work  in  our  large  cities  and  towns,  as  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors  and 
official  Boards  ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools,  for  instruction  in  relig- 
ion, morals,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  industries  ;  and  the  employ- 
ment of  Bible-readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  the  neglected 
women  and  children. 

18.  Local  missionary  work  for  which  credit  for  money  expended  is  given, 
shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such  work 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

19.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  rules  relating  to  testimonials  as  to  fitness,  and  to  furnishing 
reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other  fields. 

20.  The  Funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised  for 
that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  as  shall  not  diminish  the  amount 
that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury. 

21.  Churches  and  individuals  furnishing  supplies  to  meet  the  needs  of 
organized  Local  Missionary  Work  may  be  credited  for  the  same  through 
the  authorized  channels  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Young  People's  Work  to 
awaken  and  sustain  interest  in  Young  Ladies'  and  in  Juvenile  Societies. 

23.  All  Secretaries  of  Bureaus  shall  be  nominated  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

24.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  of  Supplies,  of  Local  Missionary 
Work,  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle,  of 
Immigrants,  and  of  Deaconess  Work,  may  nominate  the  members  of  their 
Bureaus,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

III. 

1.  The  fiscal  year  of  t^e  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  end 
the  loth  of  October. 


*The  work  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Methodist  Disci- 
pline, II  T[  207-212,  page  126. 
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2.  Auxiliary  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  Bj'^-iaws  for  AuxiUaries,  4 
and  5,  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and  September  15th. 

3.  Conference  Societies, — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  Article 
IV,  Sections  3  and  4,  January  15th,  April  15th,  July  15th,  and  October  15th. 

4.  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  tlie  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  8,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  15th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

5.  All  moneys  raised  for  the  Society  must  be  sent  by  the  auxiliaries  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  thence  forwarded  to  the  General  Treasurer. 
Moneys  to  be  expended  for  missionary  sujiplies  for  frontier  or  Southern 
work,  must,  in  all  cases,  be  raised  as  a  special  fund  for  such  work. 

6.  Moneys  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  employes  of  the  Society  for 
any  special  purpose,  unless  such  collection  is  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
the  purpose  approved  ;  and  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  Gen- 
eral Treasury,  and  be  regularly  appropriated  therefrom. 

7.  All  missionaries,  superintendents  of  Industrial  Schools,  and  teach- 
ers in  the  employ  of  the  Society  shall  present  to  the  Board  through  the 
Secretaries  of  their  respective  Bureaus  (not  later  than  September  10th  of 
each  year)  carefully  prepared  estimates  for  their  work  for  the  coming  year. 

8.  Each  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  is  requested  to  come  to 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers  prepared  to  say  what  work 
her  Conference  will  support  for  the  coming  year. 

9.  With  a  view  to  protect  this  Society  against  any  embarrassments  that 
might  possibly  grow  out  of  unauthorized  engagements  or  pledges  in  respect 
to  the  funds  or  the  operations  of  the  Society,  it  is  hereby  ordered : 

(1.)  That  no  officer  of  the  Society,  no  Auxiliary  or  Conference  Society 
shall  contract  for  the  purchase  of  property,  or  undertake  any  special  work 
(other  than  local  work  within  its  own  territory)  without  the  approval  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society,  expressed  in  writing  and  duly 
certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
said  Board. 

(2.)  That  if  the  special  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  shall  be  the 
erection  of  a  building  or  buildings,  whether  for  religious,  benevolent,  or 
educational  purposes,  the  erection  of  the  same  shall  not  be  begun  nor  con- 
tracted for  until  the  money  that  will  be  required  for  the  completion  thereof 
shall  have  been  paid  into  the  General  Treasury  of  this  Society  or  fully  pro- 
vided for,  nor  until  the  erection  of  the  said  building  or  buildings,  and  all 
the  plans  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same,  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
foregoing  paragraph, 

IV. 

BUILDINOS   AND  CARE  OK   HOlVtES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  erection  of  all  buildings  for  Home  and  school  work  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Bureau  having 
charge  of  the  work.  This  committee  shall  determine  the  site,  select  the 
plan,  let  the  contract,  supervise  the  erection,  and  accept  the  work,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive  Board  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau. 

2.  The  furnishing  of  Industrial  Homes  and  schools  shall  be  plain, 
simple,  and  economical,  and  as  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances  as  pos- 
sible.' The  purchases  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  in 
charge,  and  the  property  shall  belong  to  the  Society.  It  shall  be  carefully 
marked,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  an  inventory  of  property,  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  concytion,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Board  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Home. 
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3.  Each  Industrial  Home  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent, 
who,  together  with  the  teachers  of  the  school,  shall  be  elected,  employed, 
and  j)aid  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

4.  All  the  employes  of  the  Board  shall  make,  directly,  or  through  their 
superintendents,  as  they  shall  be  instructed,  monthly  reports  of  their  work, 
as  per  blank  provided,  sending  one  copy  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  another  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  in  charge  of  the  field. 

5.  Since  the  conversion  and  spiritual  growth  of  those  for  whom  we 
labor  is  the  object  of  all  eftbrt,  our  instructors  are  required  to  work  dili- 
gently and  methodically  to  that  end,  through  family  worship,  school 
instruction,  personal  appeal,  and  social  means  of  grace,  endeavoring  at  all 
times  to  develop  sound  and  strong  character. 

6.  Pupils  of  all  ages  may  be  admitted  to  our  Industrial  Schools.  It  shall 
be  the  aim  in  these  schools  to  provide:  (1.)  Such  social  and  moral  training,' 
as  shall  tend  to  make  good  neighbors  and  good  citizens;  (2.)  When  neces- 
sary, the  rudiments  of  education — reading,  writing,  and  keeping  simple 
accounts  ;  (3.)  Such  domestic  instruction  as  shall  fit  girls  to  care  for  a  house, 
and  prepare  plain  meals  properly  and  economically;  (4.)  Instruction  in 
dress-making  and  cutting,  making  and  mending  the  plain  garments  of  ordi- 
nary wearing  apparel;  (5.)  Tuition  in  nursing — the  care  of  the  sick;  (6.) 
Kindergarten  and  kitchen-garden  training;  (7.)  Instruction  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  vegetables,  fruits,  and  flowers. 

7.  It  shall  be  our  aim  to  provide  a  library  for  each  Industrial  Home  and 
school,  to  which  pupils  may  have  daily  access. 

V. 

IVtISSIONARY    INXKIvLIGKNCE. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  to  publish  letters  from  missionaries,  circulars  relating  to  the 
various  Bureaus,  and  kindred  matter  that  will  help  auxiliaries  sustain  their 
interest  in  our  work ;  and  to  send  such  information  out  upon  application, 
for  use  in  Conference,  District,  and  Auxiliary  meetings. 

2.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  to  the  public,  through  the  Church 
papers,  a  condensed  report  of  such  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  as  will  be  of  intei'est  to  our  workers  or  to  the  general 
l^ublic. 

VI. 

PvlISSIONARY  oandie5a.te:s. 

I.  Persons  who  offer  themselves  for  employment  by  the  Society  must 
give  satisfactory  answers  to  the  following  questions  : 

1.  Do  you  feel  that  you  are  moved  by  the  love  of  souls  and  the  provi- 
dence of  God  to  take  upon  you  the  work  of  a  Home  Missionary  ? 

2.  Have  you  an  experimental  knowledge  of  salvation  through  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.? 

3.  Do  you  believe  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
as  set  forth  in  Part  I,  Chapter  I,  of  the  Discipline? 

4.  When  and  where  were  you  born  ? 

5.  What  are  your  domestic  relations  and  obligations? 

6.  Have  you  a  thorough  English  education  ? 

7.  In  what  schools  have  you  taught  and  how  long? 

8.  Have  j'ou  knowledge  of  music,  either  vocal  or  instrumental. 

9.  Can  you  cut  and  fit  dresses  and  teach  sewing  and  millinery? 

10.  Are  you  able  to  give  instructions  in  housekeeping,  including  cooking? 

11.  Have  you  had  experience  in  the  care  ©f  the  sick? 
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II.  The  candidates  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  to  the  follow- 
ing facts:  (1)  Membership  in  the  Methodist  lipiscopal  Church;  (2)  Chris- 
tian zeal  for  the  salvation  of  souls  ;  (3)  Good  health  ;  (4)  Educational  fitness; 
(5)  Ability  to  give  instruction  in  the  common  domestic  industries;  (G)  Apt- 
ness to  teach. 

2.  Each  candidate  is  requested  to  write  a  letter  giving  a  brief  sketch 
of  her  life  and  her  call  to  the  work,  which,  with  her  photograph,  is  to  be  sent 
with  her  testimonials. 

3.  The  testimonials  of  a  missionarycandidate  shall  be  considered  and 
passed  by  her  Conference  Board  before  they  are  brought  to  the  Committee 
on  Missionary  Candidates. 

4.  When  a  caudidate  has  been  accepted  bj^  the  General  Executive 
Board,  she  may  be  appointed  on  nomination  of  a  Bureau  to  a  mission  field. 

•5.  New  missionaries  may  l)e  appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  respective  Bureaus  at  any  time  during  the 
year. 

6.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  set  apart  the  last  Saturday  in 
May  for  a  special  examination  into  the  work  of  the  missionaries  during  the 
year,  aud  appointments  for  the  coming  year  shall  then  be  made. 

7.  A  missionary  shall  receive  her  traveling  expenses  from  her  home  to 
her  field  of  labor;  also,  her  return  expenses  when  she  is  recalled  by  the 
General  Executive  Board,  and  her  salary  from  the  time  of  arrival  in  her 
field.  This  salar}'  shall  be  paid  monthly,  not  to  exceed  $40  per  month. 
She  shall  also  be  allowe"  -^^  .mount  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  postage. 

VII. 
YOUNG   PEOPLE^'S   WORK. 

1.  Young  persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may  be  organized  into 
Mission  (Mrcles  under  the  general  rules  governing  Ladies'  Auxiliaries,  with 
a  membersliip  fee  of  not  less  than  tifty  cents  per  annum.  They  may  be 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  some  adult  lady,  and  are  recom- 
mended to  choose  some  special  name. 

2.  Young  persons  under  sixteen  may  be  organized  into  Juvenile  Bands 
under  ther  Constitution  ali-eady  provided. 

3.  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  Mother's  Jewels 
on  the  payment  of  ten  cents. 

AIVIENDIVIENTS. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  or  suspended  at  any  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Society;  due  notice  of  changes  proposed  must  be  given  during  the 
firBt  three  days  of  such  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GENERAL  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 


[Note.— Under  the  laws  of  Incorporation  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  body  incorporated  constitutes  a  qnornm.  Therefore  eleven  Is 
the  legal  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman 's  Home  Missionnry  Socletyl 

1.  The  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  held  the  last  Friday 
of  each  month.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  and 
Recording  Secretary,  due  notice  being  given. 

2.  A  quarterly  meeting  shall  be  hold  the  last  Saturday  in  January,  April, 
and  September,  at  such  places  as  the  Board  shall  designate.  Written  reports 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Bureaus,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  each  member  of  the  time  and 
place  of  all  meetings,  regular  and  special. 

4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Chairman 
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and  the  requisite  Standing  Committees  at  its  firbt  meeting  next  succeeding 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

•  ).  The  Executive  Board  shall  appoint  a  Business  Committee  of  seven,  to 
consist  of  the  President.  Corresponding  Sec'v,  Recording  vSec'y,  Treasurer, 
and  three  other  members  of  the  Board,  "with  power  to  transact  business  for 
the  Board  in  the  intervals  of  the  monthly  meetings.  This  committee  shall 
report  all  its  action  at  the  regular  meeting  next  succeeding  such  action. 

(i.  CorrespondingSecretariesofConferenccvSocieties,  ill  attendance  upon 
any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote. 

7.  The  Unler  of  Jiusiness  and  Rules  ut  Debate  shall  be  as  follows:  (].) 
Singing,  reading  of  Scriptures,  prayer;  (2.)  Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meet- 
ing; (.").)  Reports  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of  the 
Bureaus,  Standing  Coinmittees ;  (-1.)  Reports  of  Special  Committees;  (5.) 
Unfinislie<l  Imsiness;  (li.)  Resolutions  fur  discussion  shall  be  presented  in 
writing;  (7. 1    i.:i<lics  speaking  slial'  rise  and  address  tlie  chair. 

8.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  Business; 
(2)  Beneficiaries;  (3)  IMissionary  Candidates;  (4)  Annual  Meeting;  (5)  Pub- 
lication; (li)  Leaflets  ;  (7)  "Woman's  Home  Missions '' ;  (8)  Transportation; 
(9)  Mite  Boxes. 

9.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  V^y  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  notice  of  the  desired  change  hav- 
ing been  given  at  the  preceding  meeting.  They  may  be  suspended  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  GONFERENGE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  The  Presitlent  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  tlie  Conference  Soci- 
eties shall  call  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  when  the  exigencies  of  the 
work  demand  it,  and  shall  also  determine  the  date  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  arrange  for  anniversary  exercises,  unless  these  items  have  been 
provided  for  by  previous  action  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  The  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
inckide  reports  from  the  Recording  and  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  District  Secretaries ;  the  election  of  officers,  of  standing 
committees,  and  of  a  delegate  and  alternate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

3.  Order  of  Business:  (1.)  Devotional  exercises;  (2.)  Introduction  of 
delegates;  (3.)  Appointment  of  committees;  (4.)  Reading  of  minutes  of 
last  meeting;  (0.)  Report  of  Treasurer;  (6.)  Report  of  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary; (7.)  Report  of  District  officers;  (8.)  Reports  of  committees;  (9.) 
Unfinished  and  miscellaneous  business;  (10.)  Election  of  officers. 

4.  Each  District  Secretary  shall  present  a  list  of  the  full  names  of  her 
delegation  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

5.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  (1.)  Annual 
Meeting;  (2.)  By-laws;  (3.)  Woman's  Home  Missions. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Anniversary  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the 
Corresponding  Seci-etary,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  District  in  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  consist  of  one  lady  from  each 
District,  chosen  by  the  delegates  from  her  District.  Vacancies  occurring  in 
tiie  Conference  Board  ad  interim  may  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference. 

8.  Every  Auxiliary  Society  in  the  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
delegate ;  these  delegates,  with  the  Executive  Board,  shall  constitute  ;;he 
Annual  Meeting. 

9.  The  duty  of  each  District  President  shall  be  to  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  work  in  her  District.  She  shall  confer  and  co-operate  with 
the  Secretary  in   organizing  and  visiting  the  work ;  preside  at  the  District 
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meetings,  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  favor  and  aid  of  the  presiding  elder 
and  pastors.     She  shall  report  her  work  10  the  Secretary  of  the  District. 

10.  The  duty  of  the  District  Secretary  shall  be  to  confer  and  co-operate 
with  the  President  in  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries,  Young  Ladies'  Circles, 
and  Juvenile  Bands  ;  to  correspond  with  and  visit  them,  to  arrange  for 
public  meetings,  to  send  out  blank  reports,  receive  them  when  filled,  ami 
forward  a  report  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

11.  There  shall  be  a  Mite-box  Secretary,  a  Secretary  of  Local  Mission- 
ary Work,  and  a  Secretary  (or  a  Committee)  of  Young  People's  Work,  each 
to  repoit  as  directed  by  the  Confei-ence  Executive  Board. 

12.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  in on  the of  each 

month,  if  practicable. 

13.  No  membership  dues  or  moneys  obtained  for  missionary  purposes 
may  be  used  for  local  needs. 

14.  Auxiliaries  shall  have  credit  in  the  General  Reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

15.  There  shall  be  a  contingent  fund  for  local  expenses,  to  which  each 
Auxiliary  shall  contribute  to  the  amount  of  at  least  ten  cents  a  member  for 
each  year,  one-half  to  be  used  in  Conference  expenses  and  the  other  half 
in  those  of  the  District  and  Auxiliary. 

16.  As  soon  as  practicable  each  District  shall  be  organized  into  an  As- 
sociation under  the  Constitution  adopted  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

17.  The  District  Association  or  the  President  and  Secretary  of  each  Dis- 
trict shall  be  a  Committee  to  arrange  for  a  presentation  of  our  work  at 
camp-meetings  held  on  the  District.  In  case  of  their  failure  to  do  so,  that 
duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Conference  Executive  Board. 

18.  Any  Conference  that  has  held  one  or  more  Annual  Meetings,  and 
has  its  duly  elected  Conference  and  District  officers,  may  determine  its  own 
methods  of  organizing  auxiliaries,  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  of  its 
organizers,  provided  that  all  its  plans  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  Consti- 
tution. 

19.  Organizers  may  draw  upon  the  General  Treasury  for  their  traveling 
expenses,  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  when  the  Confer- 
ence Contingent  Fund  is  insufficient  lo  meet  the  expense. 

20.  Tiieir  accounts  shall  be  audited  each  month  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Boai-d,  except  when  the  Conference  Contingent  Fund  pays  the  expense. 
In  that  case  the  Conference  Society  shall  audit  those  bills. 

21.  Organizers  shall  be  recommended  by  their  Conference  Boards  to 
the  General  Executive  Board  for  appointment. 

22.  The  Conference  Societies  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  direction 
and  control  of  their  respective  organizers. 

23.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  close  her  account  with  the  auxil- 
iaries the of ,  after  which  all  the  moneys  received  shall  be  placed 

in  the  next  year's  account. 

24.  These  By-laws  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Confer- 
ence Executive  Board  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  an  Annual  Meeting,  notice  of  the  desired  amendment  having 
been  given  a  month  previous,  and  the  change  being  in  harfnony  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


GONSTITIJTION  FOR  DISTRICT  ASSOCIATIONS. 


Article  1.  Tliis  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  District  As- 
sociation of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  secure  an  Auxiliary 
in  each  charge  on  the  District  if  possible,  and  to  sustain  interest  in  those 
already  organized. 
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Art.  3.  Every  person  who  is  a  member  of  the  Woman  s  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  on  the District  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President  (the  Dis- 
trict Vice-President  chosen  by  the  Conference  Society,  when  the  District 
Association  is  not  organized) ;  a  Vice-President  from  every  Auxiliary  on 
the  District,  who  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Corresponding  Secretary  (the  District  Manager  chosen  by  the 
Conference  Society),  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
upon  nomination  by  a  Committee. 

Art.  5.  The  duties  sliall  be  sucli  as  usually  devolve  upon  sucli  officere, 
with  the  addition  to  those  of  tlie  Corresponding  Secretary,  that  she  shall 
secure  a  report  from  each  Auxiliai-y  Corresponding  Secretary  on  the  15th 
of  December,  of  March,  of  June,  and  of  September,  autl  send  a  report  t(j 
the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  only  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
District,  which  she  shall  disburse  upon  the  order  of  the  President  and 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Art.  6.  Thei-e  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  ofl&cers 
and  the  tr'ansaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
Association,  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  found  practicable. 

Art.  7.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  upon  Mite-boxes,  Woman's 
Home  Missions,  and  Program. 

Art.  8.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  only  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall   be  called  the  Woman's  Home  MJB- 

sionary  Society  of  ,  Auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society   of 

the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  Chris- 
tian women  in  the  elevation  and  evangelization  of  needy  and  destitute 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  a  regular  sub.scription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time,  sliall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  Librarian,  who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
to  administer  the  afifairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.  Meetings  of   the  Society  for  VjusinesS  and   communication  oi 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.     The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall  be  on  the  day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports  of  tbe  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  accompanying  By-laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


1.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  oi 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests.

2.  It  sliall  l)e  tlie  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  perform  the  duty  of  the 
President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means  for 
the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tiie  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  pr(x:oedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  to  send  leports  cpiarterly  of  the  condition 
and  work  of  tlie  Auxiliary  to  the  District  Secretary  when  the  Districrt 
Assocuation  is  (Organized ;  otherwise  to  the  Conference  Secretary,  and  in  tfie 
absence  of  such  an  officer  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General 
Society  in  Cincinnati. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  members, 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 
the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence. of 
such  an  (jfiicer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Society  in  Cincinnati. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  provide  atid  care  for  one  or 
more  sets  of  books  in  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle.  Five  cents 
shall  be  charged  for  the  use  of  any  book  returned  within  a  month,  five  cents 
a  week  for  all  time  additional,  and  the  full  price  shall  be  paid  for  all  books 
out  over  three  months.  These  rentals  shall  constitute  a  permanent  library 
fund.  The  Ivibrarian  shall  keep  a  file  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  and  An- 
nual Reports  for  reference,  take  and  forward  orders  for  the  same,  drawing 
upon  the  library  fund  for  necessary  postage,  and  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books.    She  shall  keep  a  careful  record,  and  report  regularly  to  the  auxiliary.

8.  Once  each  quarter,  if  practicable,  a  public  meeting  shall  be  held,  in 
which  reports  shall  be  read,  addresses  given,  and  every  effort  made  to 
increase  the  general  missionary  intelligence  ami  zeal  in  the  special  work  of 
this  Society. 

9.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  three  to  provide  literary  ex- 
ercises of  a  missionary  character  for  the  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings. 

10.  Each  lady  connected  with  this  Society  shall  try  to  induce  others  to 
become  members,  and  shall  do  what  she  can  to  add  to  the  general  interest, 
remembering  m  prayer  each  day  the  Society,  its  workers,  schools,  orphans, 
and  missionaries. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  MISSION  CIRCLES. 


Article  1 .  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Home  Mission  Circle  of 

Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  interest  the  young  people 
of  the  Church  in  Missionary  work  among  the  ignorant  and  degraded  in  uur  own 
country. 

Art.  3.  Any  young  person  over  si.xteen  years  of  age,  paying  one  cent  a 
week,  or  fifty  cents  a  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Circle,  and  any  per- 
son paying  two  cents  a  week,  or  one  dollar  a  year,  may  become  an  Honoiai y 
member  of  the  Circle. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who,  together  with  an  adult  Lady  Manager  chosen  by  the  Circle,  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  plan  the  work  of  the  Society. 
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Art.  5.     Meetings  of  the  Circle   shall   be   held of  each  month. 

The  .Annual  Meeting  shall  be  on day  ol  ^,wheu  Annual  reports 

shall  Ije  read  and  officers  elected  for  the  coming  year. 

Art.  f).  This  Conslitution  and  the  By-laws  accompanying,  can  only  be 
changed  or  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present,  one  month's  notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  CIRCLES. 


1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Circle,  and  in  every 
way  seek  to  promote  its  interests. 

2.  The  Vice-president  shall  take  the  place  of  the  President  in  her  absence, 
and  seek  to  assist  her  in  every  way. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Circle,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of  meetings. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the 
Circle,  solicit  subscriptions  to  our  paper,  and  send  reports  once  a  quarter  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  the  work  of  the  Circle. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  membership  dues,  keep  a  book  account, 
and  send  funds  once  a  quarter  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

6.  The  Circle  may  choose  the  specific  Missionary  work  to  which  its  funds 
shall  be  applied,  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

7.  There  shall  be  two  standing  Committees,  Literary  and  Musical ;  one  to 
furnish  a  Missionary  program,  and  the  other  to  provide  music  for  the  meetings. 

8.  Mission  Circles  may  give  literary  and  musical  entertainments  in  public, 
at  which  full  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Circle  may  be  made,  that  the  sympathy 
and  interest  of  the  Church  may  be  awakened  and  kept* alive. 

9.  Each  member  of  the  Circle  shall  try  to  induce  others  to  join,  and  shall  do 
all  in  her  power  to  make  the  meetings  contribute  to  mental  and  spiritual  growth. 

10.  Suggestive  Order  of  Exercises  for  Monthly  meeting  :  (1.)  Devotional 
Exercises.  (2.)  Reading  of  Minutes.  (3.)  Report  of  Treasurer.  (4.)  Report  of 
Corresponding  Secretary.  (5.)  Discussion  of  plans  of  work.  (6.)  Program. 
(7.)  Adjournment.  

CONSTITUTION  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


Article  1.  This   Society   shall    be   called    the   Mission    Band 

of Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  interest  the  children  and  youth 
of  the  Church  in  missionary  work  in  our  own  land,  and  to  secure  their  help 
in  carrying  it  forward. 

Art.  3.  This  Society,  by  virtue  of  its  voluntary  obligations  to  render 
material  help  in  various  departments  of  tlie  work,  shall  be  recognized  as  a 
lawful  adjunct  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  make  reports  thereto. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  an  adult  lady  Director, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  and  direct  the  Society,  a  President, 
four  or  more  Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  usual  to  such  offices. 

Art.  5. — Sec.  1.  Any  child  or  young  person,  with  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying  yearly  twenty- 
five  cents  as  membership  fee. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  may  hold  entertainments  or  use  an}'  methods  for 
securing  funds  that  are  in  liarmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of 
our  Church. 
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Sec.  3.  This  Society  may  choose  either  to  support  a  beneficiary,  furnish 
Sunday-School  supplies,  or  to  assist  in  any  department  it  may  desire ;  but 
the  location  of  the  work  chosen  must  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference  Society  or  of  the  General  Society. 

Sec.  4.  This  Society  can  only  have  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  by  contributing  directly  to  its  work  in  the  field,  and  may 
only  have  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  General  Society  for  money  paid  into 
the  General  Treasury. 

Sec.  6.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  for  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held  on . 

Sec.  0.  This  Constitution  can  only  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  General  Society  which  framed  it.  Petitions  for  change 
may  be  made  in  writing,  stating  reasons  for  such  request,  and  bearing  the 
signature  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Society. 


BY-LAV/S  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on of  every . 

2.  A  Committee  on  Music,  consisting  of  three  or  five  members  (at  least 
one  adult),  shall  be  appointed  for  one  month  or  more,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  provide  suitable  music  for  the  meetings. 

3.  The  Society  shall  be  divided  into  bands  of  ten  (more  or  less,  as  seems 
advisable),  according  to  ages,  each  of  which  shall  be  supervised  by  one  of 
the  Vice-presidents,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  names,  ages,  conduct,  money 
paid,  and  re})ort  the  same  at  each  meeting. 

4.  The  Vice-presidents  shall  each  in  turn  be  responsible  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  naeeting,  by  securing  speeches,  dialogues,  quartets,  etc., 
from  their  bands,  and  by  obtaining  the  aid  of  adults  as  needed.  And,  to- 
gether with  the  Director  and  the  Committee  on  Music,  they  shall  prepare  a 
program  before  each  meeting  for  the  use  of  the  President.
